Inventory, Interest Rates Will Affect Real Estate Market 
2017 Sales ‘Sluggish,’ Says Norfolk Register Of Deeds William O’ Donnell

A lack of houses to sell, 
the potential for rising inter- 
est rates and a newly signed 
federal tax bill are the fac- 
tors that will shape the real 
estate market in the new 


year. 

William O’Donnell, the 
Norfolk County register 
of deeds, said real estate 
sales were sluggish in 2017. 
Countywide, sales increased 
1 percent during the first 11

months of the year compared 
to the Same time period the 
prior year — from 16,906 in 
2016 to 17,000 in 2017. 
“The sales have been 


sluggish,” O’Donnell said. _

been low because there is no 
inventory — there is nothing 
out there to sell.” 


/ ~ Sales were more robust 


in Quincy during that same 


time frame, showing a 5 
percent growth from 2016 
to 2017. During the first 11 
months of 2017, there were 
2,194 sales in Quincy com- 
pared to 2,086 the year be- 
fore. 


In the third quarter of 
2017 -— July, August and 
September — sales were 
down both at the county and 
city level compared to the 
same period in 2016. They 
fell 4 percent in the county 
and 5 percent in Quincy,

‘time with the people that are 
already here in terms of the 
Baby Boomer generatian 
who are going to be mak- 
ing decisions whether or not 
they hold on to their homes 
or transition to something a 
little more affordable. 

“So how is the City 
Council using some of the 
subcommittees to tackle 
these issues that are impact- 
ing people’s lives every day?

Sweet Potato Gratin 


Preheat oven to 375 degrees. 

In a skillet melt butter over medium 
heat and add the bread crumbs and ginger 
crumbs. Cook stirring until lightly toasted 
3 to 5 minutes and set aside. Combine the 
heavy cream, maple syrup, thyme, allspice, 
and salt and pepper in a medium sauce pan. 
Bring to boil and then remove from 
heat. 

Butter a 3-quart baking dish. Spread 
a single layer of sweet potatoes in bottom 
of baking dish and pour about 1/3 of the 
creamed mixture on top. 

Repeat to make two more layers of pota- 
toes and cream. 

Cover with foil and bake 40 minutes. 
Uncover and continue to bake until cream is 
bubbling and potatoes are lightly browned 
and tender when pierced with a fork (10 to 
15 more minutes). 

Sprinkle the bread crumb mixture over 
the potatoes during the last 5 minutes of 
baking. 


Baked Apple Crisp 


By SUSIE 

“An apple a day keeps the doctor away” _ 
is not just a cliché. They really are associat- 
ed with reducing the risk of certain chronic 
diseases, including heart disease (because 
of their high fiber and pectin) diabetes, 
even asthma and certain cancers (specifi- 
cally colon and liver). 

Apples ranked second for highest an- 
tioxidant activity. However, they ranked 
highest for the proportion of free phenolic 
compounds which make. them more eas- 
ily absorbed in the blood stream. Much of 
their antioxidants are actually in the peel 

‘of the apple (catechin, procyanidins, chlo- 
rogenic acid to name a few) so don’t peel 
your apples! — 

It is very important to only look for or- 
ganic apples. Apples are one of the most 
pesticide contaminated fruits there are. 
Even if you wash them, many pesticides 
are “lipophilic” which means they enter the 
flesh of the fruit (or vegetable) so all the 
washing in the world won’t reduce all of 
them, but does help some.

Some sugary treats 
to avoid include gummy 
candies, caramels, raisins 
and other dried fruits, and 
jelly beans.

If you insist 
on giving in to your sweet 
tooth, proper brushing and 
flossing © after consuming 
these goodies can help.

Fruit Juice 

Fruit juice can be a 
healthy choice due to its 
vitamin and mineral con- 
tent.

The amount 
of sugar in naturally sweet 
fruit juice is usually under- 


estimated. For example, 
apple juice contains approx- 
imately as much sugar as the 
same volume of soda.

Constant Snacking 
Continuous snacking 
throughout the day, results 
in food debris and plaque 
sitting on your teeth for 
prolonged periods of time.

We often unconsciously 
chew on pens/ pencils or 
bite objects when we are 
concentrating.

Compared 
to nonsmokers, smokers are 
more likely to lose teeth due 
to gum disease. Additional- 
ly, tobacco use is a high risk 
factor for oral cancer. Seek 
assistance from profession- 
als to increase your chances 
of success in kicking this 
unhealthy habit. 
Binge Eating 

Binge eating usually 
involves consuming large 
amounts of sugary foods 
and drinks, which maybe 
the forerunner of dental de- 
cay. Binge eating may also 
occur with another eating 
disorder such as bulimia, in 
which the food is purged by 
vomiting. Because vomit is 
highly acidic, it can erode 
and destroy teeth over time. 
Medical care and interven- 
tion are important to address 
these eating disorders.

Boston’s mayor wants | 
to rebuild the Long Island 
Bridge and place a long- 
term recovery facility on the 

island, but the state legisla- 

tor who represents Squan- 

tum opposes the plan, which 

he called not fiscally respon- 

sible. 

In his inaugural address 
Monday, Boston Mayor 
Martin Walsh announced 
plans to rebuild the bridge 
connecting Long Island to 
Moon Island and: locate a 
comprehensive, long-term 
recovery facility on Long 
Island. Long Island was pre- 
viously home to a homeless 
‘shelter before the bridge was 
closed in 2014, and later de- 
molished, because its span 
had fallen into disrepair. 
The buildings on the island 
remain intact. 

“For many people, in- 
cluding myself, Long Island 
played a vital role in Bos- 
ton’s recovery landscape. 
And it will again,” Walsh 
said in his address. 

“Today I pledge to you 
that we will rebuild the 
bridge. And we will create, 
on Long Island, the compre- 
hensive, long-term recovery 
campus that our city and 
state need more than ever, to 
tackle the opioid crisis.” 

The new plan for the is- 
land would provide a range 
of services such as harm 
reduction, detox, residential 
treatment, transitional hous- 
ing and ongoing peer sup- 
port, according to Boston 
officials. 

_ Walsh’s office said re- 
building the bridge would 
cost between $40 and $100 
million, depending on fi- 


nal design. Funding for the 


bridge is included in Bos- 
ton’s capital plan for fiscal 
, years 2018 to 2022 and the 
city expects to have more 
than $30 million available in 
its parking meter fund when 
construction starts.

The bridge will likely 
be similar to the old bridge, 
Boston officials said, with 
one lane in each direction, 
and sidewalks, as well as 
‘an open channel for boats 
below.

Rep. Bruce Ayers, whose 
district includes Squan- 


tum, on Tuesday said he is 
against the plan to rebuild 
the bridge. Ayers, a former 
Ward 6 councillor, said it is 
too early to know if Boston 
would seek state funding for 
construction of the bridge, 
but expects the city to do so. 
He said the state should pri- 
oritize funding for bridges 
that bring commerce to cit- 
ies and towns; Long Island 
Bridge at one point had up 
to 500 vehicles travel across 
it each day, while others in 
Massachusetts accommo- 


date 20,000 or more vehicles _ 
_on a daily basis, Ayers said. 


“While I support Mayor 
Walsh on his commitment 
towards combatting the opi- 
ate epidemic, the rebuilding 
of the Long Island Bridge is 
simply not a fiscally respon- 
sible solution,” Ayers said. 

“Recent estimates show 
that the cost of rebuilding 
Long Island Bridge could 
be in excess of $120: mil- 
lion. With over 450 structur- 
ally deficient bridges in the 
commonwealth, this trans- 
portation money should be 
devoted towards higher pri- 
ority projects that promote 


serious problem.

commerce.” 

“Improving our trans- 
portation infrastructure to 
promote economic develop- 
ment and job creation, along 
with combatting the opiate 
crisis, are two of our most 
paramount challenges,” Ay- 
ers added. “We need to im- 


‘ plement a fiscally responsi- 


ble plan to accomplish this, 
but rebuilding Long Island 
Bridge is not part of the so- 
lution.” 

Ayers has filed three bills 
Telative to Long Island dur- 
ing the current legislative 


‘session. 


The first seeks a study of 
ferry service between Long 
Island and Boston, which 
would include a comparison 
of the costs between launch- 
ing the ferry service and re- 
building the bridge. Ayers 
has long advocated for ferry 
service as an alternative to 
the bridge and said he plans 
to meet with state transpor- 
tation leaders to advocate 
for full-time ferry service to 
Long Island. 

The second bill calls for 
the creation of a special 
commission to “investigate 
and determine best methods 
for the future management, 
health, and long-term use of 
Long and Moon Islands.” 

The third would require 


full public access to Long 
Island if state funds were 
used to rebuild the Long Is- 
land Bridge. 

As The Sun went to press 
Tuesday, Mayor Thomas 
Koch released the following 
statement: 

“While I appreciate May- 
or Walsh’s intentions, I see 
no reason why any vision 
for the reuse of Long Island 
cannot be achieved through 
water transportation. To 
stake the future of the Island 
to a new bridge just doesn’t 
make sense to me — both 
from a financial perspective 
and a neighborhood Ee 
spective. 

“Mayor Walsh called me 
on Sunday to let me know 
he’d be announcing his in- 
tention to rebuild the bridge 
during his Inaugural, and I 
appreciate the open lines of 
communication he has cre- 
ated with our community 
since taking office. I also 
have a great deal of respect 
for his vision and his com- 
mitment to our shared fight 
against addiction. I’m con- 
fident that this communica- 
tion and an open dialogue 


between the two cities will 


continue as the future vision 
for the Island takes shape. 


‘Quincy must have a seat at 


the table.”

Ask Rusty: Losing Benefits 


You Have Earned

Dear Rusty: . \ a 

Fm 73 years old and have finally decided to call it quits 
from working and start taking life easy. My wife is 72 and 
has never worked outside our home, but we’re both in good 
health and are looking forward to “the good life” just doing 
what we want to do. I haven’t taken my Social Security yet 
because I’ve been working, but now that I’m retired from 
work we’ll need the extra money to do the things we want 
to do.. How and when should I apply for benefits? Signed: 
Finally:Retired 

Dear Finally: Oh my, yours is a Classic simile of why 
everyone should seek the advice of a qualified advisor be- 


fore making Social Security decisions. And by qualified ad- 


visor I don’t mean a friend who thinks they know what you 
should do, or how you personally think the program works. 
I’m afraid that by not applying sooner you have forfeited a 
considerable amount of money because, even though you 
were still working full time, your Social Security benefit 
reached its maximum when you became 70 years of age, so 
you should have applied then. You should now immediately 
apply for your Social Security benefits and your wife should 
simultaneously apply for spousal benefits, which will be 4 
of the benefit you were entitled to when you became 66, 
plus any COLA increases and benefit increases due to any 
higher earnings you had since thattime.. 

Although you were eligible to take your benefits without 
reduction at age 66, waiting past that earned you 8% per 
year in delayed retirement credits, up to the time you turned 
70 when your benefit was 32 % higher than it was at 66..In 
fact, once you reached your full retirement age of 66 you 
could have applied for benefits and continued to work, and 
would not have been subject to Social Security’s “earnings 
limit”. Since your benefit reached its maximum at age 70, 
there was no advantage to you by waiting past that to file. 

When you apply now, you and your wife should both set 
your benefit start date as six months prior to the date you ap- 
ply, because Social Security will pay up to six months retro- 
active benefits. Unfortunately the 2 4 years of benefit you 
didn’t take since you turned 70 are lost, as are the 2 % years 
of spousal benefits that your wife was entitled to as soon 
as you reached 70 - tens of thousands of dollars depending 
upon your benefit amounts. This is an unfortunate reality of 
the system: the onus to apply for benefits is on you and your 
wife; Social Security doesn’t automatically enroll you in the 
program at any time. 

This is another example-of how far too many people 
misunderstand how the Social Security program works and 
make decisions based upon incorrect assumptions. And the 
result is often many thousands of dollars in lost benefits.

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I have a question about 
winter car care. I will be 
away from the Boston 
area for several months 
this winter. My car, a 2010 
Honda, will be parked 
outside in my driveway for 
this time. What prepara- 
tion and precautions shall 
I make to ensure that be- 
ing outside in the Boston 
winter won’t ruin my car? 
Any tips and advice that 
you can provide would be 
great. 

Go to a good repair shop 
and let them know the car 
will be parked for several 
months.

_ was here”? Kilroy is a fa- 
- mous “doodle” seen during 
World War II. No one is 


sure exactly where it be- 
gan, but in about 1939, the 
‘comic man looking over a 
fence while poking his nose 
and hands over it with the 
words “Kilroy was here” 
started to appear. The doo- 
dles were found in strange 
places where soldiers were 
stationed. The character 
may have been inspired 
by an earlier bit of graffiti 
used by Australians during 
World War I with the words 
“Foo was here.” He reap- 
peared in the next war from 
1941 to 1945. Kilroy graf- 
fiti was found in barracks, 
inside submarines, and, it is 
claimed, on the beaches at 
Normandy when the troops 
landed for the famous bat- 
tle. 

“Kilroy was here,” ~ with 
or without the doodle, still 
is part of American slang 
and has appeared in TV 
shows, movies and even 
songs in this century. The 
face over the fence has 
been made into inexpensive 
three-dimensional, carnival 
chalkware figures and even 
banks. A red plaster bank 
was one of several Kilroy 
pop-art items featured in a 
Hakes auction in 2016. It 
sold for $168.37, probably 
to someone who remem- 
bers seeing a Kilroy mes- 
Sage years ago.

“Right outside of these 
here walls, the city of Quin- - 
cy is undergoing one of the 
largest transformations to its 
downtown — a downtown 
that we have only one op- 
portunity to get correct,” he 
said.

Hospital Rates 
To Increase Feb. 1 


A general increase in rates at the Quincy City Hospital, 
effective Feb. 1 was announced by Dr. Joseph J. Leone, di- 
rector, following a conference of hospital and city officials. 
The increase will not affect patients admitted before the first 
of next month. 

- In general, the rates of ward patients and private and 
semi-private room patients with “facilities” are increased 
while the rates of patients in private and semi-private rooms 
without such facilities remain the same. The facilities, it was 
explained, consist of a toilet. 

The new rates for private rooms with facilities are $23 
and $26 daily for Quincy residents and non-residents, re- 
spectively, as against old rates of $22 and $25. 

The new rates for private rooms without facilities are $22 
and $25, unchanged. 

Dr. Leone said, “These new rates are reasonable and 
compare favorably with existing rates of other area hospi- 


WEST OF TRACKS WON’T PREVENT 
_ . ACUT IN DEBT, MAYOR ESTIMATES 

Quincy can handle the major phases of the “West of the 
Tracks” project this year in addition to the normal capital 
outlay programs and, at the same time reduce its bonded 
debt by $250,000, Mayor Amelio Della Chiesa estimated. 

Mayor Della Chiesa said that the city this year could 
handle essentially all phases of the big “West of the Tracks” 
project except the construction of the proposed 1,095-car 
parking area, and carry on other capital projects and still re- 
duce the city’s debt by $224,000. (Editor’s note: The “West 
of the Tracks” project encompassed the taking of land on the 
west side of the tracks adjacent to Granite Street by eminent 
domain and building a municipal metered parking area. The 
project bogged down due to substantial Opposition and was 
never implemented.)

Salmon is high in Vitamin D, a nutri-

and vitamin B6. It is also a good source of 
choline, pantothenic acid, biotin and potas- 
sium.

8 (3 ounce) center cut salmon fillets

lease sections and place into a large bowl, 
and repeat with lime.

other risk factors. may play 
a part in suicide. But sui- 
cide and suicidal behavior 
are never normal responses 
to stress. Suicidal ideation 
can be particularly intense 
in people with a mental ill- 
ness who are not medicated 
or non-compliant with their 
medication, and/or who are 
suffering. from delusions of 
persecution, delusions of 
control, delusions of jeal- 
ousy, delusions of guilt, and 
commanding  second-per- 
son auditory hallucinations 
(hearing a voice telling them 
to kill themselves). 

Risk factors for suicide 
vary by age, gender, and 
ethnic group, and may occur 
in combinations.

Contrary to popular be- 
lief, the suicide rates peak 
in the spring not winter, 
most likely because the re- 
birth that marks springtime 
heightens feelings of hope- 
lessness in those already 
suffering with it. In com- 
parison, during Christmas, 
many people with suicidal 
thoughts obtain some degree 
of safety by the proximity of 
their relatives and the pros- 
pect of new beginnings in 
the new year. 

The suicide rate also ris- 
es during times of economic 
depression and during times 
of economic boom, as peo- 
ple feel left behind if others 
seems to be racing ahead. 
On the opposite end of the 
spectrum, suicide rates de- 
cline during times of nation- 
al cohesion, such as during 
a war or a national sporting 
During such 


ing of togetherness, but also 
a sense of anticipation and 
inquisitiveness as to what is 
going to happen next. 

Keep in mind, suicide is 
not always an. act of. indi- 
vidual despair and can be 
a learned behavior. For ex- 
ample, the suicide rate rises 
after the depiction or promi- 
nent reporting of a suicide 
in the media. A suicide that 


is inspired by another sui- 
cide, either in the media or 
in real life, is sometimes 
termed a “copycat suici 

In some instances, suicide 
can spread through an entire 
local community with one 
copycat suicide giving rise 


-to subsequent ones. This is 


most likely to occur in vul- 
nerable population groups 
such as disillusioned teen- 


agers or people with psychi- 
atric disorders. 
Psychiatric in-patients 


are at an especially high 
risk of committing suicide 
despite the continuous care 
and supervision that they re- 
ceive. The risk of suicide is 
also elevated in medical and 
surgical in-patients. Medical 
and surgical in-patients suf- 
fering from illnesses that are 
terminal, that involve chron- 
ic, long-term pain or disabil- 
ity, or that directly affect the 
brain are at an exceptionally 


_high risk of suicide. 


Many individuals will 
exhibit warning signs that 
they may be thinking about 
or planning to commit sui- 
cide including: 

¢ Always talking or think- 
ing about death 

¢ Clinical depression: 
deep sadness, loss of inter- 
est, ane sleeping and eat- 


ing that worsen 

¢ Having a “death wish,” 
taking risks that could lead 
to death, such as driving fast 
or running red lights 

¢ Losing interest in things 
one used to care about 

¢ Making comments 
about being desperate, help- 
less, or insignificant 

¢ Putting affairs in order, 
tying up loose ends, chang- 
ing a will 

¢ Making statements 
such as “it would be better 
if I wasn’t here” or “I want 
out” 

¢ Sudden, unexpected 
shift from being extremely 
sad to being very serene or 
appearing to be happy 

¢ Talking about suicide or 
killing one’s self 

¢ Visiting or contacting 
people to say goodbye 

It is imperative to be 

particularly concerned if 
a person is exhibiting any 
of these warning signs and 
has attempted suicide in 
the past.. According to the 
American Foundation for 
Suicide Prevention, between 
20% and 50% of people who 
commit suicide have had a 
previous attempt. If some- 
one you know appears to be 
depressed and talks about 
suicide, makes a suicidal

gesture, or attempts suicide, 


consider it a serious emer- 
gency. Listen, don’t argue 
with them and don’t ignore 
their statements. Let the per- 
son know that you care and 
understand and are paying 
attention. Encourage them 
to seek the help of a mental 
health professional. Because 
the person may feel so hope- 
less that they may not think 
it’s possible to be helped, 
you'll probably have to be 
persistent and accompany 
them. 

If your loved one appears 
to be in imminent danger of 
committing suicide, do not 
leave them alone. Remove 
any weapons or drugs they 
could use. Escort them to 
the nearest emergency room 
or call 911. Do not hesitate 
to call the National Suicide 
Prevention Hotline immedi- 
ately at 1-800-273-8255.

Ask Rusty: When Should I 
Apply For Social Security

Dear Rusty: I will be turning 62 in 2018; birth date 
9/24/1956. My husband is 77 and receiving Social Security. 
Longevity runs in my family. I have been self-employed 
all my life. I am still working and my husband collects a 
pension, Social Security and RMD from a traditional IRA, 
so there is no need for additional monies under my current 
circumstances. When should I start taking Social Security? 
Signed: Thinking about Retirement 

Dear Thinking: The question of when to take Social 
Security normally gets an answer of “It depends on your 
health, your family history of longevity, and your need for 
the money.” You’ve already addressed those items so Ill 
focus on your main question - when should you start taking 
Social Security? 

Even though you'll be eligible to collect Social Security 
when you turn 62, if you do so you will only get 74.17 per- 
cent of the retirement benefit you would be entitled to at 
your full retirement age (FRA). Whenever you apply, you 
will be deemed to be filing not only for your own retirement 
benefit but also any spousal benefit you may be entitled to 
from your husband’s work record. Similar to your SS retire- 
ment benefit, your spousal benefit would also be reduced 

because you took it early; instead of being 50 percent of 
your husband’s benefit at your FRA, you would only get 35 


percent at age 62 (if that is larger than your own retirement — 
benefit). The point I’m making is that by claiming SS early, 


any benefit you’re entitled to will be reduced from what you 
would get at your full retirement age. ; 


Just as you are penalized for claiming before your full 


retirement age, you aré rewarded for waiting beyond it to 
claim Social Security retirement benefits. In fact, for each 
year you wait beyond your full retirement age, your retire- 
ment benefit will be 8 percent higher than it would be at 
your FRA. That will continue up until you are 70 years old 
when your retirement benefit will be 30.67 percent higher 


that to apply. Let’s use an easy example to illustrate: If your 
FRA retirement benefit is $1,000, by aprlying at age 62 you 
would only get $741 per month instead of $1,000. But if 
you wait until you are 70 to claim benefits, you would get 
$1,306 per month, nearly twice what you would get by ap- 
plying at age 62. 

There are two other eres you should i incorporate into 
your thinking: 

1) At your FRA, you will be entitled to 4 of your hus- 
band’s benefit at his FRA. If your spousal benefit at your 
FRA is substantially more than your own retirement benefit, 
then applying at your FRA may be a good strategy, as op- 
posed to waiting and earning delayed retirement credits. 

2) Once you have reached your FRA you will be en- 
titled ‘to 100 percent of your husband’s benefit amount if 
he should predecease you. If your eventual survivor’s ben- 
efit would be more than your own FRA benefit amount, you 
might be better served by claiming your retirement benefit 
earlier than age 70. 

As you can see, most of the answer to your question de- 
pends upon whether your benefits as a spouse or a survivor 
will be more than your benefit based upon your own work 
record. If not, then waiting beyond your FRA up to age 70 
will yield you the maximum retirement benefit. But if your 
spouse and/or survivor’s benefit will be more than your own 
retirement benefits, then applying at your full retirement age 
may be the best strategy. If you haven’t already done so, I 
suggest you go to Www.ssa.gov and set up your personal 
“My Social Security” account which will give you access to 
your currently estimated retirement benefit. Comparing that 
to your potential spousal and survivor benefits should give 
you the answer you’re seeking. ;

O’Donnell Named poe Sd Of Deeds Of Year 


Norfolk County Reg- 
ister of Deeds William P. 
O’Donnell was _ recently 
named the 2017 Register of 
the Year by the Massachu- 
setts County Registers of 
Deeds Association. 

“T am truly humbled to 
receive this award, and I ac- 
cept it on behalf of all the 
employees who work here 
at the Registry,” O’Donnell 
said. “We understand our 
mission and our roles when 
it comes to public service.” 

The Norfolk County Reg- 
istry of Deeds is the deposi- 
tory of more than 6 million 
land records, dating back to 
1793. It annually handles 
and documents hundreds of 
thousands real estate trans- 
actions, including deeds, 
mortgage discharges, home- 
steads, liens, etc. 

In 2017, the Registry 
among its various accom- 
plishnfents, reached three 
notable milestones: 

¢ The completion of its 
“History Comes Alive Tran- 
scription, Project,’ where 
land documents from the 
period of 1793-1900 tran- 
scribed by scriveners in the 
old cursive style of writing 
were converted into easy- 
to-read text documents. The 
project earned the praise of 
two-time Pulitzer Prize His- 
torian David McCullough. 
Norfolk County was the first

registry of deeds in New 
England to perform such a 
project. 

¢ Another completed ini- 
tiative was the indexing — 
for easier customer research 
— of all land records dating 
back to 1793 which is the 
year Norfolk County was 
founded. 

¢ In April 2017 Norfolk 
County became the first 
registry of deeds in Massa- 
chusetts to record registered 
land (Land Court) docu- 
ments electronically. This 
initiative came about from 
the passage of legislation 
spearheaded by Register 


O’Donnell and Plymouth 
County Register of Deeds 
John Buckley to modern- 
ize operations in the Land

School. 

Each first place winner 
read their essay to the com- 
mittee.

Pocket Sundial --- The 
sundial is a very early tool. 
used to tell time. It is said 
that the earliest sundials 
were’ made in 1500 BC., 
and variations were made 
in following centuries by 
the Greeks, Chinese and 
Romans. But the portable 
sundial carried on trips 
during the 18th century 
was needed only until rail- 
roads -- not clocks -- were 
popular. The sundial, if po- 
sitioned and read properly, 
gave more accurate time 
than a clock. Pocket sun- 
dials were very popular in 
the 18th and 19th centuries 
in Europe and America. A 
surprising number are sold 
to collectors each year as. 
ornaments or historic rel- 
ics, or as interesting and at- 
tractive conversation piec- 
es. Auctions of scientific 
instruments sell sundials. 
A recent Skinner sale in 
Boston had brass or silver 
examples, many from the 
17th and 18th centuries.. 
They were made by hand 
with engraved lines and 
letters, and an inset com- 
pass. The gnomon, the 
upright piece that casts the 
shadow, was made so it 
could fit into the case that 
held the rest of the sundial. 
A silver octagonal plate 
with lines, numerals and a 
hinged gnomon was kept 
in a felt-lined leather case. 
The 2-3/4-inch French 
late-17th century antique 
sold for $3,198, including 
the buyer’s premium.

The parking lot formerly 
used by the dealership will 
be reconfigured as part of 
the project, and 60 parking 
spaces will be available on 
site. The number of curb 
cuts on site will be reduced 
to three — entrances/exits on 
Beacon Street and Southern 
Artery and an entrance only 
on Washington Street. A new 
curb would also be installed 
on Bessie Street, where cur- 
rently there is none. 

ConvenientMD, an ur- 
gent care clinic, plans to 
lease about 5,000 square feet 
of space in the new shopping 
center. Verizon Wireless 
also intends to locate a store 
on site to replace its former 
shop at 480 Southern Artery.

I knew Bob for some 30 years. We both went into 
the family business following our fathers’ footsteps.

~ Bob and I had a few. 


One day about a dozen years ago, I called Bob at 
South Shore Buick. I was in the market for an SUV 
and wanted to make a trade with the sedan that I was 
driving. I was unsure of the model that would better 
suit me — the Rendezvous or the Rainier — both made 
by Buick. He had one of each — both used — in his 
inventory. 

I was leaning towards the smaller Rendezvous. But 
Bob advocated for the Rainier. 

It was a Friday afternoon and I told him over the 
phone that I just didn’t know which one to choose. 

“Come on by tomorrow (Saturday) and you can take 
both of them for a spin. Take all the time you need.” 

That was pure Bob. Never pushy — always stress- 
free. Just deal with your customers like they were 
friends. 

I said thank you and I stopped by on Saturday. I 
drove the smaller Rendezvous first and then returned 
to the dealership for the Rainier. Bob suggested I keep 
the car the rest of the day and get a real good feel for 
it.

Inside the console of the dark 
blue SUV he had left a CD — The Doors Greatest Hits. 
“L.A. Woman” sounded pretty good inside the cabin. 

When I returned the car later, I told him I’d buy the 
Rainier. He shook my hand and said “Great choice.” 
And then with a big smile - added, “The Doors CD 
does not come with the car.” 

We both laughed out loud. 

I don’t think in all the years that I knew him that 
I ever saw Bob without a smile on his face. Walking 
through the dealership he seemed to know all his cus- 
tomers by their first name. 

Even when it snowed and Bob was left to clean off 
the cars that were parked outside at 50 Adams St. he 
shrugged off the weather. 

“Nothing you can do about it,” he’d say, venturing 
out again armed with a brush and snow blower. 

Perhaps it was because Bob was “baptized” at South 
Shore Buick during the Blizzard of 1978 starting his 
career when that epic storm struck when he was just a 
teenager. Cars and snow, perhaps, had become sort of 
synonymous — just part of the territory. : 

He had a keen sense of humor and quick wit, too. 

One day after having my car serviced, I was chat- 
ting with his equally affable brother, Richard, the 
dealership’s longtime sales manager. We were both in 
the service area just talking when I told Richard that I

the professional golfer.

The three of us laughed and laughed and laughed 
some more. 

_ South Shore Buick and The Quincy Sun enjoyed a 
strong bond since this paper was founded by my fa- 
ther Henry in 1968. The dealership — back then run 
by Bob’s father, Robert Sr., and business partner Bob 
Costello — were among a handful of early advertisers 
who supported the Sun during its infancy and kept the 
paper afloat during those crucial early months. 

It was a two-way street. South Shore Buick adver- 
tised in The Sun and the Bosworth family purchased a 
myriad of automobiles at the dealership throughout the 
years. Those cars were serviced at South Shore Buick, 
too. It was a business and sec wesag bond but it was 
really rooted in friendship. 

In February of 2009, we lost Henry. A month later, 
South Shore Buick closed its doors after 86 years in 
business — a victim of GM’s corporate restructuring ‘ 
and the great recession of 2008. 

I interviewed Bob about the dealership’s. impending 
closure. Many folks took the end of South Shore Buick 
very hard. ; 

“It’s been like a wake,” he told me, sitting in his of- 
fice just off the main showroom. “I don’t know many 
other businesses that when they close they’ve received 
prayer cards and we have. It’s sad but it’s also uplifting 
to know people have st pepe you and think that 
much of you. 

“It’s been quite touching,” he continued. “There’s 
been a lot of hugs, a few tears but I’m a firm believer 
that we when one door closes, another door will open. 

“You just have to have faith.” 

That was Bob FitzGerald. Forever an optimist who 
always put others first. | 

Even with the dealership’s days numbered, Bob 
could only concentrate on his employees trying to help 
them secure employment. His own future. was not on 
the radar screen. 

“I want to make sure that I’ve done whatever I could 
do for my employees so that I know that when I leave 
it will be a clear conscience. Then I can start focusing 
on my next move.” 

I met up with Bob at some other area dealerships 
after South Shore Buick closed. He remained a friend 
who always tried to help any way he could. 

Gonna miss you, Bob.

hind their peers and school. You couldn’t ask for a better 
mascot to symbolize the strength and unity of NQHS and 
the learning environment it creates. 

How sad of the Citywide PTO to view the Yakoo mas- 
cot, dressed in traditional Native American garb, as being 
negative and offensive. The PTO is assuming that Native 
Americans are ashamed of their heritage and should not be 
reminded of it. Or that Yakoo was designed with ill inten- 
tions. It is the exact opposite. 

In the book “50 Years of Yakoo” written by James Pe- 
ter Fredericksen, Yakoo’s artist and Dr. Allan Yacubian, the 
model for Yakoo; it details the thought process behind ev- 
ery aspect of Yakoo down to the tool he is holding. Yes, a 
tool, not a weapon. And what the PTO sees as a knife, is 


The book 
also recounts a visit from a Native American who flew in 
from Arizona to discuss her tribe’s thoughts on Yakoo and 
how they wanted to adopt the Mascot for their reservation 
school.

American adults are at risk : 


for major health complica- 
tions because of high blood 
pressure. This is according 
to a new scientific guideline 
that redefines the danger- 


ous condition and provides — 


strategies for healthcare 
providers to detect, treat and 
prevent it. 

The new guidelines, the 
first complete set since 2003, 
lower the readings that define 
high blood pressure to ac- 
count for complications that 
can occur at lower numbers, 
and to allow for intervention 
to be instituted sooner. This 
new definition will result in 
nearly half of the U.S. adult 
population (46 percent) now 
having high blood pressure, 
with the greatest impact ex- 
pected among the younger 
population. 


Moreover, the preva-

lence of high blood pres- 
sure is expected to triple 
among men under age 45, 
and double among women 
under 45. However, the 
number of adults requiring 
antihypertensive medication 
is expected to increase only 
a minute amount. 

According to these guide- 
lines, released recently by 
the American Heart Associ- 
ation, people with readings 


. Of 130 as the top number or 


80 as the bottom one now 


are considered to have high 
blood pressure. High blood 
pressure used to be defined 
as 140/90. The change 
means that 46 percent of 
US. adults would be iden- 
tified as having high blood 
pressure, compared with 32 
percent under the previous 
definition. 

A blood pressure of less 
than 120/80 still will be con- 
sidered normal, but levels at 
or above that, up to 129, will 
be considered elevated. 

The new guideline is de- 


signed to help people take 


steps earlier to control their 
blood pressure, according to 
the guideline authors. High 
blood pressure, also known 


as hypertension, is a major 


risk factor for heart disease 
and stroke, the two lead- 
ing causes of death in the 
world. The consensus is that 
more people will be labeled 
as hypertensive and more 


medication may be initiated, 


but that it will save lives 
and money by preventing 
additional strokes, cardio- 
vascular events and kidney 
failure. 

The guideline which was 
in the works for about three 
years and based on hundreds 
of studies and clinical trials, 
is not suggestive of a mas- 
sive increase in the number 
of people who will need to 
take medication to control 
hypertension. About one in 
five of the estimated 14 per- 
cent more adults to be clas- 
sified with high blood pres- 
sure will need medication, 
according to Paul. Whel- 
ton, M.D., who chaired the 
guideline writing commit- 
tee. 

Considering the overall 
population of adults who 
now will now be diagnosed 
with hypertension, the guide 
predicts only a small per- 
centage more should be 
prescribed medicine for it,

Systolic over 180 and/or 
diastolic over 120, with 
patients needing prompt 
changes in medication if 
there are no other indica- 
tions of problems, or imme- 
diate hospitalization if there 
are signs of organ damage. 

These new guidelines 
remove the category of pre- 
hypertension, categorizing 
patients as having either 
Elevated (120-129 and less

While previous guidelines 
classified 140/90 mm Hg as 
Stage 1 hypertension, this 
level is classified as Stage 2

of diabetes mellitus, chronic 
kidney disease or calcula- 
tion of atherosclerotic risk. 

¢ Recognizing that many 
people will need two or 
more types of medications 
to control their blood pres- 
sure, and that people may 
take their pills more regu- 
larly if multiple medications 
are combined into a single 
pill. 

e Identifying socioeco- 
nomic status and psycho- 
social stress as risk factors 
for high blood pressure that 
should be reflected in a pa- 
tient’s plan of care. 

The new treatment guide- 
lines contain a vast amount of 
documentation so there may 
initially be some confusion 
on doctors’ part about how 
they should advise patients. 
Recommendations should 
include, watching your salt, 
exercising more regularly, 
relaxing, getting a proper 
amount of sleep and eating 
a little more potassium-rich 
fruits and vegetables.

For Social Security

Dear Rusty: My question is how to apply for disabil- 
ity? I suffer from blepharospasms (facial dystonia) of both 
eyes, non-diabetic neuropathy in both feet and lower legs, 
and have a hearing loss related to my occupation as a police 
officer (now retired). I also suffer from an old injury that 
occurred while on duty to my lower back which inhibits my 
ability to lift anything very heavy or be on my feet for very 
long. Can you please help with the procedures for filing for 
disability with Social secnaeed Signed: Disabled Public 
Servant 


Dear Disabled Public Servant: First, I’d-like to point. 


out that Social Security Disability isn’t available to anyone 
who has already.reached their Social Security “full retire- 
ment age,” or “FRA.” You didn’t tell me your age, but if 
you were born anywhere from 1943 to 1954 your full retire- 
ment age for Social Security purposes is 66 (up to 67 if your 
birth year is later). If you’re older than your FRA now, you 
can no longer apply for SSDI; in fact, anyone on SSDI au- 
tomatically converts to retirement benefits when they reach 


their full retirement age. If you’re younger than your FRA | 


and totally disabled, you can apply for SSDI benefits online, 
however we suggest that you instead apply in person at your 
local office. I recommend you first get the SSDI starter 
kit at https://www.ssa. ities hari Cyt starter_kits_ 
adult_eng.htm - 

This kit will tell you everything you need to know about 
qualifications, and how to apply. Although you can apply 
online, applying in person will ensure the process is fully 
initiated as early as possible. You can find your local office

Lawyers’ contingency agreements do not 
require you to pay any fees unless you win; however some 
attorneys will charge a nominal fee (usually around $100) 
for expenses such as paperwork, regardless of whether or 
not you win. Be sure to check the agreement before you sign 
it.

will be taking a vote on the 
Squantum School project in 
the next four to six weeks to 
continue the process with 
the MSBA.

The mayor said the city 
has made great progress 
relative to the district’s 
school buildings in recent 
years. The new Quincy 
High School opened in 2010 
and Central Middle School 
opened five years ago.

Keenan recalled growing 
up in Quincy and facing peer 
pressure not to hang out with 
certain fellow students of his 
— the so-called nerds, geeks 
and losers. Today’s students 
face similar pressure not to 
associate themselves with 
students from different races 
or ethnicities, Keenan said, 
urging students not to give 
in to that pressure. 

“You're going to hear 
those things as you grow 
up. They’re going to be 
different in what they con- 
vey — it’s not going to be 
the nerds, or geeks or los- 
ers — and you won’t hear it 
from everybody, thankfully, 
but you will hear it from 
some. You’re going to hear 
‘why are you hanging out 
with them? They’re black. 
They’re white. They’re Chi- 
nese. They’re Muslim. Why 
are you hanging out with 
them?’” Keenan said. 

“Resist that peer pressure. 

Do not give in to that peer 
pressure. Remember you’re 
growing up with different 
people. You’re here today 
with people that look so 
different than what you do. 
They drink different drinks. 
They eat different foods. 
They dress differently. They 
pray to different gods. They 
have different customs at 
home. But just remember 
what they are — they’re your 
friends — and what you are, a 
bunch of kids growing up in 
the city of Quincy. 

“Differences are to be re- 
spected, in fact, celebrated, 
because they are who you 
are, but remember you’re 
just a bunch of kids.” 

To illustrate his point, 
Keenan recalled meeting 
new people on trips he took 
to Taiwan and Turkey. 


High School. 


In Taiwan, Keenan said 
he was riding the subway 
one night and was the only 
non-Chinese person onboard 
the train. Keenan was wear- 
ing a hat from Marquette 
University, a school attend- 
ed by one of his sons, and a 
boy on the train knew some- 
one at the same school. 

“T noticed this young boy 
sitting across from me and 
he kept staring at me, and 
I thought he was staring at 
me because I’m the only 
non-Chinese person on this 
train. But I then realized he 
wasn’t staring at my face, he 
was staring at the baseball 
cap,” Keenan said. “T said 
this is Marquette University 


and he said, ‘I know, I have 


a friend who goes there.’ 
Seven thousand miles away. 
and not all that different. 
“We tried to communi- 
cate as best as we could, and 
then he asked me where I 
was from, and I said I was 
from. Boston. Then _ this 
young man, 7,000 miles 
away, on the train, talking 
to somebody who looked 


entirely different from him, 


said ‘is Fenway Park really 
what it looks like on TV?’ 
We’re worlds away and it 
may seem different, but 
we’re really not all that dif- 
ferent.” 

While in Istanbul, Keenan 
heard a call to prayer from 
his hotel and then made 
his way to a local mosque, 
where a man approached 
him and thanked him for be- 
ing there. ? 

“I stood there and I 
watched the prayer. I had 
never been to prayer before. 
Those who were praying 
came in. Some just kind 
of nodded at me, most just 
walked by because they 
were in a hurry, and they 
prayed. And as they finished 
their prayers they walked by 
and many would nod, and 
this one gentleman came 
to me and I thought ‘I’m in

“So here we are now,

“And you realize that 
no matter where you go, no 
matter who you come across, 
if you extend your hand, 
give a nod of your head, if 
you say words as simple as 
‘hello’ or ‘thank you,’ you 
are communicating. You are

A Quincy police officer

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On Sunday, Jan. 7, at approximately 12:30 a.m., Officers 
Joseph Cox and Dwayne Goldman were dispatched to the 
parking lot of 353 Sea St. for a report of a woman sleeping 
in a car. Quincy Police Communications notified the officers 
that the vehicle was registered to a Germantown address. 

On arrival, Officer Cox approached the vehicle and found 
a female asleep inside. After awakening her, she became 
visibly upset and stated she parked there to get some rest 
while avoiding contact with her boyfriend. She added she 
lives in Germantown and was afraid to return to her home 
because her boyfriend has been abusive to her and may be 
there now. Officer Cox noted the female had several small 
scratches below her right eye. 

Due to the extremely low outside temperature, the of- 


-ficer requested the female come to the police station so he 


could interview her in depth. Once there, the female said she 
and her boyfriend have known each other for approximately 
six years and initially they had a good relationship but over 
time he became abusive. 

She said that:‘on Jan. 6th at apedosinaiily 6 p.m. (seven 
hours earlier) they were sitting in her car in front of her 
home talking but the conversation turned hostile. She tried 
to get her boyfriend to exit the vehicle but he became vio- 
lent by grabbing an aluminum take-out food container and 
smashing it into her face, causing slight bruising and a 3-4- 
inch abrasion. She was able to get him out of the car and she 
drove off and that was where Officer Cox came across her. 

The female said her boyfriend has been calling and 
texting her non-stop since the incident occurred. She then 
alluded there has been several incidents prior to this one, 
where her boyfriend has exhibited erratic behavior, abuse, 
and possibly caused property damage. She said that as re- 
cently as Jan. 4th he stood in front of her home throwing 
snowballs at her doors and windows. Fearing that he would 
cause damage, she came to the door. This was followed by 
a verbal argument ending with her boyfriend preventing her 
from entering her own home. When she tried to go in, her 

boyfriend head-butted her. She said she got away from him 
but he continuously called and texted her, to the point that 


.she has changed her phone number. 


The victim said she suspects her boyfriend has caused 
damage to her vehicle’s tires in the past but she did not 
report any of these incidents. Officer Cox thoroughly ex- 
plained to the victim the purpose of a restraining order and 
strongly recommended that she allow him to assist her in 
obtaining an emergency restraining order. She stated she 


did not want to obtain an order at 
this time. Again, he offered her | 
the opportunity at any time in the 
future. 

When asked where the boy- 
friend could be found if not at 
her house, the victim said he 
lives with his grandmother in 
Germantown on occasion. He 
also moves around staying with 
friends. 

Officers Cox, Goldman and 
Officer Patrick Folan escorted 
the victim to her home, with the intention of seeing her in 
safely and checking both addresses for the boyfriend. On 
arrival, the victim pointed out that her front stairs (which 
she had previously cleared of all snow and ice) had been 
covered with snow, adding that it was likely done by her 
boyfriend. The front steps were covered with a significant 
amount of frozen snow purposely placed so that the door 
and stairs were completely inaccessible. The officers were 
able to obtain shovels and cleared a path for entry and exit 
at the side door to the home. The officers went to the grand- 
mother’s house and were told by the grandmother that the 
boyfriend/suspect/grandson was not there and may be living 
in Weymouth. Neighbors confirmed that they hadn’t seen 
him in a week. Officer Cox tried reaching the boyfriend via 
cellphone but he didn’t answer. 

Once the victim was safely in her home, Officer Cox re- 
turned to the station to file a report and warrant application. 
Soon after, a “911” call came in from the victim that her 
boyfriend had returned to her home and was throwing snow 
on the stairs and doorway that officers had shoveled. Offi- 
cer Cox swiftly responded to the victim’s home and spotted 
the boyfriend at the side door using a shovel to throw snow 
back’on the steps. The officer walked up to the boyfriend, 
placed him under arrest and transported him to the station 
for booking. Meanwhile, Officers Goldman and Folan shov- 
eled off the steps again. 

The suspect, a 23-year-old Quincy resident, was hiaceed 
with assault and battery with a dangerous weapon (food 
container), two counts of intimidation of a witness (snow on

FLOOD DAMAGED CARS FOR SALE 


Due to recent flooding in the Boston area caused by the 


snow storm, many cars and trucks were subjected to salt 
water damage. Unscrupulous car owners or dealers may try 
to sell off the damaged car at an appealing discounted price. 
Although it is best to have a Mechanic always check out 
a vehicle you are considering for purchase, here are some 
measures you can take initially: 

e Look for water stains, mildew, sand or silt under 
the carpet, floor mats, and dashboard, and in the wheel well 
where the spare tire is stored. Look for fogging inside the 
headlights. and taillights. New carpet or upholstery in an 
older vehicle may be another red flag. 

° Do a smell test. A heavy aroma of cleaners and dis- 
infectants is a sign that someone’s trying to mask a mold or 
odor problem. 

¢ Get a vehicle history report from a database ser- 
vice. There are reliable services that charge a small fee. The 
National Insurance Crime Bureau’s (NICB) free database 
lists flood damage and other information. But take note: 
NICB reports are only helpful if the car was insured. If the 
owner of an uninsured flood-damaged car tries to sell it on 
the open market and you’re the buyer, you may never know 
there’s a problem until things like the electrical system go 
bad. 

° Understand the difference PS aes a “salvage ti- 
tle” and a “flood title.” A “salvage title” means the car was 
declared a total loss by an insurance company because of 
a serious accident or some other problems. A “flood title” 
means the car has damage from sitting in water deep enough 
to fill the engine compartment. The title status is part of a 
vehicle history report. Either way, every used car needs an 
inspection and records before you buy, but with salvage- 
and flood-titled cars, you need to be extra careful. © 

° Have your mechanic inspect the car’s mechanical 
and electrical components, and eyes that contain fluids, 
for water contamination. 

+ ° Report fraud. If you suspect a dealer is knowing- 
ly selling a storm-damaged car or a salvaged vehicle as a 
good-condition used car, contact the Quincy Police Depart-

City Preparing 
For Early Voting

Quincy’s top. election 
official is in the process of 
making preparations for 
early voting in the lead up 
to this fall’s statewide elec- 
tion. 

Massachusetts voters 
will head to the polls this 
fall to cast ballots in several 
contests, including races 


_ for governor and U.S. sena- 


tor. Gov. Charlie Baker, a 
Republican, and U.S. Sen. 
Elizabeth Warren, a Demo- 
crat, are both seeking re- 
election this year. 

Voters will also elect the 
state’s nine U.S. represen- 
tatives, and all seats in the 
state Legislature are up for 
re-election in the fall. Sev- 
eral referendums might also 
wind up on the ballot state- 
wide. 

The general election will 
take place on Nov. 6, Elec- 
tion Day. 

William Galvin, the sec- 
retary of the commonwealth, 
has scheduled the primary 
for Sept. 4, the Tuesday af- 
ter Labor Day. The primary 
could not be held Sept. 18 
this year because it would 
conflict with Yom Kippur, 
or on Sept. 11 because it 
would conflict with Rosh 
Hashanah. Federal law re- 
quires states make absentee 
ballots available to military 
members 45 days before the 
general election, which bars 
Massachusetts from holding 
its primary Sept. 25.

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Nicole Crispo, Quincy’s 
city clerk, said legislation 
now pending on Beacon Hill 
would require five days of 
early voting before the pri- 
mary election in addition to 
early voting before the gen- 
eral election in November. 

“We are waiting for the 
word from Secretary Galvin 
for the primary, but there 
will definitely be early vot- 
ing for the general election,” 
Crispo said. 

“We will do whatever 
the state asks us to do to en- 
sure early voting is handled 
appropriately, but it’s a big 
job,” she added. 

Massachusetts offered 
early voting for the first 
time in the weeks before the 
November 2016 presidential 
election. Communities were 
required to have early vot- 
ing for 10 days before the 
election that year. Quincy 
had 11 days of early voting 
in 2016 — 10 on weekdays 
at City Hall and one Satur- 
day at North Quincy High 
School. 

Crispo said she expects 
the state will require 10 
days of early voting before 
this November’s election as 
well. She is in the process 
of identifying locations for 
early voting. City Hall is an 
option again this year, she 
said, depending on the prog- 
ress of construction ongoing 
outside the building, as is 
North Quincy High School. 

“We are keeping all op- 
tions open,” she said. 

In 2016, 14.32 percent of 
Quincy’s registered voters 
— 8535 of 59,613 — opted 
to vote early at either City 
Hall or North Quincy High 
School, according to Gal- 
vin’s office. Crispo said the 
two weeks of early voting 
helped alleviate lines on 
Election Day. 

“It was a convenience 
for people who decided to 
do it early instead of waiting 
and alleviated the lines on 
Election Day,” she said. 

Costs associated with ear- 
ly voting in 2016 — includ- 
ing election workers, police 
details and advertising — to- 
taled $42,574, Crispo said, 
and city received a reim- 
bursement of about $25,000 
from the state.

Koch Undecided On Sixth Term 


ayor Thomas Koch will mention a few 

things in his State of the City address next 

Monday night at the Richardson ae of 
the Thomas Crane Public Library. 

You can expect him to report on 
the city’s finances as well as touch on 
some of his goals for the upcoming 
year. _ 

But what you won’t hear him talk 
about is his political future. 

Half-way through the first four- 
year mayoral term in Quincy history, 
Koch will not use the State of the City forum to tip his 
hand as far as his own political future. 


He remains undecided about whether he will seek : 


a sixth term in 2019. That decision, he says, will be 
made a year from now. 

“I will have to make a decision in a year,” he says. 
“I will make that decision at the right time after look- 
ing at everything in my life. 

“There is no plan for me to retire. There’s no plan 
for me to run. I’m just doing my job. I haven’t really 
given it any thought.” 

This month, Koch began his 11th year as the city’s 
chief executive. He was first sworn in 2008 - when 


_ George W. Bush was still in the White House. Koch’s 


time as mayor has also overlapped two more Presi- 
dents: Barack Obama (8 years) and now Donald Trump 
(one year). 

Koch won-the mayor’s seat in 2007 defeating in- 
cumbent William Phelan and has been re-elected four 
times: 2009, 2011, 2013 and 2015. He was unopposed 
in 2013 and his wins over challengers those other elec- 
tions have been by relatively comfortable margins. His 
last election in 2015 featured challenges from Phelan, 
then Councillor at-Large Doug Gutro and then School 
Committeewoman Anne Mahoney. 

Koch and Phelan advanced to the final with Gutro 
third and Mahoney fourth in a four-way mayoral pre- 
liminary. Gutro is now a member of the Quincy School 
Committee and Mahoney is now a councillor at-large. 

Koch’s victory in 2015 claimed the first four-year 
mayoral term. Because of that four-year term, political 
speculation on Koch’s future — and possible contend- 
ers/challengers — has been on the back burner. 

However, now that the 2017 city election is in the 
books and Koch is at the half-way mark of his current 
term, political observers are starting to wonder: will he 
run again in 2019 or retire from the mayor’s job? 

There aré some who think Koch will seek one more 
term. There are a host of projects and goals the mayor 
would like to see come to fruition including a new 
elementary school in Squantum and continuing prog- 
ress on the redevelopment of Quincy Center to name 
a few. 

If he cozapletes his current ‘sind Koch will tie Jim 
Sheets as the longest serving mayor under Plan A with 

12 years. A win in 2019 would distinguish Koch as 
Quincy’s longest serving chief executive at 16 years if 
he completed that sixth term. 

Age isn’t an issue. Koch turned 55 on Monday 
and he would be 57 if seeks another term in 2019. He 
would only be a few weeks shy of his 61st birthday 
if he completed a second four-year term at the end of 
2023. 


Any potential mayoral candidates will have to an- 
swer one simple question: if Koch decides to seek re- 
election in 2019, does he or she — an incum- 
bent mayor? 

Or, do these mayoral hopefuls sit out 2019 and in- 
stead run for a potential open seat in 2023?

means you’re pretty much out of the political picture, 
especially if you are a city councillor. Not only would 
you lose the mayor’s race but also your council seat. 
There are only three seats in elective municipal of- 
fice in Quincy where challenging a mayor is a “safe” 
risk. In other words, running for mayor without losing 


your current seat. Those three seats are on the School 


Committee. They are currently held by Emily Lebo, 
Anthony Andronico and Gutro. That trio was elected to 
four-year terms last fall; those terms expire in 2021. 

The other three school seats and all nine councillor 
positions will be on the ballot in 2019. —_— with the 
mayor’s seat. 

Waiting for an open seat in 2023 could have its 
drawbacks, too. 

An open seat would likely draw a host of mayoral 
candidates. More than two candidates would mean a 
preliminary election with the top two contenders ad- 
vancing to the final. So, it may: be an “open” seat but 
the road to the mayor’s office would likely be more 
crowded than a one-on-one challenge against an in- 
cumbent, or so it would seem. 

There would be no shortage of mayoral contenders 
if Koch decides to call it quits in 2019. One of those 
potential candidates could be Norfolk County Sheriff 
Michael Bellotti. Bellotti is one of the most popular 
public officials in the city and comes from a large 
well-known local family with deep roots. His political 
resume includes experience as a state representative as 
well as the top sheriff in Norfolk County. 

Another potential mayoral candidate for an open 
mayor’s seat.is state Sen. John Keenan. Keenan, a 
former city councillor and Koch’s brother-in-law, 


has made a name for himself as a well-prepared and | 


accomplished legislator who has led the charge on 
Beacon Hill on a myriad of issues including the drug 
crisis. But many observers believe Keenan would be 
more interested in running for an open Cement 
seat than the mayor’s office. 

If a recent pattern continues, the next mayor will not 
come from. the city council. The city’s last two chief 
executives were not city councillors. Bill Phelan, as a 
school committeeman, unseated. Sheets in 2001. Tom 
Koch had resigned as the park commissioner to run 
against Phelan in 2007. 

It has been 28 years and counting since a city coun- 
cillor was elected mayor. The last was Jim Sheets - a 
Ward 4 councillor, - in 1989. He defeated businessman 
Peter O’Connell in the final election. Also running that 
year were Councillor Stephen McGrath and former 
mayor Joseph LaRaia. They finished third and fourth 
respectively in the preliminary election. 

Nobody knows what will happen with the mayor’s 
seat in 2019. Including the man who occupies it now. 

“There are a few factors to consider if I run again,” 
Koch says. “If I still have the fire in the belly - you 
want to give it your best every day. There’s the fam- 
ily consideration — does it make.sense for me and my 
kids? Being a spouse to someone who lives this life 
is not easy. I’m out a lot so it does have an impact on 
your marriage and your family and your coe 
so certainly that’s a consideration. 

“There are no daunting issues that would Miser 
age me (from running again). I love the challenge ev- 
ery day. As discouraged I get some days on the opioid 
issue, I still look at it as a great challenge and we have 
to keep working at it. 

“We've made a lot of progress in a lot of areas. I’m 
proud of the record,” Koch said. “We will make a deci- 
sion after the first of next year.”

Lunch Issue At 
Snug Harbor School 


Mounting furor over the proposed hot lunch program for 
Snug Harbor School is expected to climax at a public hear- 
ing before the Quincy City Council’s Finance Committee in 
February. 

“At this time it is not possible to set an exact date,” Fi- 
nance Committee Chairman J. Vincent Smyth said. “There is 
some work to be done in advance, but the hearing will be held 
sometime in February.” 

Under the proposed program, 51 percent of the 720 stu- 
dents at Snug Harbor would receive their lunches free. 

The 49 percent of the students who do not qualify for a 
free lunch would pay 30 cents per meal. 

When the request of the School Committee for a $36,000 
appropriation for the purchase of equipment for the Snug 
Harbor Lunch Program came up at the Council meeting, it 
was referred to the Council’s Finance Committee. 

One school committee member said that the reaction of 
people across the city to the lunch proposal was one of “pub- 
lic outrage.”

% cup walnuts or pecans 


Preheat oven to 350 degrees.

A subdural hematoma is 
an accumulation of blood 
outside the brain. 
‘In a subdural hematoma, 
blood collects between the 
layers of tissue that sur- 


round the brain. The out- 


ermost layer is referred to 
as the dura. In a subdural 
hematoma, bleeding oc- 
curs between the dura and 
the subsequent layer, the 
arachnoid. The — bleeding 


in a subdural hematoma is . 


under the skull and outside 
the brain, not in the brain it- 
self. As blood accumulates, 
however, the pressure on the 


. brain intensifies. This pres- 


sure on the brain causes the 
symptoms associated with a 
subdural hematoma. If pres- 
sure inside the skull rises 
to an extremely high level, 
a subdural hematoma can 
lead to unconsciousness and 
A subdural hematoma is 
usually caused by a head in- 
jury, such as from a-fall, mo- 
tor vehicle accident, or an 
assault. The sudden blow to 
the head tears blood vessels 
that run along the surface of 
the brain. This is referred to 


as an acute subdural hema- 
toma. People with a bleed- 
ing disorder and those who 
take blood thinners are more 
likely to develop a subdural 
hematoma. A comparative- 
ly minor head injury can 
cause subdural hematoma in 
people with a bleeding ten- 
dency. 

In a chronic subdural he- 
matoma, small veins on the 
outer surface of the brain 
may tear, causing bleed- 
ing in the subdural space. 
Symptoms may not be ob- 
vious ,for several days or 
sometimes even weeks. 
The elderly population is at 
an increased risk for chronic 
subdural hematoma because 
brain shrinkage that occurs 
with aging causes these min- 
ute veins to become more 
stretched and more vulner- 
able to tearing. 

In head injuries with sud- 
den, severe bleeding causing 
a subdural hematoma, a per- 
son may lose consciousness 
and become comatose in- 
stantaneously. A person may 
appear normal for days after 


a head injury, but slowly 


become confused and then 


“unconscious several days 


following the injury. This 


results from a slower rate of 


| bleeding, causing a gradual- 


ly enlarging subdural hema- 
toma. In very slow-growing 
subdural hematomas, there 
may be no visible symptoms 
for than two weeks or more 
after the bleeding com- 
menced. 

Symptoms of subdural 
hematoma can include: 

¢ Headache 

¢ Confusion 

¢ Change in behavior 

° Dizziness 

¢ Nausea and vomiting 

_© Lethargy or excessive 

drowsiness 

¢ Weakness 

° Apathy 

¢ Seizures 

¢ People may vary ex- 
tensively in their symptoms 
of subdural hematoma. In 
addition to the size of the 
subdural hematoma, a per- 
son’s age and other medical 
conditions can affect the re- 
sponse that they experience 


from having a subdural he- 


matoma. 

People who seek medical 
attention after a head injury 
will often undergo head im- 
aging, usually consisting of 
a computed tomography (CT 
scan) or magnetic resonance 


imaging (MRI scan). These 
examinations create images 
of the interior of the skull, 
usually detecting any sub- 
dural hematoma that may 
be present. MRI is slightly 
superior to CT in detecting 
subdural hematoma, but CT 
is faster and more readily 
available. 

Infrequently, angiogra- 
phy may be used to diagnose 
subdural hematoma. During 
angiography (angiogram), a 
catheter is inserted through 
an artery in the groin and 
threaded into the arteries of 
the neck and brain. Special 


’ dye is then injected, and an 


X-ray screen can visual- 
ize blood flow through the 
arteries and veins. This is 


‘sometimes useful in locat- 


ing an area that is bleeding. 

Treatment of subdural 
hematomas depends on 
their severity. Management 
can range from watchful 
waiting to brain surgery. 
In small subdural hemato- 
mas with mild symptoms, 
doctors may advocate no 
specific treatment other 
than observation. Repeated 
head imaging tests are of- 
ten implemented to moni- 
tor whether the subdural 


hematoma is improving or 
worsening. More sevete or 
critical subdural hematomas 
require surgery to decrease 
the pressure on the brain. 

Surgeons can use vari- 
ous techniques to treat 
subdural hematomas: 

¢ Burr hole trephination - 
A hole is drilled in the skull 
over the area of the subdural 
hematoma, and the blood is 
suctioned out through the 
hole. 

¢ Craniotomy - A larger 
section of the skull is re- 
moved, to allow better.ac- 
cess to the subdural hemato- 
ma and reduce pressure. The 
removed skull is replaced 
shortly after the procedure. 

¢ Craniectomy - A sec- 
tion of the skull is removed 
for an extended period of 
time, to allow the injured 


brain to expand and swell 


without permanent damage. 
Craniectomy is not often 
used to treat subdural hema- 
toma. 

People with severe sub- 
dural hematomas are often 
gravely ill, requiring me- 
chanically-sustained breath- 
ing and other forms of life 
support. If a person has a 
bleeding problem or is tak- 
ing blood thinners, measures 
should be taken to enhance 
blood clotting. This may in-

chide giving medicines or 
blood products, and reversal 
of any blood thinners, when 
feasible. Additional medica- 
tions to help reduce swell- 
ing or pressure in the brain 
or control seizures may also 
be utilized. 

Medical _ professionals 
suggest taking all head in- 
juries seriously to avoid po- 
tential complications, some 
that may even happen much 
later in life.. People who 
have experienced moderate 
or severe traumatic brain 
injuries are at a significantly 
greater risk of developing 
neurodegenerative disorders 
such as, Alzheimer’s, Par- 
kinson’s and dementia. Par- 
ticularly if the injury hap- 
pened at age 65 or older.

Ask Rusty: Suspending 
Social Security Benefits 
To Return To Work

Dear Rusty: At age 63 I applied for Social Security 
benefits after double knee replacement. I am considering 
returning to work and am curious whether to stop ben- 
efits while working. Is it a better avenue to continue to re- 
ceive benefits and monitor my total earnings and connect 
with Social Security as I reach my maximum earnings 
level? If so what is my responsibility to maintain proper 
correspondence with the Social Security Administration? 
And am I responsible to report earnings so I am not over- 
paid and penalized? I turned 64 on October 23. Signed: 
Returning to Work 
Dear Returning: I’m glad you’ve recovered from 
your knee surgery and are back on the road to working. 
I assume that when you applied at age 63 you claimed 
regular Social Security early retirement benefits. If that 
is the case, and if more than one year has passed since 
you started collecting benefits, you cannot suspend your 
benefits until you reach your full retirement age of 66. 
_If less than a year has passed since you first filed, you 
can exercise the “do over” option and withdraw your ap- 
plication for benefits, but you’!l have to repay everything 
you have collected, including any spousal benefits your 
wife may be receiving and any withheld income taxes. If 
you work before your full retirement age while collect- 
ing Social Security and you exceed the annual earnings 
limit ($17,040 for 2018), Social Security will withhold 
from future benefits $1 for every $2 you earn Over the 
limit. This is the case up until the yeat” you will reach 
your full retirement age when the earnings limit ihereases 
substantially ($45,360 in 2018; ‘the limits chan; ge 2 annu- 
ally) and the benefit reduction i is less c3t for every y $3 


_ over the Jimit).. 


Any time you ‘know. you re ing to, ‘exceed 
ings limit, you should call Bie See ce 
fice (find it at www.ssa .gov/locator). a 
They, will compute the. amount to withhold and ‘take it 
out of future benefits. If you don’t correspond with. them 
(by phone is okay), about exceeding the limit, they, will 
eventually catch up to you when you file your,income tax 
return, send you a notification letter and withhold what’s 
due them from your benefits at that time. _. 
Basically the onus is on you to advise them you will 

be over the limit, but they will catch up to you if you 
don’t. Once you reach your full retirement age the earn- 
ings limit goes away and you can earn as.much as you 
want without it affecting your Social Security benefit. 
One final note: When you reach your full retirement age, 
Social Security will give you time credit for any months 
they withheld benefits due to you exceeding the earnings 
limit. That means that your benefit amount at full retire- 
ment age could increase slightly, essentially giving you 
back over time some of the benefits they withheld.

Ward 6 Councillor Wil-

The first amendment, 
introduced by Councillor 
Anne :Mahoney;: asks the 
administration to provide an 
estimate for the cost of re- 
taining outside legal « counsel.

vide thé council with the in- 


formation sought within 45 
days. 

_ Harris on Monday called 
the idea of rebuilding the 
Long Island Bridge “ill 
conceived and financially 
imprudent,” and said that 
Boston should consider im- 
plementing ferry service to 
the island. 

The Long Island Bridge 
is only accessible through 
Squantum, and the neigh- 
borhood’s residents have 
long been concerned about 
impacts of the bridge, par- 
ticularly traffic. Harris said 
those concerns are real and 
the neighborhood’s opposi- 
tion to the project is not a 
case of residents simply say- 
ing ‘not in my back yard.’ 

“There are those in Bos-

The bond 
will be paid for through the 
DIF program, -which allows 
the city to use new property 
taxes generated in the down- 
town to pay off the debt ser- 
vice. 


Croall said the resolution: 


included i in the $80 million 
bond. 

“Everyone is keyed: in to 
the work and the evolution 
of downtown. I know when 
we had a very substantive 
discussion last spring before 
we went on break regarding 
the downtown incremental 
financing fund, the thought 
around the conversation is

“The goal here is to es- 
sentially level-set the con- 
versation, see what’s taken 
place, see what we have 
coming in the very near fu- 
ture and again to continue 
the discussion.”

COMPANY SOLICITORS: . 
BEWARE: DOOR TO DOOR SOLICITATIONS BY 


es, keep in mind anyone may come to your door so- 


M an - 
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liciting any product, or pretend to be selling something. There 
are some legitimate offers but more often than not you can 
get a better deal by researching the offer online. I have heard 
so many stories of scams from door to door sales that range 
from being scammed out of money to being robbed and as- 
saulted. The Quincy Police Department has taken safeguards 
to prevent scammers from coming to your door and offer the 
following recommendations; 

My recommendations: 

1. Never open the door to strangers. Talk through the door. 
Don’t leave yourself vulnerable. Once you open the door, a 
sudden push and you are inside and out of sight with the as- 
sailant. 

2. Even if it sounds legitimate, give QPD a call so we can 
see if they are registered with us and a background investiga- 
tion was done on each solicitor. If you elect not to open the 
door or remain silent, again give QPD a call and let us check 
him/her out to protect your neighbors. 

3. Many of the complaints with the energy offer solicita- 
tions relate to high pressure tactics, demanding to see your 
energy bill or belittling you for not “saving money.” 

Rudeness and forcefulness are the top complaints. 

4. Never let any solicitor in your house. A common re- 
quest is to use your bathroom. A quick check of your medicine 
cabinet for medications or a quick step into your bedroom, 
where your jewelry box may be, can result in losses. 

5. Pressure from the solicitor may be for you to show your 
utility bill so that they can see if they can save you money. 
Don’t do this! He/she may write down your account number 
and just switch you. Only by looking closely on you current 
utility bill will you know whether you have been switched, 

6. Each Solicitor in Quincy is required to have a photo ID 
issued by the city as proof that they have been checked out. A 
photo ID from their company is not the same thing. 

7. If you choose to do business with the various solicitors, 
tell them to come back later after you confer with a friend, 
which will allow you to make a clear cut decision on the offer. 
Check online by googling the name of the company with the 
word “scam” and a second time with “reviews” se 
what others say. 

8. Skip the sales pitch. Go to https /www. once: 
com/massachusetts/ and you can get the best prices. ny 

9. If in doubt, don’t do anything. Give me a call and Pll 
help you.

My Ford van had its battery go dead. I jump-started 
the van and it was fine until the weather got cold again. 
The battery is only three years old and I measured the 
voltage, so I’m sure it’s not a battery problem. What 
could it be? 

A three-year-old betiery should have some life left in 
it, but unless it is tested using a specialized battery tester a 
voltmeter won’t give you the complete picture. At this point 
the battery cables should be cleaned, the battery recharged 
and the starter and charging system as well as a test for para- 
sitic electrical drain. As a reminder, a jump-start only cures 
the symptom (the car didn’t start) but you need to get to the 
cause to find out why the car didn’t start. 

My three-year-old Toyota Highlander has 28,000 
miles and is still under warranty. The rear brakes were 
all rusted and dealer said rotor needs to be changed (not 
covered under manufacturer’s warranty). I believe this 
is unusual since I drive this car just like I drove my pre- 
vious vehicle. What can I do? 

You didn’t mention if the rust is causing a problem. It 
is not unusual for brake rotors to rust even just after sitting 
overnight. Generally driving the vehicle is enough to have 
the brake pads clean the rust off the rotors. As an example 
my wife’s car may sit all weekend and the rotors are brown 
with rust. After a short drive the rotors clean up and ev- 
erything is fine. If there is a problem with the rear brake 
calipers sticking this may also be contributing to the rusting 
rotors. If the rotors are deeply pitted then the only answer is 
to replace the rotors and at the same time inspect all aspects 
of the brake system. 

Last year I purchased a three-year-old Mercedes 
Benz; it is the nicest car I have ever owned. This past 
week it went in for service and I was told the car would 
need thousands of dollars’ worth of work to the shocks. 
I can’t tell you how disappointed I am. I thought an 
expensive luxury car like my Mercedes wouldn’t have 
these problems. 

All cars have problems and expensive luxury cars can 
have very expensive problem. This is one reason that you 
can find some very expensive cars at seemingly bargain pric- 
es. Online I found a Bentley Amage with less than 40,000 
miles on it for $40,000, when new. this car was $240,000. 
One of the reasons in addition to depreciation is the cost of 
maintenance. 

I moved back to the Boston area aftér living in New 
York and dragged my old 2000 Saturn out of the garage. 
The car needed some work and the check engine light 
was on. I fixed the problems but my question is, how do 
I get the emission monitors to set so I can get the car in- 
spected? The parts store told me it could take hundreds 
of miles for the monitors to reset. 

It is great that you fixed your car, although at its age, it 
doesn’t need an emissions inspection. This is the case for 
any car 15 years or older. The car will still need a safety 
inspection, but it is exempt from emissions inspection test- 
ing. For newer cars, as a general rule, normal driving should 
reset the readiness monitors, but it can take some time de- 
pending on the vehicle. A good technician can get the moni- 
tors to set quicker by following a specific manufacturer’s 


I am looking for a small SUV and I have narrowed the 
choices to three vehicles. The vehicles that I like are the 
Subaru Forester, Toyota RAV4 and Honda CR-V. I want 
to know how you would rate these three vehicles. I just 
want to make sure that it is the best buy for the money. 

I have driven all three vehicles and none would be a poor 
choice. Coniparing a standard CR-V to the RAV4 I would 
put the CR-V as the top pick. Where that changes is the 
RAV4 is available as a hybrid. The Subaru Forester is one 
of the most popular small SUVs in New England but in my 
opinion just isn’t quite as good as the CR-V or RAV-4. Just 
to add to your confusion, two other vehicles worth looking 
at are the Mazda CX-5 and the Hyundai Tucson. I would 
drive all of these vehicles, consider how you are going to 
use them and buy the one that best meets your needs and 
budget. 

I have a 10-year-old GMC Yukon and the dome light 
doesn’t work. Thinking it would be a bad bulb, I re- 
placed it and it still didn’t work. I then checked all the 
fuses under the hood and they all tested fine. To me that 
only leaves a wiring problem. Is there a known area that 
the wiring fails that you can share? 

I think you were onthe right track with the fuses, but 
you had the wrong location. There is a 10-ampere fuse for 
the dome light in the fuse panel at the instrument panel. It 

is always time well spent to check every fuse in a vehicle if 


you don’t have a wiring diagram. 


I just recently purchased a Jeep that was involved in — 


a fairly substantial crash. The car was repaired and it 
looks great and runs even better but is has one problem. 
The issue is that the seat belt light flashes. Is chis a sensor 
of some sort? If I disconnect the seat belt wiring the light 
goes out. How should I proceed with the repair? 

There is a diagnostic procedure using a scan tool that 
should be performed. If you don’t have access to a qual- 
ity scan tool you can perform a couple of simple checks 
to the wiring. Although where the car was in a crash, I’m 
concemed that the seat belt tensioner was not replaced. De- 
pending on the crash the airbags may have deployed as well 
as the seat belt pretensions. My suggestion is to go to a qual- 
ity repair shop and have them check all of the safety systems 
for proper operation. 


I have a 2009 Chrysler Town and Country minivan 


and lately it has been a pain to fill with gas. I have to 
fill the tank very slowly and it takes forever. For some 
reason this has only happened since the temperature has 
been consistently below 40 degrees. What do you think 
is wrong? 

The issue is most likely with the evaporative emissions 
system. If there is no obstruction in the in the fuel tank or 


fuel filler neck, the problem is most likely a blockage in the . 


EVAP canister or vent hose. I have seen cases that mud and 
even spider webs clog the vent. 
I’m getting a banging noise from the rear 

area of my 2006 Lexus IS250 AWD (130,000 miles). The 
noise is sporadic: I’ll go days without hearing it, and the 
next day I’ll hear it intermittently and sometimes con- 
stantly during my 18-mile commute. The frequency of 
the noise is related to speed and sounds like it’s related 
to the rotation of the rear passenger wheel. It varies 
in volume from fairly soft (at least as heard from the 
cabin) to loud enough that drivers in other cars hear it. 
My commute is stop-and-go, and I most often start hear- 
ing the noise when accelerating from a stop, especially 
if I’m on an incline. Sometimes it will stop once I stop 


accelerating, but other times it persists and I don’t hear “*ates 


the noise in reverse. I brought the car to my trusted ser- 
vice station, and thought at first it was a brake problem. 
They repaired the brakes at a cost of almost $500 and 
the noise went away for a week and then came back. 
This time they think they’ve pinpointed the noise as a 
rear differential problem. I did some research online 
and I am not convinced that is the problem. They asked 
me to check my service records to see if my differential 
fluid had ever been replaced, and I don’t see that it has. 
They propose to change the fluid, which they say will 
help mitigate the noise, but warn that may not work. Do 
you have any ideas?

The differential is a fairly robust part, although changing 


fluid can’t hurt. Generally when a gear/bearing in a differ- 


ential fails the noise is constant or at least very repeatable. 
The best thing to do would be to let a repair shop have the 
car long enough so they can identify the noise when it is at 
its loudest. As a guess I would suspect a problem with the 
parking brake (the noise would come and go and may not 
make noise in reverse) or a constant velocity joint in the 
right rear axle. 

I’m curious if I should change the rear axles if I am 
planning to put turbo or supercharger onto the engine 
in my truck. I also have plans to upgrade the brakes, 
clutch and the exhaust. In addition to the axles is there 
anything else you recommend I do? 

It really depends on how you plan to drive this truck and 
the amount of boost and other performance upgrades you 
are planning. If you plan on serious off-roading, rock crawl- 
«ing or racing, yes it makes sense to upgrade as much as pos- 


sible. This would include axles, suppott bearings, cooling 


system, mounts and any other part that is under stress. ; 
My Volkswagen states in the owner’s manual and on 

the gas door that 91 octane fuel is recommended. My 

husband and I argue over this; I don’t think it is neces-

Crash Risk Remains High When > 
Using Modern Smart Phones 
Says New Report From AAA Foundation For Traffic Safety 


Drivers interacting with 
cell phones to perform tasks 
such as texting or surfing 
the internet are two to eight 
times more likely to be in- 
volved in a crash, accord- 
ing to a new report from the 
AAA Foundation for Traffic 
Safety. 

Drivers who are talking 
on their cell phones are up 
to four times as likely to be 
involved in a crash. 

The new report updates 
previous research, some of 
which is more than 10 years 
old. 

The goal of the AAA 
Foundation was to examine 
the safety impact of using 
a cell phone while driv- 
ing in the era of the mod- 
ern smartphone. As phones 
have evolved from simple 
flip phones to high tech 


smartphones, drivers have © 
changed the ways in which 


they interact with the devic- 
es, such as using phones to 
surf the internet. 

“Any task that requires 
a driver to take their eyes 
or attention off the road is 
a distraction, and should be 
avoided while the vehicle is 
in motion,” said Mary Magu- 
ire, AAA Northeast Director 
of Public and Legislative 
Affairs. “Drivers should 
only use these technologies 
for legitimate emergencies 
or urgent, driving-related 
purposes.” 

Drivers disapprove of 
using cell phones to talk or 
text while driving, but do 
so anyway, according to the 
AAA Foundation for Traffic 
Safety’s most recent Traffic 


Safety Culture Index, which — 


measures the attitude of the 
public toward driving safety 
issues. 

“Many drivers have de- 
veloped a mindset of ‘Do 
as I say, not as I do’ when 
it comes to road safety,” 
Maguire said. More than 
two in three drivers say they 
personally consider it un- 
acceptable to talk on a cell 
phone while driving. Yet, 
one in three say they talk on 
their phones while driving 
fairly often or régularly. 

The new AAA Founda- 
tion study investigated the 
relationship between cell 
phone use and crash risk 
using data from a sample 
of more than 3,500 drivers 
whose driving was moni- 
tored for a period of several

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own vehicles. 

“Driver distraction con- 
tinues to be a growing con- 
cern within the traffic safety 
community as well as law 
enforcement,” Maguire said. 
“Figures from the National 
Highway Traffic Safety Ad- 
ministration for 2016 show 
3,450. _— distraction-related 
deaths.

Strange Wooden Table --- 
As fashions change in 
clothing, so do fashions in 
furniture and design. Nor- 
man Rockwell was consid- 
ered a commercial artist of 
little value for many years, 
but now his original paint- 
ings for magazine covers 
can sell for millions of dol- 
lars. 

A strange table made by 


“John Scott Bradstreet 


(1845-1914) recently was 
offered at a Cowan auction 
in Cincinnati. Bradstreet 
was a leading interior 
designer, decorator and 
tastemaker in Minneapolis 
for many years before he 
died in a car crash in 1914. 
The table was in the Arts 
and Crafts style -- sort of. 
Bradstreet went to Japan 
many times, and his de- 


" Signs were influenced by 


Asian arts and bits of many 


. other styles: English Arts 


and Crafts, Moorish, Goth- 
ic, the Aesthetic Movement 
and the works of Whistler. 
The wooden center table 
sold in the auction was cov- 
ered with shallow carvings 
that followed the grain. 
The technique, called by 
the Japanese name jin-di- 
sugi, used cypress, a soft 
wood that, after a long 
time in water or mud, de- 
velops raised lines in the 
grain. The wood was then 


scorched, brushed, carved | 


and waxed, a process that 
was modernized and pat- 
ented by Bradstreet. Few 
pieces like this are known, 
and many of these are in 
museums. 

The auctioned table had 
side panels that flipped 
down to make small dis- 
play shelves on each side. 
We looked for more infor-

mation about this table and 
the maker, and found that 
it had sold in 2005 for an 
estimated price of $50,000 
to $75,000. This time, the 
table brought $24,000.

was not fiscally sound, urg- 
ing Walsh to consider ferry 
service instead. 

“To stake the future of 
the island to a new bridge 
just doesn’t make sense to 
me — both from a financial 
perspective and a neighbor- 
hood perspective,” Koch 
said. 

Long Island has long 


been a point of contention 
between the two neighbor- 
ing cities. The Long Island 
Bridge is only accessible 
through Squantum via Moon 
Island. Moon Island is locat- 
ed within the city of Quincy 
but is fully owned by Bos- 
ton, which uses it for a fire 
department training facility 
and a police firing range. 
Ayers introduced two 


other pieces of legislation 
relative to Long Island in 
January 2017. One would 
require public access to 
Long Island be restored if 
state funds were used to 
rebuild the bridge, and the 
other calls for the establish- 
ment of a special commis- 
sion to determine the future 
use of both Long Island and 
Moon Island.

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Four Liquor Licenses Not Renewed By Board

The Board of License 
Commissioners did not re- 
new the liquor licenses held 
by four establishments that 
closed in 2017 and had yet 
to find new homes. 

Among those whose li- 
censes were not renewed at 
the board’s Jan. 23 meeting 
was the Gypsy Kitchen, for- 
merly located at 1241 Han- 
cock St. Lisa Lamme, own- 
er of the now-closed store, 
told the board she planned 
to appeal the loss of the 
store’s retail beer and wine 
license to the Massachusetts 
Alcoholic Beverage Control 
Commission. 

Lamme, who owned 
Gypsy Kitchen for 17 years 
before closing it in May 
2017, told the board in De- 
cember she hoped to re-open 
elsewhere in the city. On Jan. 
23, however, Lamme said 
she had retained a broker to 
sell the license after she was

Hites said the electrical 
transformer vault, boiler 
room and the front of the 
auditorium are all under 
sea level.

““You can imagine the ex- 
plosion when the water hit,” 
he said. “Thankfully, it is a 
concrete. vault designed to 
take such an event.” 

According to Hines, six 
feet of water flooded the 
boiler room, submerging the 
entire heating and hot water 
equipment and related elec- 
tronics, pipes and pumps. 

The auditorium had two 


feet of water when the venti- - 


lation shafts backed up with 
seawater. 

“We actually had fish 
swimming in the audito- 
rium,” said Hines. : 

The city’s Department 
of Public Works used two 
large pumps to pump out the 
flooded rooms and Quincy’s 
Emergency Management 
Agency ‘((EMA) was sum- 
moned to provide emergen- 
cy power generators since 
the building had no electric- 
ity. 

A private professional 
contractor .was called that 
brought two mobile boilers 
- one that pumped heat into 
the school’s heating system 
and the second to fire up the. 
steamboiler. 

That evening, a restora- 
tion company steam cleaned 
the auditorium, vacuumed 
the sand and sanitized the 
room. 

Hines said there was a 
persistent odor from the 
front of the stage in the en- 
suing days that prompted 


the restoration company to 
return last week. The wood 
on the front of the stage was 
ripped out and discarded, 
dispelling the odor. 

“It now smells better 

than before the flood,” he 
said. “There is no residual 
damage.” 
_ In order to get some heat 
generated in the school, 
Hines said ovens and stoves 
were turned on. 


building got down to 34 or 
35 degrees,” he said.

An army of weary workers struggled into the weekend 
to dig Quincy out from what may be the worst snowfall 
of the 20" century; one that brought the city to a standstill 
for at least four days. 

The northeast storm backed by winds that gusted to more 
than 90 miles an hour dumped at least 26 inches of snow 
Feb. 6 and Feb. 7, the heaviest since the Boston weather 
bureau began keeping records in 1870. 

The headline of Page One of The,Quincy Sun that week 
appealed: Please, No More!!! 

High tides, urged on by the winds, rose at least five 
feet higher than usual, flooding sections of Houghs 
Neck and Squantum where several hundred people were 
evacuated. 

This was something that happens once in a hundred 
years,” said Quincy Police Captain Roy Cavicchi. “I’ve 
been on the force 25 years and I have never seen anything 
like it.” 

Quincy City Hospital received needed blood supplies as 
well as drugs and other necessary items by helicopter.

Ongoing severe winter 
weather has more than dou- 
bled the number of canceled 
American Red Cross blood 


drives. and. the resulting - 
blood and platelet donation 


shortfall. 

The Red Cross now con- 
siders the situation critical 
and is reissuing an urgent 
call for blood and platelet 
donors. 

More than 550 blood 
drives have been forced to 
cancel due to winter weath- 
er in January, causing over 


16,500 blood and platelet 
donations to go uncollected. 
In Massachusetts, 28 blood 
drives have been forced to 
cancel due to winter weather 


‘this month, causing 750 do- 


nations to go uncollected. 
In addition, bitter cold and 
widespread flu have contrib- 
uted to very low turnout at 
many blood drives.

Palmucci, Liang: Add Gender ID 
To Anti-Discrimination Ordinance

Two city councillors have 
introduced an amendment 
to Quincy’s anti-discrimi- 
nation ordinance that would 
prohibit discrimination on 
the basis of gender identity. 

Councillors Brian. Pal- 
mucci and Nina Liang intro- 
duced the measure Jan. 22. 
It was referred to the ordi- 
nance for consideration at a 
future meeting. The council 
had been asked to approve a 
the same amendment previ- 
ously, but it did not advance 
out of committee. 

The city currently prohib- 
its discrimination in matters 


of - housing, employment, 
education, contracts, pur- 
chasing or public accommo- 
dations on the basis of age, 
ancestry, citizenship, gender, 
race, and sexual orientation, 
among others. Palmucci and 


Liang’s amendment would © 


add gender identity to that 
list. 


“Tt does talk about unlaw-— 


ful discrimination against 
age, citizenship status, col- 
or, disability, race, religion 
and currently excludes gen- 
der identity,” Liang said of 
the ordinance as currently 
written.

A 2012 state law pro- 
hibits discrimination in em- 
ployment, housing, lending, 
credit and mortgage servic- 
es based on an individual’s 
gender identity.

Sepsis is a potentially 
life-threatening —§ medical 
condition that’s associated 
with an infection and sub- 
sequent organ dysfunction 
due to a dysregulated host 
response to the infection. 
Blood poisoning is a non- 
medical term. that usually 
refers to the medical condi- 
tion known as sepsis. The 
criteria for sepsis are based 
on three symptoms: 

e Altered mental status 

¢ Fast respiratory rate (>

* Low blood pressure (<

patient’s infection source.

Severe sepsis is diagnosed 
when the septic patient ex- 
periences organ dysfunc- 
tion (low or no urine flow, 
altered mental status). Se- 
vere sepsis can also include 
sepsis-induced hypotension 
(septic shock) when the pa- 
tient’s blood pressure falls 
to dangerous levels.

Sepsis, patients require | hos- 


piace. treatment with 
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appropriate intravenous an- 
tibiotics, and therapy to sup- 
port any organ dysfunction. 
Sepsis can rapidly cause 
organ damage and death. 
Therapy should not be de- 
layed, as statistics suggest 
as high as a 7% mortality 
increase per hour if antibi- 
Otics are delayed in severe 
sepsis. Most cases of sepsis 
are treated in an intensive 
care unit (ICU) of the hospi- 
tal by critical care medicine 
specialists, infectious dis- 
ease specialists, and others 
as needed. 

As well as antibiotics, 
two other major therapeutic 
interventions, organ-system 
support and surgery, may 
be necessitated. Initially, if 
an Organ system needs sup- 
port, the intensive care unit 
can often provide intubation 
to support lung function or 
dialysis to support kidney 
function, or a central venous 
catheter and fluid replace- 
ment with intravenous flu- 
ids and/or antihypotensive 
medication to raise blood 
pressure. Secondly, surgery 


may be essential to drain or 
remove the source of infec- 
tion. Occasionally, amputa- 
tion of extremities has been 
performed to save some pa- 
tients’ lives. 

There are a multitude of 
complications that may oc- 
cur with sepsis. The com- 
plications are related to the 
type of initial infection with 
sepsis, and the severity of 
sepsis. Accordingly, each 
patient is likely to have the 
potential for complications 
related to the source of 
sepsis; generally, the com- 
plications are due to organ 
dysfunction, damage, or 
loss. Death is usually due 
to multi-organ dysfunction 
(liver, kidney, or lung fail- 
ure).

Patients with se- 
vere sepsis or septic shock 
have a death rate of about 
40%-60%, with the elderly 
having the highest mortality 
rates. Newborns and pediat- 
ric patients with sepsis have 
about a 9%-36% mortality 
rate.

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Ask Rusty: One Word 
To Get Extra Benefits.

Dear Rusty: I keep receiving emails from different 


investor groups about “The one word that will get you an 
extra $570 per month in social security”, which I could 
use. Of course they want you to buy all sorts of monthly 
newsletters in order to get their answer. Is there truly a 
way to get an extra $570 per month and if so how do I go 
about getting it, or what is “the word”? Signed: Curi- 


ous 


Dear Curious: I’m sure you’ve heard the old adage 
“If it sounds too good to be true - it is.” I have seen the 
solicitation you’re speaking of, and I’ve seen many other 
similar “come-ons” which are always meant to lure you 
into buying something in return for revealing a secret 


‘way to get more from Social Security. 


The reality is this: There isn’t any magical “one word” 
that will give you an extra benefit, unless that word is 
“delay,” meaning if you can delay applying for Social 
Security your benefit amount will be larger. And that’s 
because your benefit amount increases with each month 
you delay.up until you reach age 70 when it will reach 


its maximum. Simply put, the more you delay the larger . 


your benefit will be, and that’s certainly no secret. 
You’ll often see another tempting and mysterious 
phrase referred to as “FAASF” - an acronym for “file 
as a spouse first” - which refers to an option called the 
Restricted Application for Spousal Benefits Only. This 
option, which allows a person to file only for spousal 
benefits while allowing their own retirement benefit to 
grow, was eliminated by The Bipartisan Budget Act of 
2015 for anyone born later than 1953. Those born in 
1954 or after are automatically “deemed” to be filing for 
both their own retirement benefit and any spousal benefit 
they may be entitled to and cannot apply to collect only 
spousal benefits. But the ads promising to reveal a spe- 
cial “FAASF” option to you are trying to lure a smaller 
segment of people who may qualify as well as a majority 
who don’t to buy their product in return for revealing this 
“secret” option (which, of course, is no secret at all). 
Social Security is a complex program with over 2,700 
rules and regulations, and there really isn’t any simple 
“one word” anyone can use to beat the system. My sug- 
gestion is to heed that old adage, and if you have any 
questions about whether or not you’re getting all of the 
Social Security benefits you’re entitled to, contact an in- 
dependent Social Security advisory service (such as ours 
at The AMAC Foundation) which isn’t out to sell you 
anything. Our only goal is to be an independent free ser- 


vice to.AMAC members and other senior citizens, with’ 


no strings attached.

On Used Cars

Ward 4 Councillor Brian 
Palmucci has introduced a 


new ordinance that would 


place limits on the number 
of vehicles used-car dealers 
could have on their lots. 

At the Jan. 22 meeting of 
the City Council, Palmucci 
said some of the dealerships 
in his ward have come to re- 
semble junkyards becailse of 
they have so many vehicles 
on site. 

“In West Quincy, South 
Quincy, you drive by some 
of these and they’re essen- 
tially junkyards with rusted 
out heaps that have been 
there for 20 years. If this 
were to pass, they would 
have to be accountable for 
a certain limited number of 
spaces that they could ac- 
commodate at that facility,” 
Palmucci said. . 

“I believe, as the author, 
that this would encourage 
them to clean up a little bit, 
get rid of the old junkers, so 
that the new cars Coming | in 
to be repaired have space.” 

The ordinance was re- 
ferred to the council’s ordi- 
nance and oversight com- 


mittees: for ‘consideration at. : include a limit on the on 
icles 


the chairman of the over- 
sight committee. 
Palmucci had introduced 


a similar ordinance last year, 


but he tabled the item in De- 
cember to seek input from 
those who would be affected 
by the measure. 


The proposed ordinance — 


would require all present 
holders of motor II licenses 
to appear before the city’s 
Board of License Commis- 
sioners to determine how 
many cars they would be al- 
lowed to have on site. 

The ordinance does not 
include a formula to deter- 
mine how many cars could 
be located on each lot; that 
would be determined by the 
council or licensing board at 
a later date. The ordinance 
would require a minimum 
of three spaces be set aside 
for customers or employees, 
with one additional custom- 
er/employee spot needed for 
each 20 spaces permitted for 
storage or display. 

The licensing board in re- 
cent years has assigned a set 
number of vehicles when is- 
suing new motor II licenses, 
but older licenses might not

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Developers Could Be Asked 
To Fund Traffic, Parking Fixes 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

A home rule petition pro- 
posed by two city council- 
lors would give Quincy the 
ability to make developers 
pay into a new fund for traf- 
fic and parking rehabilita- 
tion and improvements. 

Councillors Brian Pal- 
-mucci and Nina Liang intro- 
duced the measure Jan. 22. 
It was referred to the ordi- 
nance committee for review 
in the future. A similar mea- 
sure was introduced last fall 
and died in committee when 
the council’s term ended in 
December. 

The home rule petition 
introduced Jan. 22 would 
grant the city permission to 
establish a traffic and park- 
ing rehabilitation and im- 
provement fund. Separate 
legislation at the local level 
would then be required to 
create the fund.. 

The city would be al- 
lowed to require developers 
— residential, commercial 
and industrial — to con- 


‘ tribute up to 1 percent of 


building costs into the new 
fund. New one-, two- and 
three-family homes would 
be exempt from the require- 
ment provided the owner of 
the home planned to reside 
on site for at least one year 
after construction. 

* Money in the fund could 
be used on a number of 
items, according to the text 
of the home rule petition, 
including traffic studies, 
road safety audits, signal- 
ized intersection inventory, 
equipment repairs, analysis 
and improvements to traffic 
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and parking infrastructure in 
the city, and “all things nec- 
essary to correct, remedy, 
repair, and improve traffic 
flow, pedestrian safety and 
bicycle safety” citywide. 

Palmucci said the fund 
would allow the city to pay 
for needed improvements 
without impacting taxpay- 
ers. 

“Instead of the taxpayer 
getting hit in the short term 
or taking out a bond to pay 
for it over the long term, 


what we would do is build 
up a traffic and parking re- 
habilitation and improve- 
ment fund, which would be 
a resource that wouldn’t be 
taxpayer funds, that the city 
could tap into when we need 
to make traffic improve- 
ments,” he said. 

“This is about funding on 
traffic improvements — not 
relying on the taxpayer, and 
having the folks who are 
benefiting the most from the 


development in the city, they 


pay for the traffic improve- 
ments,” Palmucci added. 

As a home rule petition, 
the measure introduced by 
Palmucci and Liang requires 
approval from the council, 
Mayor Thomas Koch, the 
state Legislature and Gov. 
Charlie Baker before it can 
be enacted. 

Chris Walker, a spokes- 
man for the mayor, said the 
administration “look{s] for- 

ward to the legislative pro- 
cess at the council.”

said, reducing travel time 
for motorists. 

“Studies of implementa- 
tion of smart traffic technol- 
ogy in other large northeast 
cities show this technol- 
ogy can lead to 26 percent 
reductions in travel time 
measured over the course 
of a day, reducing idling by 
41 percent, and the number 
of stops by 31 percent, and 
emissions drop. by 20 per- 
cent,” Koch said. 

“The plan we are put- 
ting into place this spring 
and summer will position 
Quincy as a statewide leader 
in smart traffic implementa- 
tion.” 

Additionally, the mayor 
said the final design for 
long-awaited improvements 
along Sea Street is nearly 
complete. 

“At the same time, final 
design and engineering will 
take place on a major, state- 
funded overhaul of Sea 
Street and Quincy Shore 
Drive,” Koch said. “It’s one 
of the most difficult traf- 
fic situations in our City. 
It’s truly a choke point that 
needs work.” 

The mayor said bicyclists 
would also be accommo- 
dated by new infrastructure 
improvements, and  an- 
nounced the city will launch 

a bicycle-sharing program 
on a pilot basis in the com- 
ing months. 
“Our work cannot and 
will not be just about ac- 
commodating cars,” Koch 
said. “That’s why, as part of 
our plan, this spring we’ll 
pilot the city’s first-ever bi- 
cycle-sharing program and 
add additional bicycle lanes 
in targeted areas around the 
City.” 
This spring, Koch said he 


also plans to introduce a plan 
to make improvements to 
roads across the city, which 
will also take into account 
subsurface infrastructure. 

“The other major area 
of focus will be a new ap- 
proach to our road-resurfac- 
ing program. This spring, 
I'll submit to the City 
Council a comprehensive 
road improvement plan and 
a financing request built 
around a new model, which 
will take into consideration 
the condition of every road, 
water line, drain line, sewer 
pipe, utilities and every oth- 
er piece of infrastructure on 
our streets,” Koch said. 

“We will also be using 
new standards on the quality 
of materials and engineering 
specifications, moving _be- 
yond what is the minimum 
mandated under state guide- 
lines.” 

As part of his address, 
Koch said he wants the city’s 
delegation on Beacon Hill 
to file a bill to name a new 
bridge — which will connect 
the Parkingway to Burgin 
Parkway — “The Generals 
Bridge.” 

The bridge, and nearby 
roads in Quincy Center, 
would be named after four 
generals with Quincy roots: 
Ronald Rand, a retired Air 
Force brigadier general who 
is now the president and 
CEO of the Congressional 
Medal of Honor Founda- 

tion; Gordon Sullivan, a 
retired Army general who 
served as the chief of staff of 
the Army; Army Gen. James 
McConville, currently the 
Army’s vice chief of staff; 
and Marine Corps Gen. Jo- 
seph Dunford Jr., currently 
the chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff.

The fathers of McCon- 
ville and Dunford — Joseph 
McConville and Joseph 
Dunford Sr., both Korean

In addition to the tributes 
to the four generals, Koch. 
announced plans to build in 
Quincy Center a new monu- 
ment to those serving in the 
ongoing War on Terror.

cal estimates to the cost of 
establishing a ferry service 
instead.” 

Ayers said that he has 
collected data from the Mas- 
sachusetts Department of 
Transportation that indicates 
460 bridges in Massachu- 
setts are deemed structurally 
deficient, a slight increase 
from two years ago. He 
believes the proposed bud- 
get to rebuild Long Island 
Bridge would be better spent 
on those other projects. 

“Long Island Bridge 
only experienced an average 
of 700 cars per day, while 
some of the other bridges 
in need of repair easily ex- 
perience over 120,000 cars 
per day, and are located in 
areas where they are critical 
to commerce and economic 
growth,” Ayers said. “De- 
voting that significant fund- 
ing towards rebuilding Long 
Island Bridge just doesn’t 
make fiscal sense.” 

Harris echoed Ayers’ sen-

wards the bridge would be 
better spent addressing the 
opiate crisis directly. 

“Rather 
these millions of dollars to- 
wards a bridge, they could 
instead be a strong invest- 
ment directly in prevention 
and treatment,” he said in a 
statement. “This would not 
only have a greater impact, 
but would avoid the stig- 
matizing message of once 
again isolating substance 
use patients and the home- 
less on an island, a stigma 
we have worked very hard 
to reduce.” 

Ayers, in a phone inter-

Reverend 
Clergy, Lt. Governor Polito and our Constitutional offi- 
cers, Congressman Lynch, Mayors Hannon, Sheets and 
Phelan, Council President Croall and the City Council, 
School Committee members, our state delegation, our 
county officials, my wife, Christine, and family, citizens 

~ of Quincy, friends all: 

I would like to take a moment to thank my family. 

Thank you, Firefighter Andrew Smith for leading us 
this evening in the Pledge of Allegiance. Firefighter 
Smith is a Sergeant First Class in the United States Army, 
serving a total of 19 years — 8 in active duty and 11 so far 
in the Army Reserves. He has served 3 tours of duty in 
some of the most dangerous parts of the world — includ- 
ing Iraq — performing some of the most dangerous work 
as a technician in the Army’s 387th Explosive Ordnance 
Division. 

Today, there are more than 100 veterans who served 
their country over the last decade and returned home to 
serve their City as firefighters, police officers, laborers, 
teachers, and more. That’s more than a quarter of all new 
hires in that time. Few things make me prouder as Mayor 
than Quincy’s long tradition of its young people serv- 
ing our nation coupled with our community’s commit- 
ment to those sons and daughters when they come home. 
Thank you, Firefighter Smith, and all of those who have 
served and continue to serve keeping the peace around 
the world. 

I also want to offer the gratitude of our City to three of 
our local elected officials who have left public life after 
“many years of passionate service to our community. 

JOE FINN: 16 years on the City Council, Joe and I 
did not always agree, but I have great respect for him. As 
the dean of the Council, he was the voice of experience 

and always its conscience. No one cares more deeply for 
those members of our Human Famiiy who are struggling 
than Joe. Thank you for your service. 

MARGARET LAFOREST: 8 years on the City Coun- 
cil. I remember the days when I worked for Jim Sheets 
and that student Margaret Laforest from Broadmeadows 
Middle School began the effort to bring the Quincy built 
USS Lexington home to Quincy. She has never lost her 
passion for this great City and was one of the hardest 
working Councillors that I have known.

Tonight, I’ll talk to you about the state of our City, 
but before we move forward, it’s important to note that 
everything we discuss tonight, everything this City has 
accomplished and everything we will accomplish only 
happens when we work together. 

Governor Baker and Lt. Governor Polito, together 
building unprecedented partnerships with Quincy, pro- 
viding millions of dollars in critical infrastructure invest-

Our School Committee. Congratulations to Vice

work together with Dr. DeCristofaro and his team to 
make the Quincy Public Schools among the very finest 
school district anywhere in Massachusetts. 

Thank you all for all you do on behalf of the City of 
the Quincy and its citizens. 

Tonight, I’d like to spend a few minutes on each of 
the following. 1. The City’s finances and Economic De- 
velopment. 2. Our infrastructure. 3. Our history and the 
400th the anniversary of our settlement in 2025. 4. The 
addiction crisis. And I’ll wrap up with a request to our 
Legislators to honor a group of modern-day patriots from 
our community. 

The state of our City’s economy is strong, and in the 
words of Standard and Poor’s in affirming our highest- 
ever credit rating, it’s “very strong” with “strong bud- 
getary performance, and strong management.” In order 
for us to do anything with our infrastructure, increase 
programs in our schools, and maintain public safety, our 
budget needs to be balanced and revenues healthy. From 
time to time, people will ask me “well, with all this build- 
ing going on, why aren’t my taxes going down.” That’s 
a good question, and let me try to answer it. 

This year, our residential property tax rate will rank 
254th out of 351 cities and towns in Massachusetts. 
Our annual tax bill increases are 7 percent lower than 
the statewide average over the last 10 years; we are $22 
million dollars under Proposition 2.5 limits — more than 
almost any other community, and this year’s increase on 
the average homeowner’s bill is less than half of the state 
average. 

We’re holding the line compared to other cities and 
towns, but at the same time we’re also making an extraor- 
dinary commitment to our public assets. That’s where our 
tax money is going. We’re building our third new school; 
we are repairing our fire houses and preserving our his- 
toric buildings; we are restoring our parks and building 
new ones; we’re implementing flood control projects; 
we’re building new pump stations; we’re repairing tide 
gates; we’re rebuilding seawalls; we’re replacing miles 
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cd 16k oF me sewer and drain lines; and we're 


rebuilding our roads and sidewalks. 
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have to pass Proposition 2.5 overrides to do just one of 


the projects I mentioned. Not us. Because we leverage 
so many of our projects with state and federal funding. In 
fact, of hundreds of millions of dollars in public invest- 
ment in Quincy since 2008, less than 1/3 i is financed by 
homeowners. 

We always continue to look for efficiencies, and I’ll 
give you one example tonight. As we all know, health in- 
surance is expensive. Last year, working with our City’s 
employees through their union leadership we made a de- 
cision to change our health insurance benefits and leave 
the state’s GIC. We’ll be enrolling with Quincy-based 
Blue Cross and Blue Shield beginning July 1.These were 
our teachers, firefighters, police officers, laborers, techni- 


cians and office workers sitting at the table and working — 


collaboratively toward an outcome that not only stabi- 
lizes health insurance for our employees and their fami- 
lies, but will provide savings for our taxpayers.’ We have 
outstanding employees in the City, and I am grateful for 
their efforts on this issue and for their service every day 
on behalf of our citizens. 

In just the last several years, private investment has 
soared, including nearly 4,000 much-needed housing 
units either built or fully permitted. That’s thousands 
of construction jobs, more than 1,000 permanent jobs, 
a $360 million increase to our local economy since ‘the 
end of the Great Recession and $20 million in new tax 
growth. 

We have one of the lowest single-family tax increases 
in Massachusetts this year because of that growth, while 
at the same time making generational investments’ in 
our infrastructure: I hope that helps answer the question 
about our taxes. 

Growth is not all about the ecotiomic benefit: Our ‘City 
and our region must continue to develop housing in ap- 
propriate areas if we are to sustain Ourselves as a ‘thriv- 
ing, and most importantly, affordable place to live’ The 
only definitive way to ifcrease affordability is‘ ‘through 
increasing supply — and Quincy will continue to do its 
part.

_ While we pursue the kind of growth to sustain our fu- 
ture, we must continue the public investments that an- 
chor private investment. While discussing our finances 
a little earlier, I mentioned some of our ongoing projects 
within the Capital Improvement Plan, which will include 
major new protections for this beautiful historic building. 
Tonight, I’d like to focus on a couple of other specific 
areas of our infrastructure. 

With the Council’s support, engineering firms are now 
working to implement our transportation master plan. 
The first phase will include state-of-the-art traffic man- 
agement systems installed at more than a dozen of our 
busiest intersections and the reconstruction of additional 
intersections. Through sophisticated algorithms, soft- 
ware and detection equipment, traffic signals will adapt 
to conditions in real-time. The system is being developed 
by engineers from the robotics program at Carnegie Mel- 
lon University and has been used in successful pilot pro- 
grams in both Pittsburgh and Atlanta. 

Studies of smart traffic technology implemented in 
other large northeast cities show this technology can lead 
to 26 percent reductions in travel time measured over 
the course of a whole day, reduce idling by 41 percent, 
the number of stops by 31 percent and emissions by 20 
The plan we are putting into place this spring 
and summer will position Quincy as a statewide leader in 
smart traffic implementation. 

Importantly, the program is designed to optimize flow 
for ALL users, including pedestrians and cyclists. 

At the same time, final design and engineering will 
take place on a major, state-funded overhaul of the Sea 


Street and Quincy Shore Drive intersection, one of our 


City’s. most difficult traffic choke points. 

Out week Cannot and will not be just about sccom- 
modating cars. That’s why as part of our plan, this spring 
we’ll pilot the City’s first-ever bicycle-sharing program 
and add additional bicycle lanes in targeted areas around 
the City. 

“The other major area of focus will be a new 
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to the City Council a comprehensive road improvement 
plan and financing request built around a new model 
which will take into consideration the condition of ev- 
ery road, water line, sewer pipe, utilities and every other 
piece of infrastructure on our streets. We will also be 
using néw standards on the quality of materials and engi- 
neering specifications, moving beyond what is the mini- 
mum mandated under state guidelines. 

While we face many challenges as a community, per- 
haps the most challenging issue of our time the addiction 
crisis. Who in this room has not been touched by this 
issue? 

Though much work remains, we are making progress, 
and emphasis WE. There’s no better example of govern- 
ment working together at all levels than in this fight for 
our families. Governor Baker, Attorney General Healy, 
Senator Keenan and our State delegation, Justice Coven 
and the courts, Sherriff Bellotti and D.A. Morrissey, our 
social service agencies — all of them working so hard to 
find a way out of this crisis. 

In one of the most famous Inaugural Athena, Presi- 
dent John Kennedy said, “May God’s work truly be our 
own.” I cannot think of a better application of that quote 
to describe the work of our first responders — Fire, Po- 
lice and EMTS from Brewster Ambulance, and all those 
working in the trenches every day saving lives. 

Our schools provide amazing resources, including this 
year a new curriculum on the science of addiction; a new 
after-school open-gym program sponsored by Fox Rock, 
and the work of our partners serving on our Drug Task 
Force and organizations like Manet Community Health, 


the Gavin Foundation and so many others. I want to ex- - 


press my appreciation to John McGahan of the Gavin 
Foundation for stepping up when with the Phoenix House 
treatment facility in Wollaston was in jeopardy last year. 
‘And I’m proud to announce the Gavin will be sole op- 


-erator of the facility thanks in part to a $1 million com- 


mitment from the City’s Community Development Block 
Grant program. These are treatment beds that will serve 
our families and neighbors who need them most, and we 


all know the vital importance of having them available at 


that critical moment. : 

I also. want to. publicly thank Mr. Peter Thompson, 
who has contributed tens of thousands of dollars to our 
schools for needed prevention programs. Peter lost a 
child to addiction, and we are incredibly grateful for his 
efforts so that some day in the not-too-distant future no 
parent will have go through the same unimaginable pain. 
Thank you, Peter. 

While we focus our energies on treatment and preven- 
tion, we cannot ignore the importance of enforcement. 
Our Quincy Police drug unit working with other munici- 
palities, the State Police and DEA’ are out there fighting 
on getting those dangerous drugs off the street and hold- 
ing the criminals accountable. This year, we’ll continue 
our efforts to hold pharmaceutical companies account- 


. able for their role in this epidemic by filing a formal civil . 


action in the coming months. 

Nothing I’ve talked about tonight is a one-way con- 
versation. Whether it’s traffic, development, education 
or infrastructure, our community must be involved in a 
constant conversation about its future. 

That’s why last year we launched our Quincy400 ini- 
tiative, a community visioning exercise aimed around.a 
simple question — where do we — as a community — want 
to. be in 2025, when our City celebrates the 400th an- 
niversary of its settlement. Last year, we held workshop 


meetings in every neighborhood and conducted an on- 


line survey on virtually every aspect of civic life. The 
response was robust, but we’ve got a lot more work to 
do. We’ll be conducting more meetings this year, this 
time with a focus on specific subjects — education, neigh- 
borhoods, history and culture, transportation, economic 
growth and health and wellness. 

I’m proud to announce, thanks to the work of our 
team and Chamber of Commerce President Tim Cahill, 


we will act on one of the ideas raised during the origi- 


nal Quincy400 workshops: creating international sister- 
city partnerships. leeks Fetuany: the City will sign a 
formal economic development agreement with County 
Cork, Ireland; with the hope of many more to follow. 
In addition, just this past week, I had the distinct 


pleasure of meeting with The Massachusett Nation and 
Ponkapoag Band Tribal Council, members of the tribe 
that lived and worked on these lands. As part of the 
Quincy400 effort, we will be telling our City’s entire his- 
tory, and I looking forward to us sharing the story of the 
Massachusett Nation-Ponkapoag Band and the role — 
played in our heritage. 
We have been a City that fia responded to our Na- 
tion’s call generation after generation. You need look 
no further than our cemeteries, the memorials spread 
throughout the City, the memorial squares in so biccaie of 
our neighborhoods. 
The State will soon oversee the construction of a new 
bridge to connect Burgin Parkway to the Parkingway and 
the heart of our downtown. 
This is the area that will be home to the 1 million 
square feet of commercial development I discussed ear- 
lier, and I will be asking our legislators to file a bill to 
name the new bridge “The Generals Bridge” to honor 
four modern day patriots from Quincy.

from its Cold War posture in the early 1990s

¢ US Marine General and Chairman of the Joints Chief 
of Staff Joseph Dunford, also from Merrymount, who to- 
day is our nation’s highest-ranking uniformed officer. 

It is truly remarkable for one City like Quincy to claim 
as their-own four men of such distinguished service — 13 
stars among them. In addition to the bridge, I will be 
i to the City Council a plan to name the newly 
configured downtown streets in their honor.

The City Council ap- 
proved a resolution ask- 
ing Mayor Thomas Koch 
to craft an ordinance that 
would create a tax exemp- 


tion for those who own and. 


occupy their homes. 

Ward 4 Councillor Brian 
Palmucci introduced the 
resolution seeking the cre- 
ation of a residential tax ex- 
emption on Jan. 23, and the 
council approved the item in 
a 9-0 vote. Palmucci had in- 
troduced a similar resolution 
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last spring; it was sent to 
committee at that time and 
was not acted upon before 
the council’s term ended in 
December. 

The resolution asks 
Koch’s administration to 
work with the council to cre- 
ate an ordinance establish- 
ing an ordinance, the goal 
of which “shall be for tax- 
payers who own and occupy 
their home to save on their 
tax bill by having a portion 
of their tax bill exempted 
from taxation.” The reso- 


lution asks that ordinauce 
to that effect be introduced 
within the next 90 days. 
Palmucci said he wants 
to help ensure current hom- 
eowners are not priced out 
of their homes as property 
values continue to increase. 
“If you own your home in 
Quincy and you live in your 
home in Quincy, this would 
Save you on your taxes,” he 
said. “This is an effort to 
make sure that folks — Quin- 
cy residents — aren’t priced

On Thursday, Jan. 18, at approximately 10:40 a.m., Of- 
ficer Michael Brandolini, who works on foot in Quincy 
Square as part of the Anti-Crime Unit, was in the area of 
the Stop.and Shop. Office Building‘on | Hancock Street. As. 
he was‘heading towards the tear ‘walkway that runs paral- 
lel to.the train tracks. and leads to City Hall, his attention: 
was drawn to a male who was loitering behind City Hall. 

During the past few months there have been a number 
of incidents involving drugs inside the Hancock Cemetery. 
Since November 2017, there has been a total of five drug 
related arrest at that location. Officer Brandolini received 
information from numerous City Hall.employees that peo- 
ple were acting suspiciously by digging in the snow and 
leaves at the cemetery. 

~ On Jan. 11th, Quincy Police Communications received 
a call from City Hall in regard to a female digging in the 
snow in the cemetery adjacent to City Hall. On that date, 
Officer Brandolini responded to the area but the female 
was gone. Through training and experience, the officer 
was aware that drug transactions are made by the dealer 
utilizing a “stash location.” The dealer will meet up with 
the buyer and receive payment and then tell the dealer 
where the drugs are located. This minimizes the risk of 
being observed by law enforcement conducting a “hand to 
hand” drug deal. 

The officer watched the male who was now on his cell 
phone milling around the area and appeared to be look- 
ing for something. As the officer closed in, the male spot- 
ted him and became visibly nervous. His actions changed 
and he began to walk around the cemetery as if looking at 
headstones. Officer Brandolini pretended to not to see the 
male and then walked into City Hall and re-established 
’ surveillance from inside the building. 

Using his binoculars, the officer observed the male, 
back on the cell phone, walk to the end of a stone wall, 
kneel down and dig in the leaves and snow. The male then 
started to walk out of the cemetery, so Officer Brando- 
lini contacted Communications and requested a cruiser to

A firefighter can walk with 
it to the victim if the ice al- 
lows, or row it to the victim 
in open or slushy water. 

The rescuer is always 
tethered to the shore, ex- 
plains Quincy Fire Lt. James 
Bailey. After reaching, and 
securing the victim onto the 
device, both are hauled in by 
members manning the rope 
system that was attached to 
the rescuer, and sled. 

The Quincy Fire Depart- 
ment has two sleds, and rope

students being able to move 
their bodies and feet while 
they are learning, give them 
more lengthy attention spans 
in the classroom,” she said. 
“We are hoping the kids who 
need to get up and move a 
little more will benefit with 
the alternative seats.” 
According to Bright Hub 


Education, alternative seat-. 


ing has been found ben- 
eficial to students diagnosed 
with such learning dis- 
abilities as Attention Deficit 
Disorder, hyperactivity and 
autism. Students with these 
disabilities struggle to focus 
and learn and may fidget 
and feel a need to move. 
This leads to slouching and 
even sliding off chairs while 
sitting at a traditional, sta- 
tionary school desk. 

Alternative seats give 
students an outlet to move 
a bit and to reposition. This 
has proven to reduce rest- 
lessness and improve stu- 
dent participation and en- 
gagement. 

Additionally, alternative 
seating has been shown to 
improve. posture and core 
strength, balance and co- 
ordination. Students are 
less likely to be disruptive. 
Many schools throughout 
the country are turning to 
alternative seating.

Is there any handy way to think about 
these things; simple time passage versus usage or is it 
more complicated than that? 

The hybrid/traction battery in your Priuses has a war- 
ranty of 10 years or 150,000 miles (whichever comes first). 
Looking at just battery life expectancy the older car at some

take its toll. Without knowing anymore about the drivers of 
each car, the 2007 Prius has the most wear.

Some 
would think driving a 42-year old, 26 horsepower French 
car is crazy (personally I like the 2CV). 

I’m interested in two cars: the VW GTI and the Sub- 
aru WRX.

A. LICENSING - FEES 

No person, company, corporation or other entity shall offer for sale more than four (4) 
second hand motor vehicles in a calendar year without obtaining a used car dealer’s/ motor 
Il license from the License Board. 

Application for a used car dealer’s license/motor II shall be made on a form approved by 
the License Board and shall be accompanied by a $100 non-refundable application fee. 

Licenses shall expire annually on December 31. Except as provided in Section E of this 
ordinance, issuance of a license during the previous licensing period shall not create a pre- 
sumption in favor of the applicant. 

Notice of denial of an application for a used car dealer’s license shall be accompanied by 
a statement setting forth specific reasons for the denial. 

Licenses may be issued upon such terms and conditions and with such restrictions as the 
License Board deems expedient and in the best interests of the health, safety and welfare 
of the residents of Quincy.

For 
purposes of this section, a corporation shall be considered the same entity only so long as a 
majority of its officers, directors and/or shareholders remain the same; 

Persons applying for renewal of licenses under this section shall be subject to all the 
provisions of Section C and D above, and shall provide 10’X20’ lined and spaces for stor- 
age/display of cars and employee/customer parking in a quantity determined by the size of 
the lot. 

No applicant licensed under this section shall seek an increase in the number of cars 
licensed for display and/or storage as of July 31, 2018. Nothing in this section shall prohibit 
any dealer licensed under this section from applying for a license under Sections A.and Bo? 
this ordinance.

safety throughout the City. Such special account shall be maintained by the City Treasurer 
of said City in a banking institution doing business in the Commonwealth, and expenditures 
from such special account shall be made subject to appropriation initiated by the Mayor upon 
the recommendation of the Commissioner of Traffic, Parking, and Lighting of said City and 
approved by a majority vote of the City Council. .

Kakiemon Plate ---An 
auction catalog offered a 
“rare Kakiemon enameled 
porcelain plate” from the 
18th century, but there was 
no further explanation of 
the age, history or design. 
What is the meaning of 
Kakiemon? 

Sakaida Kakiemon (1596- 
1666) was a potter who 
worked in Japan in the 
early 17th century. He and 
his family painted porce- 
lain made in the town of 
Arita. Kakiemon. wares 
were painted over the glaze 
using blue, red, green, yel- 
low and black, and some- 
times with gilding. The 
best work was done from 
1680 to 1720. The ceramic 
was milky white with a 
smooth surface. Designs 
were asymmetrical ‘and 
sparse, so there was a lot 
of white space as part of 
the design. Most patterns 
were based on flower ar- 
rangements, crooked tree 
branches, flowers like peo- 
nies or chrysanthemums, 
or flowering fruit trees. 
One famous pattern in- 
cluded quail. 

The Kakiemon style was 
so popular, it was copied 
by many English and Ger- 
man factories, and 19th- 
century copies are very 
similar to.early designs. A 
collector today may iden- 
tify a plate as Kakiemon if 
it is in the style of the early 
pieces. But the description 
used by a museum also 
includes the name of the 
European maker. Meissen 
(German), Chantilly and 
Mennecy (French), and 
Chelsea, Bow and Worces- 
ter (English) all made early 
collectible copies. Collec- 
tors pay high prices for the 
18th- and early 19th-centu- 
ry pieces.

Fewer than 
600 of the original Stradi- 
varius violins still are in 
existence, and they sell 
for several million dollars 
each. Thousands of copies 
have been made and don’t 
sell for high prices.

A switch failure caused 
an underground electrical 
fire that prompted the evac- 
uation of Hancock Street 
businesses on a recent after- 
noon. 

The switch failure in the 
electrical vault, located near 
the corner of Hancock Street 
and Hannon Parkway, was 
reported at 3:40 p.m. on the 
afternoon of Jan. 23, accord- 
ing to Christine Milligan, a 
spokeswoman for National 
Grid. The Quincy Fire and 
Police Departments both re- 
sponded to area for reports 
of an underground explo- 
sion at that time. 


First responders evacu- . 


ated businesses _ along 
Hancock Street, down to 
roughly Cottage Avenue, as 
a precaution, Fire Chief Jo- 
seph Barron said; no injuries 
were reported. The stretch 
of Hancock Street between 
Granite Street and Hannon 
Parkway was also closed to 
vehicular traffic - 


A Quincy Fire Depart- 
ment engine and ladder re- 
sponded to the scene, as did 
a Boston Fire Department 
ladder. Barron asked for 
assistance from the Boston 
Fire Department because it 
carries Firelce, a fire-retar- 
dant gel. 

“You wouldn’t use a 
charged fire hose on an 
electrical fire,” Barron said. 
“There are types of foams 
we can use but the pit had 
four feet of water in it.” 

Firefighters were able 
to extinguish the fire by 
5 p.m. and contained it to 
the single electrical vault. 
Hancock Street remained 
closed to traffic for several 
more hours as National Grid 
worked to restore power the 
area. 

Milligan said 77 custom- 
ers lost power as a result of 
the switch failure.

‘Bridget The Brave’ 


f you’ re not familiar with Bridget Kelley and ner 
inspirational story, prepare to be moved. 
What the pretty 8-year-old has endured the last few 


years not only embodies her bravery but illustrates how’ 


a family facing adversity can inspire — and educate — 
all of us. In many ways, she’s a profile in courage. 

Bridget is a third grader at the Merrymount School. 
Her parents are Dan and Megan Kelley. She has two 
sisters — Fiona, age 6 and Shannon, age 3. 

Bridget was diagnosed with leukemia in September 
of 2016. It’s been a long road but today her cancer is 
in remission. Her parents are optimistic Bridget will 
continue to make progress. 

The difference between then and now is like night 
and day. 

On Sept. 27, 2016, Bridget, then age 7, underwent 
a routine MRI at Boston Children’s Hospital. She was 
scheduled to undergo a tonsillectomy. After the scan 


doctors saw something irregular and ordered a blood 


test. Bridget was admitted overnight. 

“The next day the tests came back and they told us 
she had leukemia and she would be on a protocol that 
would keep her at the hospital for roughly five weeks 
and then at that point was expected to be in remission,” 
Dan says. 

The Kelley family figured Bridget would be healthy 
enough to return to school in January of 2017. 

But that’s not what happened. 

“Tn Bridget’s case she did not achieve remission af- 
ter the first phase of initial treatment. There was still 
some leukemia showing in her blood work when that 
first phase was complete,” her mom explained. “So 


they had to go through re-induction, with different and Me 


stronger chemotherapy treatment. - 

“That re-induction phase did work and she was de- 
clared to be in remission in December, 2016. But be- 
cause she did not get in to remission during the original 
induction phase, they knew that her treatment courses 
would ultimately be a stem cell transplant. They just 
had to get her in to remission first in order to move 
on,’ Megan added. 

Needing a stem cell transplant, doctors checked 
Bridget’s siblings and her two-year-old sister Shannon 
was a match. After being allowed to return home for 
Christmas and essentially live in isolation in a bed- 
room of the family’s Pontiac Road home for several 


weeks, Bridget returned to the hospital for her trans-_ 


plant in February, 2017. 

On March 3, 2017, Bridget underwent her trans- 
plant. She went home from the hospital for good on 
May 1, 2017. All told, she had been an inpatient for 
157 days. She had endured months of chemotherapy, 
surgeries and other procedures while fighting off in- 
fections and other challenges. 

Following the transplant — with each passing day — 
Bridget made more and more progress. 

“After the transplant, she was on 11 or 12 different 
medications and taking them five times a day,” says 
Megan. “Now, she is only on one medication. Doctors 
expect her to be off of that within ris next month or 
two.” 


Dan added: “It’s all about recovery when she got 


home and keeping her healthy until she was off those 
immune-suppressants and her immune system could 
sort of build up again. She’s had to be re-vaccinated 
like a baby because the treatment wiped out her vac- 
cinations.” 

Bridget made her triumphant return to school on 
Jan. 2. Despite sub-freezing temperatures, dozens of 
well-wishers lined the streets leading to the Merry- 
mount School in a show of heart-warming support and 
affection for a young girl who captures the hearts of 
everyone she meets. 

When she got to the school, Bridget found Quincy

“Her Jimmy Fund appointments ee get- 
ting spread out further and further.” 

The Kelleys know they are fortunate that Shannon 
was a donor match for her sister. 

“We talked to other families on the floor and I don’t 
think there were any others who had a sibling match. 
A lot of the people had donors who weren’t perfect 
matches so they had to take the best available match 
which can lead to complications,” Dan says. 

“A big thing we realized in all of this is how easy it 
is for people to make a positive difference. Our two-

City Manager William J. Deegan, Jr., announced that 
he expects to make recommendations to the city council 
about the readjustment of municipal employees’ salaries 
before the Finance Committee concludes its annual chore 
of cutting the budgets. 

Deegan is now assembling data and analyzing the salary 
increases requested by various city employee groups.

Meanwhile Councillor David J. Crowley, chairman of 
the Finance Committee, announced hearings on the 1952 
city budget would start Feb. 12°.

Under Crowley’s plan the council would approve salary 
increases not in the budget and then turn the budget back 
to the city manager with orders to make whatever cuts are 
necessary to hold the tax rate at the pegged figure.

Gravy Made With 
Kudza (Kuzu) Root Starch 


‘By SUSIE 

Kudzu is a healing starch that the Japa- 
nese use to chase away everything from the 
common cold to help heal upset stomachs 

and irritable bowel. 
This plant grows wild in the mountains 
of Japan. Its vines wrap around trees and 
are so strong they normally end up pull- 


ing the trees down. A snow white starch is . 


made from this root and has been used as a 
food and a medicine by the Japanese since 
ancient times. The Japanese even use it to 
help with stiff muscles and neuralgia. 

You can use Kudzu .root just as you 
would corn starch and arrowroot as a thick- 
ener. Always mix with cold water first to 
make a “slurry”: to avoid lumps, just like 
you would with corn starch. 

Here is a really good gravy recipe that I 
have adapted from Elena’s Pantry. Try the 
Kudzu instead of the usual flour or com 
starch in making your gravy, 


4 cups chicken or turkey stock 
2 medium onions, chopped 
2 cloves minced garlic 
_ pan drippings 
1 tablespoon kudzu 
¥% teaspoon sea salt, 4% teaspoon pep- 
per 


¥, teaspoon thyme and sage 


Saute’ onions with herbs and seasonings 
in butter until browned. Add in garlic and 
cook a bit more. Now add the stock and 
drippings and simmer about 20-30 minutes 
until onions.are soft. Use your hand held 
blender and blend until completely smooth. 

Now add the kudzu (that you have mixed 
with 4 cup cold water in small bow!) and 
combine until smooth to the hot gravy. 

Reduce heat and simmer to.reduce until 
desired thickness, usually about 10-20 min- 
utes. : : 

Add more salt if needed and serve. If you 
want thicker gravy, you can add more Kud- 
zu starch byt this is usually sufficient.

During World War Il, 
when American servicemen 


- Started contracting ringworm 


in the humid Pacific, the 
U.S. government launched 
an intensive study of fun- 
gal diseases. Prior to that 
study, scattered research of 
dermatophytes conducted in 
isolation had led researchers 
to give about 1,000 different 
names to about 350 species 
of related fungus. That study - 
was instrumental in clearing 
up much of the confusion, 
Even though the world is’ 
full of yeasts, molds, and 
fungi, only a very few are 
the cause of skin problems. 
Ringworm dermatophytés 
feed on the dead tissues of 
your skin, hair, and nails, 
much like a mushroom can 
grow on. the bark of a tree. 


Dermatophytes. can insti- 


gate superficial infections, 
because they occur on the 
surface of the skin. 

Ringworm is more com- 
mon in unsanitary and 


crowded. places, attributed. 
to the fact that it can survive - 


on both skin and surfaces 
like shower floors, and can 
be transferred by sharing 
clothes, sheets, and towels. 
Even other mammals, in- 
cluding cats and dogs, can 
easily transfer ringworm to 
humans. 


There are several types. 


of ringworm (tinea), and 


‘they tend to specialize. Dif- 


ferent ringworm fungi target 
different body parts, includ- 
ing: 

¢ the body (tinea corpus) 

* the face (tinea faciei) 

* the scalp (tinea capitis)

Bear in mind that the Vari- 


ous types of ringworm don’t 


refer to specific fungal spe- 
cies, even though more than 
one species of fungus can 
cause many of the various 
forms of ringworm. Instead, 
the names of different ring- 
worm. types refer to. where 
they appear on the body. 
Ringworm is highly con- 
tagious. The many fungi that 
cause ringworm flourish in 
warm, moist spaces, mak- 
ing locker rooms, public 


Testrooms, showers, public 


pools, saunas, and similar 


_areas highly likely places to 
contract the disease. There 
are three ways ringworm 


can be contracted, based on 
the three groups of fungi 
that produce 1 infections: 

¢ Zoophilic: Animal-lov- 
ing fungi that live on cats, 
dogs, horses, cows, poultry, 
and other mammals.. 

e Anthropophilic: -Hu- 
man-loving fungi that are 
transferred from person to 
person. 

¢ Geophilic: Earth-loving 
fungi that naturally occur in 
the soil. 

-The.-most common source 
of ringworm for humans 


comes from the fe Mi- 
crosporum caris, which is 
primarily found on cats and 
dogs. Occasionally, the pets 
that are carrying ringworm 
show no symptoms them- 
selves. When a person con- 
tracts ringworm dogs and 
cats are the most common 
culprits. Cats are particular- 
ly susceptible to ringworm. 
One study showed that when 
a cat has ringworm, there is 
a 30 to 70 percent chance 
someone in the household 
will -also develop the dis- 
came 

Some forms of ringworm 
are easier to diagnose than 
others. The telltale signs of 
red, raised . Tings can alert 
healthcare providers to the 
infection, which makes di- 
agnosis simple. However at 
other times, ringworm can 
be more of.a challenge to 
diagnose. Particular types 
of ringworm are especially 
resistant to diagnosis, such 
as ringworm of the face and 
hands. In these cases, the 
fungus can instigate infec- 
tions that resemble various 
other common skin diseas- 
es. If a dermatologist has 
difficulty diagnosing ring- 
worm, a small scraping of 
the skin is usually obtained. 


That scraping can then be. 


cultured in a laboratory or 
studied under a microscope 
to confirm what has peony 
caused the infection. 

Fungal diseases such as 
ringworm are customar- 
ily more difficult to treat 
than bacterial infections. 
The reason is because fungi 
have more complicated cells 
which are more similar to 
our own. This makes it dif- 
ficult to develop antifungal 
drugs that will kill the fun- 
gus, not harm humans. As 
a consequence, long-term 
topical and oral treatments 
are essential, and they may 
not be 100 percent effective. 
Even after the initial infec- 
tion appears to have dissi- 
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pated, once ringworm ap- 
pears once it is more likely 
to reoccur. 

Ringworm can be treated 
topically with antifungal 
creams containing: 

° clotrimazole 
(Cruex, Desenex, Lotrim- 
in), 

° miconazole (Moni- 
stat-Derm), 

° ketoconazole (Ni- 
zoral),and 

° terbinafine (Lami- 
sil). 

In severe or resistant 
infections on the scalp or 
nails, oral medications are 
necessary, such as: 

° terbinafine, 

¢ itraconazole’ (Spo- 
ranox), é ’ 
° fluconazole (Diflu- 
can). 


Ringworm - It’s Not a Worm! 
A Message From Ruth Jones, Director Of Nursing, Quincy Health Department 


Ringworm is a very com- 
mon infection, and anyone 
can develop it. However, 
some people are especially 
prone to developing an in- 
fection. Those at higher 
risk of being infected by 
ringworm are anyone with a 


compromised immune sys- 
tem, and they subsequently 


will have a more difficult 
time fighting off an infec- 
tion. People who use pub- 
lic locker. rooms, showers, 
swimming pools, and simi- 
lar communal areas that are 
hot and humid are also at 
increased risk. Athletes are 
also at an elevated risk of 
infection because they have 
the tendency to sweat, and 
their athletic equipment oc- 
casionally traps moisture 
close to the skin. Athletes

who engage in activities that 
result in excessive skin-to- 
skin contact, such as wres- 
tlers and MMA fighters, are 
particularly prone to skin 
infections like ringworm. 
People, who spend a lot of 
time with animals such as 
farmers, veterinarians, and 
dog groomers, are also at 
greater risk of coming into 
contact with the fungi that 
cause ringworm.

prepared for MCAS testing 
for both grades 4 and 5 at 
all schools when it begins in 
April,” he said. 

The MCAS 2.0 was 
rolled out last spring and 


was initially taken by cer- 


' tain grades. The exam is be- 


ing expanded to other grades 
this year. Over the next two 
years, the next generation 
test will be fully expanded 
to all grades and the current 
MCAS, or legacy version, 
will be phased out. 

Segalla said the funding 
allowed the purchase of a 
total of 310 Chromebooks 
and 10 mobile carts.

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Ask Rusty: Divorced 
Spousal Benefits

Dear das: 

Thank you for your Social Security articles, which: a 
group of friends and I read every week. If it had not been for 
one of your articles, I wouldn’t have known that I could get 
benefits on my ex-husband’s record, especially that when I 
turn 66 I can file to get just spouse benefits and not take my 


own yet. Some of my friends are also divorced, and most of — 


us don’t understand what we can get from our ex-spouse’s 
record. Could you explain what kind of benefits we can get 
being divorced? We have no one to ask and Social Security 
doesn’t tell you these things. Signed: Dre, & Want 
to Know 

Dear Divorced: 

I’m glad you and your friends are enjoying my Sociah 
Security articles. I’ll be happy to focus this one on the ben- 
efits available to divorced spouses. For starters, you should 


know that Social Security’s rules on divorce are “gender | 


neutral”; that is, they apply equally to both divorced women 
and divorced men. i 
The basis for a spousal benefit is always the ex’s ben- 
efit amount at their full retirement age (FRA), even if your 
ex-spouse started benefits earlier. In order to be eligible for 
spouse benefits though, you must be at least 62 and unmar- 
ried, you must have been married to your ex for at least 10 
years, and your ex must be either already collecting retire- 
ment (or disability) benefits or at least be eligible to collect 
them. If they're not already collecting but are eligible, you 
must be divorced for at least 2 years. 
: Although spouse benefits are often cited as being 4 of 
the ex’ s benefit amount, that’s only true if you have reached 
your full retirement age when you claim the spouse benefit. 
Otherwise , Your spouse benefit will be reduced to something 
less than 50%, perhaps as low as 32.5% of your ex’s FRA 
benefit amount (depending upon your age when you apply). 
If you are also eligible for Social Security benefits on your 
own work record, the ‘spousal benefit must be larger than 
your own for you to get a “spousal boost” bringing you up 


reached your full retirement age and have not yet ap 
for benefits, you have the option to take only spouse benefits 
and allow your benefit from your own work record grow at 


8% per year up until you reach age 70, at which time you. 


Can switch to your own benefit if it is larger: You should also 
be aware that if you take any Social Security benefits before 
you reach your full retirement age and also work, you'll be 
subject to an “earnings limit” which, if you exceed it, will 
result in some of your benefits being withheld. 

If, as a divorced spouse, your ex-spouse predeceases you, 
you may be eligible for survivor benefits equal to 100% of 
what your ex was receiving (or entitled'to receive). In this 
case there is an exception to the age rule which says that 
you can collect survivor benefits as early as age 60 (50 if 
you’re disabled). However, if you take survivor’s benefits 
before your full retirement age (which as a survivor can be 
less than your normal FRA), your benefit amount will be 
reduced. You may defer collecting survivor’s benefits to 
let them grow to their full value at your full retirement age, 
but they stop growing when you reach your FRA. You can, 


however, continue to collect survivor benefits past your full | 


retirement age and allow your own retirement benefit to 
grow, if that would be to your financial advantage. In fact, 
if your survivor benefit is larger than your own retirement 
benefit, you may continue collecting it for the rest of your 
life.

O’Donnell reminds hom- 
eowners about the impor- 
tance of filing a mortgage 
discharge after their mort- 
gage has been paid off. 

“When a mortgage has 
been paid off, a mortgage 
discharge document needs 
to be recorded with the 
Registry of Deeds to clear 
a homeowner’s property 
title relative to that loan.” 
O’Donnell said. A discharge 
is a document (typically 
one-two pages) issued by 
the lender, usually with a 
title such as “Discharge of 
Mortgage” or “Satisfaction 
of Mortgage.” 

“In some instances,” 
O’Donnell continued, “dis- 
charges are filed directly by 
banks or settlement closing 
attorneys with the Registry 
as part of a property sale or 
as a result of a refinancing 
transaction. In other cases, 
the mortgage discharge is 
sent to the property owner 


who then becomes responsi- 
ble for making sure the doc- 
ument is recorded. Whether 
or not a discharge is record- 
ed by the lending institution 
or the individual property 
owner, it is important that 
the property owner makes 
sure all necessary docu- 
ments have been recorded at 
the Registry of Deeds. 

“One way to check on 
your title,” said O’Donnell, 
“is by accessing the Regis- 
try’s online records at www. 
norfolkdeeds.org and verify- 
ing if all mortgages associ- 
ated with the property have 
been discharged. Please re- 
member not having a mort- 
gage discharged will result 
in a title issue and thereby 
impact the process of selling 
one’s home.” 

O’Donnell said there 
have been cases where no 
discharge has been recorded 
against a long paid off mort- 
gage.

When recording a dis- 
charge, the original docu- 
ment is required. The Regis- 
try of Deeds does not accept 
photo copies or faxed copies 
of documents.

City Identifying 
Intersections For 
Improvements

Quincy officials are 
working with engineers 
from Carnegie Mellon Uni- 
versity to identify inter- 
sections where new traffic 
management systems will 
be installed lates this year to 
improve the flow of traffic. 
Several intersections along 
Hancock Street are likely to 
be targeted. 

A new bike-sharing 
program will also debut 
in Quincy as soon as next 
month, at no cost to the city. 

Mayor Thomas Koch, 
during his State of the City 
address on Jan. 29, an- 
nounced the city was part- 
nering with a team from 
CMU to install a state-of- 
the-art traffic-management 
system that will allow sig- 
nals to adapt to conditions 
in real time. A $2.3 million 
bond Koch proposed last 
year, which the City Coun-

cil approved in the fall, will 
pay for the new technology. 

Chris Walker, a spokes- 
man for the mayor, said 
the new systems would be 
installed .this spfing and 
summer. The city and the 


‘school’s engineers are in the 


process of identifying which 
intersections will be targeted 
for improvement. 

“We are working on that 
right now with the engi- 
neers. We anticipate it will 
be a number of major inter- 
sections,” Walker said, in- 
cluding ones along Hancock 
Street and possibly other 
key thoroughfares. 

Koch said the system has 
been successfully piloted in 
Atlanta and Pittsburgh; the 
latter is home to Carnegie 
Mellon. The implementation 
of smart traffic technology, 
he said, can reduce travel 
time by 26 percent, idling

Insurance Fraud Bureau, 
DA Morrissey Team Up 
To Save Consumers Money 


Insurance Fraud Bureau 
Executive Director Daniel 
Johnston met with Norfolk 
Dist. Atty. Michael W. Mor- 
rissey in his Canton office 
this month to renew the suc- 
cessful partnership designed 
to suppress and prosecute 
automobile insurance fraud 
with Quincy and Randolph 
Police. 

“The Insurance Fraud 
Bureau continues its close 
work with Norfolk District 
Attorney Michael Morris- 
sey; currently 20 active in- 
surance fraud cases have 
been referred, with more in 
the pipeline, ” said John- 
ston. “The IFB is seeing 
increases in insurance fraud 
related to overprescribing 
opiate pain pills, and charg- 
ing them to insurance. But 
we are no longer facing the 
staged-accident rings and 
enterprises that prompted 
the inception of this part- 
nership in 2005. We have 
to credit that change to our 
partners in law enforcement 
and the fraud investigators 
who work with them.” 

Morrissey pointed to the 
IFB program, which funds 
investigators and a prosecu- 
tor to assist detectives from 
Randolph and Quincy Police 
put together insurance fraud 
cases, as a positive example 
of a public-private partner- 
ship. “The staged accidents 
and bogus theft claims are 


not victimless crimes,” 
Morrissey said. “Any mon- 
ey that insurance companies 
pay out in fake claims is re- 
flected in higher premiums. 
So the honest customer pays 
the bill.” 

The task force was 
founded in 2005, includ- 
ing first Randolph and then 
Quincy Police as well as 
target departments in other 
regions of the state. That 
year, the problem of staged 
thefts and fake accidents re- 
ceived widespread attention 
following a crash in Essex 
County staged for insurance 
purposes that left a Law- 
rence woman dead. The man 
who staged the crash was 
convicted of Manslaughter 
in Essex Superior Court. 

“Criminals were exploit- 
ing a landscape at the time 
where what appeared to be 
simple accidents were often 
undetected fraud,” Morris- 
sey said. “Part of policing 
is adapting to new threats 
and problems. With the fo- 
cus, training, and awareness 
present today, the schemes 
are declining.” 

“What was a growing 
problem has been stemmed 
and controlled,” Morris- 
sey said. “I credit the part- 
nership with the Insurance 
Fraud Bureau and the fore- 
sight of Randolph Chief 
William Pace and Quincy 
Police Chief Paul Keenan.” 


under consideration for im- 
provement — or how much it 
would cost. 

“We are working through 
that right now in terms of 
planning it.” Walker said. 

Koch also announced 
plans to launch the city’s 
first bicycle-sharing pro- 
gram this spring, and the in- 
stallation of new bike lanes 
along city streets this year. 

The city will be partner- 
ing with ofo on the bike- 
sharing program, Walker 
said. A Beijing-based com- 
pany, ofo currently operates 
in Worcester among other 


communities across the 
US. 
The initiative will start in 


March or April, depending 
on the weather, and there 
is no cost to Quincy for the 
program. 


“This is not costing the 
city anything,” Walker said. 
“The company will be pick- 
ing up the cost.” 

As part of the program, 
ofo plans to deploy about 
200 or so bikes in Quincy 
initially, Walker said. Bikes 
could be added or subtracted 
from that total depending on 
demand. 

Unlike competitors like 
Hubway, which operates in 
Boston, ofo does not require 
customers to unlock their 
bike at a rack owned by a 
company and leave it at one 
also owned by the company. 
Instead, a rider would look 
for a nearby bike using the 
ofo app and then unlock the 
bike by scanning a bar code. 
The rider then leaves the 
bike at his or her destina- 
tion, where another custom- 


-er can unlock it. Customers 
are charged hourly. 

Walker said he expects 
ofo to deploy the bikes ini- 
tially at Quincy’s MBTA 
stations and at some mu- 
nicipally owned bike racks 
elsewhere in the city. The 
company will have a van to 
go around the city and redis- 
tribute the bikes as neces- 
sary. 

As part of the bike-shar- 
ing initiative, Walker said 
the city plans to undertake 
major public-awareness 
campaign informing resi- 
dents where they can or can- 
not leave the bikes once they 
are done using them. The 
bikes, he explained, should 
be left out of the way and 
not blocking the sidewalk or 
street. 

The city, Walker said, is

“This will not be a mas- 
sive citywide program...but 
we definitely want to add 
to what we already have,” 
Walker stated. 

The bike lanes will be 
added to major roads, par- 
ticularly those en route to 
the MBTA stations, though 
only where appropriate. 

“We are an older city,” 
Walker said. “There are 
streets in the city that won’t 
be able to accommodate 
bike lanes.”

Sets New Mark 
In 55M Hurdles

As the season winds 
down and the state champi- 
onships loom near, Quincy/ 
North Quincy athletes re- 
sponded with some of their 
best performances of the 
year at Sunday’s MSTCA 
Last Chance to Qualify 
Meet at the Reggie Lewis 
Track and Athletic Center in 
Boston. 

The Last Chance Qualifi- 
er affords an opportunity for 
athletes to make the tough 
qualifying standards _ of 
the MIAA Championships 
spread over five different di- 
visions based on school size. 
QNQ, as a co-op team, must 
run in Division 1. The meet 
also gives those who have 
already made the standard a 
chance to improve their po- 
sition possibly moving into 
a more favorable heat or 
flight at States and getting 
ever nearer to a medal. 

Multi-talented junior 
Nathan Sleiman was one of 
those athletes. Despite hav- 
ing the auto-qualifier for 
states in the 55 meter hurdles, 
he defied all odds by making 
the finals as the last qualifier 
(8th place), then stunned the 
crowd and the QNQ coach- 
ing staff popping a 7.97 for 
second place setting a North 
Quincy school record and 
also eclipsing the 7.99 set 
by now assistant coach Jeff 
Pereira at Quincy High. 

“Nathan has improved 
his ever evolving technique 
over the hurdles and finally 
put it all together,” said an 
ecstatic Coach Geoff Hen- 
nessy. “Sleiman now holds 
the fastest time in the Patriot 
League. 

“Alex Case followed suit 
in the 55 meter dash with a 
PR 7.71 placing 10th. In the 
300 Devin Hiltunen came 
in 7th with a 43.41 not her 
fastest but extremely close 
to her now school record 
43.18 which she set against 
Duxbury last week. In the 
1,000 meters Abby Murphy 
improved her best time with 
a 3:10.84 which was good 
for 8th. In the shot rookie 
senior Emma Nguyen threw 
her best of the year 27’04.5,” 
Hennessy added. 

In the girls hurdles Isabel 


Doherty ran her best ever 
10.13. The real excitement 
was in the relays. In the 
girls 4 x 200 QNQ was run- 
ning with two subs and they 
responded by placing 4th 
with a 1:52. Alex Case put 
the team in the lead with a 
solid 27.5 split, replacement 
Olivia Palazzi kept the lead 
with a 28.7 and rookie fresh- 
man Catherine Brown, only 
running her second relay 
ever, threw in a solid 28.6 to 
keep the team in a close sec- 
ond while Devin Hiltunen 
ran her usual fast 27.2 for a 
quick closing second place 
in their heat to Chelsea HS. 

With virtually no rest 
Palazzi then came back and 
ran second leg on the 4 x 
800 relay with some of the 
younger athletes. Emma 
Lyons ran 2:47 to keep the 
team in the pack, Palazzi ran 
2:52, Rory Mahoney — com- 
ing off knee surgery and 
still not in peak shape — ran 
2:53, but it was Isa Hanley 
who anchored the team with 
a 2:38 despite a nagging 
shin contusion which forced 
her to forgo the mile to just 
run the. relay. Their time is 
within the top 24 in Division 
1 which will allow the team 
to be selected to an at-large 
position at States. 

“T have to give a lot of 
credit to Olivia Palazzi,” 
Hennessy said. “She does 
everything we ask of her 
and works as hard as any- 
one. We originally had her 
in the 600 but we put her 
into the hurdles because of 
her experience running the 
400m hurdles outdoors and 
she ran really well at State 
Relays. She’s run the 4 x 2, 
4x 4and 4x 8.” 

Hennessy credited his 
entire coaching staff in- 
cluding Carolyn Miul- 
laney (distance), Dee Page 
(sprint, hurdles), Kim Allen 
(high-jump), Michelle Bell 
(throws) and Jeff Pereira 
(hurdles and strength and 
conditioning). 

The team will compete 
in a make-up of the snowed 
out Scituate meet tomorrow 
(Friday), then run in the Di- 
vision 1 state meet on Fri- 
day, Feb. 16.

As the officer entered the lot, he observed a running gray 
Ford Expedition parked along the right side of the lot. The 
officer could only see the license plate number but not the 
state. Using the cruiser’s overhead takedown lights, Officer 
Bossart lit up the interior of the Expedition and observed 
at least two occupants in the front seats through the tinted 
windows. 

As the officer approached the vehicle, he could hear the 
gears shift and then saw the vehicle start to move. He then 
shined his flashlight at the operator to let him know he was 
there. The vehicle had moved only inches and stopped. The 
operator rolled down his window and greeted the officer, 
who immediately detected the odor of burnt marijuana. As 
the officer spoke to the driver, he saw there was also a fe- 
male in the vehicle along with two plastic sandwich bags 
containing about one ounce of marijuana in plain view by 
the shifter on the center console. The occupants were ad- 
vised that they were in violation of the city ordinance and 
asked the occupants for their IDs. The driver stated the ve- 
hicle was a rental under his name. He then provided the 
rental agreement. 

Officer Bossart returned to his cruiser to query the vehi- 
cle’s Colorado registration that showed the Expedition was 
stolen. Officers Bryan Donovan and Ron McKim arrived 
on scene to assist. The driver was directed to step out of the 
vehicle, where he was pat frisked for weapons with nega- 
tive results. He was placed in handcuffs and told the vehicle 
was reported as stolen. He replied it wasn’t and the rental 
agreement showed that. 

Once the driver was secured in a cruiser, the female 
was removed from the vehicle. When asked if she had any 
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unbowet? 


weapons or drugs on her, the fe- 
male said she had two folding 
knives, which were taken from 
her. She was secured in hand- 
cuffs and placed in a cruiser. 

During the inventory of the 
contents of the vehicle, officers 
found a black plastic bag la- 
beled, “cookies” with marijuana 
in it and a plastic bag containing 
small black rubber bands in the 
front passenger seat area. Offi- 
cer McKim then noticed the cup 
holders for the back seat on the rear of the center console 
were not seated properly and one corner was lifted up as 
if the cup holder had been removed. He lifted up the cup 
holder and found a plastic freezer bag containing a ae 
amount of marijuana. 

Once Officer McKim removed the bag, Officer Donovan 
looked inside of the void and observed a black semi-auto- 
matic firearm. He removed the firearm and noted the safety 
was off and in the “fire” position, with a 9mm round loaded 
in the chamber. There was also a loaded magazine contain- 
ing 8 additional rounds of 9mm ammunition inserted into 
the firearm. 

Upon further inspection of the firearm, the serial num- 
ber had been completely scratched off and obliterated. Two 
digital scales and a Jarge amount of plastic sandwich bags 
bound by rubber bands located in the front seat were then 
also found in the void. The officers knew from training and 
experience that plastic sandwich bags, digital scales, rubber 
bands and firearms are all used in the illegal distribution of 
drugs. Furthermore, the amount of marijuana which was 
within the vehicle was intended for distribution. 

Officer Bossart provided Miranda Rights to the driver 
and then asked him to provide his license to carry a firearm. 
He replied, “What I need a license to carry a firearm for?” 
He then stated he did not have one. At this time, Officer’ 
Bossart observed a plastic sandwich bag containing mari-.

was taken as evidence, A check of his, pocket. also uncov- 
ered $802 in cash in his pants pocket. 

The driver denied knowledge about the firearm or mari- 
juana in the vehicle and would only take ownership for the 
marijuana found in the front of the vehicle, stating that they 
each had one half ounce each of marijuana and they were 
just smoking it.

To My Valentine --- Val-

“You shouldn’t forget.” 

That’s how William Keith, a Quincy native and 
Pearl Harbor survivor, finished an interview with The 
Quincy Sun on Dec. 7, 2013 — the 72nd anniversary of 
the Japanese sneak attack on the U.S. base in Hawaii. 
Mr. Keith was among the guests attending the city’s 
annual Pearl Harbor observance at the World War II 
Memorial at Mount Wollaston Cemetery. 

Mr. Keith was more than a Pearl Harbor survivor 
and decorated Navy veteran of World War II. 

He was walking history. 

And a reminder that we should never forget the les- 
sons of Dec. 7, 1941 — nor the brave men and. women 
who were casualties that early Sunday morning more 
than 76 years ago. Some 2,335 military personnel were 
killed and another 1,143 were wounded on that “day of 
infamy” that propelled the United States into World 
War II. Civilian casualties numbered 66 killed and 35 
wounded. 

Mr. Keith never forgot what happened on Dec. 7 
and spent his life reminding others of that tragic day. 
He was the city’s last known Pearl Harbor survivor. 
He died Feb. 6 and will be laid to rest at Massachu- 
setts National Cemetery in Bourne after a funeral ser- 
vice Saturday at noon at Saint Chrysostom’s Church in 
Quincy. (Obituary on Page 33.) 

If you had a chance to meet Mr. Keith and hear his 
first-hand account of Pearl Harbor, you were riveted 
to his words. History was compelling and moving. 
But above all else it was a calling out to today’s gen- 
eration and future generations to remember one of the 
most important chapters of “The Greatest Generation.” 
Many could arene that. the genesis of that “Greatest 
Generation” began when those first torpedoes dropped 
from Japanese warplanes on American naval vessels. 

Perhaps predictably but still sadly the story of Pearl 
Harbor wanes with each passing year as more and 
more of the men and women who lived through those 
darkest hours leave us. By some estimates there are 
fewer than 2,000 Pearl Harbor survivors today. There 
were some 60,000 on Dec. 8, 1941. 

Mr. Keith was among those survivors. He was one 
of the lucky ones: 

He joined the U.S. Navy on Aug. 20, 1940 as a 
hospital corpsman. On Dec. 7, 1941, Mr. Keith was 


‘aboard the battleship USS West Virginia, five decks 


‘down below when Japanese planes began bombing the 
base. 

The West Virginia was moored in Battleship Row 
next to the USS Tennessee and diagnolly behind the 
USS Arizona. 

“Somebody opened up a hatch and everybody tried 
to come up one ladder; some fell backwards,” Mr. 
Keith recalled. You got up and most of the harbor was 
on fire.” 

After making it to the deck-.of the West Virginia, 
Mr. Keith made it to safety by heading aboard the Ten- 
nessee, another battleship. Had he gone the other way, 
into the harbor, he may have not have. been so lucky. 

“I went over to the Tennessee — it was only a cou- 
ple of feet away from land so I was able to get off 
the ship,” he said. “If you went the other way you 
would’ ve burned to death.” 

After making it to land, Mr. Keith began treating 
injured personnel. Many of those he treated were burn 
victims. 

The West Virginia was one of eight battleships sta- 
tioned in Pearl Harbor that were damaged and four 
were sunk including the West Virginia, which sustained 
as many as nine hits from bombs and torpedoes. The 
West Virginia and five of the other battleships were 
repaired and brought back into service during the war. 

Some 106 crewmembers aboard the West Virginia

lost their lives in the attack. The USS Arizona was 
sunk killing 1,117 sailors. The ship still lies at the bot- 
tom of Pearl Harbor and the USS Arizona Memorial, 
dedicated May 30, 1962 to all those who died during 
the attack, straddles the vessel’s hull. 

Mr. Keith continued to serve this nation during 
World War II. He was stationed on the USS Chester, a 
heavy cruiser. The Chester was part of a task force that 
took part in raids on the Marshall and Gilbert Islands 
in early 1942; eight aboard were killed when a bomb 
struck the ship. Just a few months later, the Chester 
took part in the five-day Battle of the Coral Sea. 

Mr. Keith was discharged from the service on 
March 15, 1945. Later that same year he married his 
wife, Barbara. For his service in the war, Mr. Keith 


was awarded the Combat Action Ribbon} Navy Good 


Conduct Medal, the American Defense Service Medal, 
the World War II Victory Medal, and the Asiatic-Pacif- 
ic Campaign Medal. 

He received the commendations more than 65 years 
after being discharged with the help of then. US. Sen. 
Scott Brown. 

William and Barbara Keith raised eight children — 
including two sons who served in the Vietnam ‘War. 
They lived in Marshfield for many years where Wil- 
liam served as the head custodian for the town’s school 
department before moving to Quincy in 2012. 

Pearl Harbor remained a constant in William Keith’s 
life. He and wife Barbara returned there at least six 
times, including on their 60th wedding anniversary in 
2005. 

“It was very, very emotional,” Barbara recalled 
back in 2014. “While they’re telling the story of Pearl 
Harbor, underneath you can just barely hear the names 
of everyone that was killed. That gave me chills.” 

William often spoke to school groups about Pearl 
Harbor while working for the school department. He 
would tell the students about the attack and reiterate 
that he hoped people would never forget the sacrifice 
made that day. 

“T go to schools and talk to the students,” he told us 
in that interview a few years ago. 

“You shouldn’t forget.”

She argued that it has 
many values, despite its 
controversial reputation. 

Gopalakrishnan said: 
“It’s a platform that is 
evolving since it was set up 
by an anonymous person in 
2008. Simply, you can look 
at it as,a platform where you 
can track transactions and 
it’s starting to see a lot more 
movement. 

“In my view, I’m more 
excited ‘about how block- 
chain has many applications 
in other areas that are not 
financial.”

Director of Technology 
Advocacy at Analog Devic- 
es, Maria Tagliaferro, said: 
“Things are certainly begin- 
ning to speed up in medi- 
cine.

Apple-Stuffed Pork Chops 


By MARIE. 

Many times when I begin to cook I don’t 
always measure what I am using and by the 
time I write the recipe I am actually impro- 
vising the amounts or taking an “educated 
guess” as the case may be. 

‘Sometimes cooks just eyeball ingredients 
and, unlike in baking where you have to be 
exact, the results can be unusually good. 

“Eyeballing the ingredients” was the 
way my granddaughter, Jennifer, gave me 
the recipe for these delicious apple-stuffed 
pork chops. She brought me one to taste 
and it was absolutely the best stuffed pork 
chop that I have had in a long while. 


Preheat oven to 350 - grease a shallow 
baking pan 


RECIPE: 


Fresh sage 

Fresh parsley 

Salt and pepper to taste 

1 small onion, finely chopped 

: y smith apple, finely chopped 
f stuffing mix 

: a ae of melted butter 

1 can of chicken broth 


4 pork chops (thick and good sized port 
chops that can be slit for stuffing.) 


Beforé you begin slit the pork chop to 


prepare it for the stuffing. Mix all of the 
herbs together as if you were making pesto. 

Then add the chopped onion and apple. 
Add the melted butter and stir, blending 
well. Add stuffing mixture to the chicken 
broth to moisten and blend all of the ingre- 
dients together. 

Place the pork chops in a greased shallow 
baking pan and cover. Coat the pork chop 
with the stuffing mixture and add strips of 
bacon or prosciutto to the top of the chops. 

Bake for 30 minutes and check — and 
then continue to bake until pork is no lon- 
ger pink. 

You can serve these delicious chops with 
roasted potatoes - either sweet or white and 
string beans.

The next time you in- 

dulge in a piece of choco- 
late, you may not have to 
feel overly guilty about it. 
Despite its bad reputation 
for triggering weight gain, 
there are a number of health 
benefits associated with this 
enjoyable treat. 

Chocolate is created from 
tropical Theobroma cacao 
tree seeds and dates back 
to the Olmec civilization 
in. Mesoamerica. Follow- 
ing the European discovery 
of the Americas, chocolate 
became very popular in the 
world, and the demand for 
it soared. Chocolate has 


‘since become an incredibly 


well-liked food product that 
millions treat themselves 
to every day. The average 
American consumes approx- 
imately 10 pounds of choco- 
late each year. But what ef- 
fect does eating’ chocolate 
have on our health? 


Throughout the years, 


chocolate has received a lot 
of negative press because of 
its fat content; its consump- 
tion has been linked with 
acne, obesity, high blood 
pressure, 
disease, and diabetes. How- 
ever, according to a review 
of chocolate’s health effects 
in the Netherlands Journal 
of Medicine, it’s not as bad 
as we anticipated. The ar- 
ticle indicates that the recent 
discovery of biologically 
active phenolic compounds 
in cocoa has altered this 
perception and stimulated 


research on its effects in ag- 


ing, Oxidative stress, blood 
pressure regulation, and ath- 
erosclerosis. 

Presently, chocolate is 


praised for its remarkable 
antioxidant potential.

Chocolate is made from 
plants, which means it con- 
tains many of the health 
benefits of dark vegetables. 
These benefits are from 
flavonoids, which act as 
antioxidants: Antioxidants 
protect the body from ag- 
ing caused by free radicals, 
which can cause damage 
that leads to heart disease.. 

Dark chocolate contains 
a large number of antioxi- 
dants (nearly 8 times the 
number found in strawber- 
ries). Flavonoids also help 
relax blood pressure through 
the production’ of nitric ox- 
ide, and balance certain hor- 
mones in the body. 

The potential benefits 
of eating chocolate may in- 
clude: Lowering cholesterol 
levels, preventing cognitive 
decline and reducing the risk 
of cardiovascular problems. 
A study, published in The 
Journal of Nutrition, stated 
that chocolate consumption 
might help reduce low-den- 
sity lipoprotein (LDL) cho- 
lesterol levels, also known 
as “bad fats.” 

The group of researchers 
set out to examine whether 
chocolate bars  contain- 
ing plant sterols and cocoa 
flavanols have any’ effect 
on cholesterol levels. The 
study authors wrote that the 
results denoted that regular 
consumption of chocolate 


- bars containing plant sterols 
_and cocoa flavanols, as part 


of a low-fat diet, may sup- 
port cardiovascular wellbe- 


ing by lowering cholesterol 
and improving blood pres- 
sure. 

Scientists at Harvard 
Medical School suggest that 
drinking two cups of hot 
chocolate a day could assist 
in keeping the brain healthy 
and reducing memory de- 
cline in older people. The 
researchers discovered that 
hot chocolate helped im- 
prove blood flow to parts 
of the brain where it was 
needed. The study results 
indicated that as different 
areas of the brain require 
more energy to complete 
their tasks, they also need 
increase blood flow. This: 
relationship, termed neuro- 
vascular coupling, may have 
a significant role in diseases 
such as Alzheimer’s. 

In a further study, pub- 
lished in 2014, researchers 
found that a cocoa extract, 
called lavado, could possi- 
bly reduce or prevent dam- 
age to nerve pathways found 
in patients with Alzheimer’s 
disease. This may indicate 
that symptoms of the condi- 
tion, such ‘as cognitive de- 
cline, could be slowed. 

Research, published in 
The British Medical Journal, 


proposes that consuming: 
chocolate .could help. lower 


the chance of developing 
heart disease by . one-third. 
The report was presented at 
the European Society of Car- 
diology Congress in France.

In 
a further study, published in 
the journal Heart in 2015, 
researchers tracked the

and women. The findings 
suggested that eating up to 
100 grams or 3.5 ounces 
of chocolate each day may

Therefore, if an individual 
is trying to slim down or 
maintain their weight, it 
may be a good idea to set 
a limit on chocolate intake. 
Chocolate does contain fats; 
however some of the fats 
in chocolate do not impact 
your cholesterol. The fats in 
dark chocolate are 1/3 oleic 
acid, a healthy monounsatu- 
rated fat that is also found in

Ask Rusty: Speeding Up 
Social Security 
Disability Claims

Dear Rusty: I have been diagnosed with Lou Gehrig’s 
disease (ALS) and my condition has gone downhill pretty 
fast, to the point that I’m not able to work anymore. I think 
I could get Social Security disability, but from what I’ve 
heard it can take years to get a disability claim approved. 
With my condition getting worse every day, I don’t have 
that many years left, but I know the bills will still keep com- 


ing. I just wish there was some way to get some financial . 


help while I’m dealing with this. Signed: Discouraged 


- Dear Discouraged: Yes, as has been widely reported, 


the backlog of Social Security Disability Insurance (SSDI) 
applications has ballooned to a number which can cause an 
initial determination to take 3-6 months, and an appeal of 
an initial denial can take a year or more. That can be pretty 


discouraging news for someone such as you dealing with a — 


severe debilitating condition which so obviously meets the 
definition of “disability.” But here is what I hope will be 
some encouraging news: 

The Social Security Administration (SSA) has a program, 
which helps accelerate disability claims for those whose 
medical condition is so obviously acute and debilitating 
that approval is practically assured. This program, known as 
the Compassionate Allowance (CAL) program, is intended 
to identify and fast-track SSDI applications where the dis- 
ability is patently obvious and from a medical condition or 
disease already appearing on the Compassionate Allowance 
list, including certain cancers, ALS (Lou Gehrig’s Disease), 
acute leukemia and over 200 others. _ 

Although the SSA uses technology to try to SS anaticaily 


identify disability applications which qualify for CAL, you © 


can help speed up your application by applying for SSDLin 
person and notifying the interviewer that your condition is 
on the Compassionate Allowance List and thus eligible for 
fast-track handling. 

You should bring along copies of medical records which 
confirm your diagnosis as. well as contact information for 
your medical service provider(s). For proven conditions on 
the CAL list, SSDLapplications may get a positive decision 
in as little as 10 days from when you first file and with a 
relatively small amount of medical proof. But since medical 
providers are sometimes slow to provide confirming medi- 
cal records to Social Security, this can sometimes be a factor 
which delays even Compassionate Allowance cases. 

It will help speed your case if you bring with you as 
much medical information as possible to prove your condi- 
tion. You may even be eligible for retroactive benefits (up to 
12 months) back to the date that the onset of your disability 
first left you unable to work. 

Although your case clearly qualifies for the Compassion- 


‘ate Allowance process, other medical diagnoses not listed 


as a CAL condition may also qualify for fast-track handling 
through an SSA program called Quick Disability Deter- 
mination (QDD). The QDD can be used in cases where a 
disability clearly prevents a person from working, but isn’t 
listed as a CAL condition. A Social Security disability attor- 
ney may be helpful when applying for QDD as well as CAL 
consideration (disability attorneys’ fees are limited by law). 

One final note: Although SSDI applications can be sub- 
mitted online, we recommend applying in person in order to 
ensure the most efficient handling of your application. The 
SSA field office staff has the ability to identify your applica- 
tion as eligible for Compassionate Allowance. You can find 
out more about the Compassionate Allowance program at 
www.socialsecurity.gov/compassionateallowances.

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27 Inches Of Snow, 90 MPH Winds, Extreme High Tides Brought City To A Standstill For Days 


A Look Back 40 Years Ago: THE BLIZZARD OF “78 


Forty years ago this week 
Quincy — along with the rest 
of the region — was still cop- 
ing with one of the most 
catastrophic — and remem- 
bered — storms of all-time: 
the Blizzard of 1978. 

It started to snow early 
Monday, Feb. 6 and when it 
stopped late Tuesday, Feb. 7 
- some 27 inches had fallen, 
bringing the city to a stand- 
still for four days. 

It was the heaviest snow- 
fall since the Boston Weath- 
er Bureau started keeping 
records in 1870. 

And it fell on top of a 
22-inch snowfall Jan. 20 — 
just 17 days before. And yet 
to come was another nine 
inches on March 4-5. 

That was a lot of snow. 

The Feb. 6 nor’easter — 
The Blizzard of ’78 — was 
backed by winds that gusted 
to more’ than 90 miles an 
hour. High tides, driven by 
those «winds, rose five feet 
highen*than usual, flooding 
sections of Houghs Neck 
and Squantum, where sev- 
eral hundred people had 
to be evacuated from their 
homes. 

Fortunately, there were 
not storm-related deaths 
in Quincy. But damage 
— mostly to homes — was 

heavy. It was estimated at 
$70 million. The cost for 
snow removal alone was set 
at around $600,000. 

Cars were strung along 
the Southeast Expressway 
and Route 128 with drivers 
still in them waiting to be 
rescued - caught off guard by 
the magnitude of the storm. 
Many were unprepared for 
the storm — or skeptical of 
the forecast — since snow 

that was predicted to start 
early Monday did not arrive 
until the afternoon hours. 

Predicting the weather 40 
years ago was a lot trickier, 
too, than today’s much more 
scientific approach using so- 
phisticated radar and other 
forecast technology. 

Gov. Michael Dukakis is- 
sued an edict banning all but 
the most essential highway 
travel for nearly a week. In 
Quincy, only vehicles on 
emergency missions were 
allowed on the streets. 

People trudged through 
the snow or on skis, pull- 
ing sleds to get to stores and 

- bring back food. And many 
of them became reacquaint- 
ed with one another. 

Quincy youngsters 
thought it was a great time. 
They got an unexpected six- 
day vacation from school. 

Mayor Arthur Tobin, in 


office barely a month, and_ 


Public Works Commission- 
er James “Pete” Ricciuti set 
up a command post at Civil 
Defense headquarters on 
Sea Street to direct snow re- 
moval and relief operations 
for the elderly and those in 
need. 


The Federal Disaster 
Assistance Administration 
opened a field office in the 
Quincy Vo-Tech School 
gym to process emergency 
loan applications. The Red 
Cross turned part of Quincy 
High School into a disaster 
center for emergency hous- 
ing, clothing, food and med- 
ical supplies. 

Radio station WJDA, ex- 
cept for a four-hour period 
when it was knocked off the 
air when high tide flooded its 
transmitter in Germantown, 
got back on and stayed on 
all night past its dawn-to- 
sunset hours broadcasting 
emergency reports. Mem- 
bers of the staff slept at the 
station that night. 

The storm also postponed 
the printing of The Quincy 
Sun by one day — the- pa- 
per’s only delay in nearly 50 
years of circulation. 

Twenty-five persons 
were arrested for looting 
during the storm, primar- 
ily in the Houghs Neck and 
Germantown areas where 

homes were evacuated. 
There were other cases in 
North Quincy. 

But there were many he- 
roes who came to the aid of 
others. 

Among them was War- 
ren Sims who organized a 
bucket brigade to quell a fire 
on Stoughton St. in Houghs 
Neck that could not be 
reached by fire apparatus. 

James (Red) Riley, custo- 
dian at the Atherton Hough 
School, remained at his post 
to help refugees despite the 
fact that his own home was 
flooded. 

And ‘Sylvester Ray, 
whose heavy equipment 
was hired to clear Houghs 
Neck streets of snow, got to 
do something extra. In the 
Edgewater Drive section of 
Houghs Neck, which was 
being pounded by the rush- 
ing high tide, he rescued 
people from the second 
floor of their flooded homes, 
in the bucket of a front-end 
loader.

Storm Sure 
Humbled Us 


(Editor’s note: This column was written by Quincy Sun 
Publisher Henry Bosworth 40 years ago as Quincy was 
digging out from the Blizzard of ‘78. Four decades later, 
it remains a reminder of how Quincy coped with one of 
the worst storms in New England history.)

It was a storm you would like to forget but will vividly 
remember for as long as you live. 

Awesome. Devastating. Furious. Horrendous. Mean.

Compared to neighbors in Hull and Scituate, however, 
Quincy overall was lucky, as far as damage and other 
losses were concerned. 

But Quincy got its fair share of the record near 27 
inches of snow. The city was virtually paralyzed during 
most of the week. Business came to a costly standstill. 

Overall, we think the city of Quincy deserves a “well 
done.” New Mayor Arthur Tobin certainly has gotten his 
baptism under fire. He had been in office just 34 days 
when he got hit with the two worst snowstorms in our 
history. 

We got a chance to personally observe him during this 
second storm -- the all-time champ in fury and meanness 
-- and saw a man calm and in complete control of the 
situation. He never reached for the panic button. 

And so it was, all down the line. 

Public Works Commissioner James (Pete) Ricciuti 
proved an able general as his army of weary workers 
fought around the clock to win the Big Battle of the 
Snow. 

There were many others who did an outstanding job 
during the long hard week: Police, firefighters, Civil De- 
fense units, nurses and doctors and hospital employees, 
snowmobilers, school personnel, and many volunteers 
in varying shapes and sizes who all pitched in to help 
Quincy residents in need. 

There were many unsung heroes -- and many of their 
heroics will never be known except to those directly af- 
fected. : 

Of course, it wasn’t all 100 percent peaches, creani 
and let’s-all-sing-together. A lot of people came down 
with cabin fever.in their homes. And even in snowfight- 
ing command centers where workers were cooped up 
for days under very trying circumstances, tempers flared 
now and then. 

And there were gripes. About, for example, some peo- 
ple who managed to slip their cars by officials during the 

“travel ban to stock up on food while most people had to 
trudge to stores on foot and lug small amounts of grocer- 
ies home in their arms or on sleds. 

Some didn’t like the way. their streets were plowed. 
Someone complained about snow being pushed against 
his fence, and another into his driveway. And there was 
the story about the guy who. harassed one of the plow 
operators to the point where the latter stopped his truck, 
got out and flattened him. 

And there. was another one about the weirdo who tele- 
phoned a resident to report that his wife, who was in the 
hospital, had died. Police brought the grief-stricken man 
to the hospital, the story goes, where he found his wife

City officials expect to 
provide an update on Quin- 
cy’s efforts to implement an 
age-friendly planning model- 
in the near future. 

City Council President 
Broad Croall on Feb. 5 in- 
troduced a resolve seek- 
ing an update from Mayor 
Thomas Koch’s adminis- 
tration on the age-friendly 
planning model. In Sep- 
tember 2016, Croall intro- 
duced a resolution asking 
the administration to join 
the AARP’s age-friendly 
communities initiative. The 
council passed the 2016 res- 
olution in a unanimous vote, 
and Koch at the time said he 
planned to participate in the 
program.  . 

Chris Walker, Koch’s 
communications direc- 
tor, told the council Feb. 5 
an update on the initiative 
would be forthcoming.

January Real Estate Results ‘Mixed’ In Norfolk County 


Sales Volume, Average Sales Price Up; eta Lending Declines In ‘Challenging’ Market 


Regine: of Deeds Wil- 
liam P. O’Donnell reports 
mixed Norfolk County real 
estate results for January, 
2018. 

According to O’Donnell, 
while the total real estate. 
sales volume and _ aver- 
age sales price showed in- 
creases, mortgage lending 
activity continues to decline 
in what has become a chal- 
lenging market. 

During January, a total of 
1,228 residential and com- 
mercial real estate sales were 
recorded countywide, result- 
ing in a six percent reduction 
from the previous January 
numbers. However, the total 
dollar volume of these resi- 
dential and commercial real 
estate sales increased by 41 
percent to $750 million year 
over year. The average sale 
price, again including both 
residential and commercial, 
also increased 59 percent 
coming in at $1,077,669. 

“These numbers,” 


Realty Pros 


~O’Donnell said, “were im- 


pacted by two Quincy com- 
mercial real estate sales, one 
for $80 million and the other 
for $43 million.” 

Continuing a trend from 
the past several months, 
lending activity experienced 
a decline. A total of 1,853 
mortgages were recorded in 
January, a 19 percent reduc- 
tion from the previous year. 

“There is no question 
Norfolk County consumers 
continue to be very cautious 
when contemplating —bor- 
rowing money to pay for big 
ticket items such as home 
improvements and higher 
education costs,” O’ Donnell 
said. In addition, total mort- 
gage lending in January 

decreased by 20 percent to 
$1.4 billion from the Janu- 
ary of 2017. 

Norfolk County foreclo- 
sure activity was a mixed 
bag. 

The good news was a 
40 percent reduction in the 
number of foreclosure deeds

On ‘Wednesday, Jan. 31, Detective Chuck Landry re- 
ceived a phone call from Detective Dooley of the Norwell 
Police Department, who was seeking assistance in a case 
that involved Quincy. 

Detective Dooley stated a Norwell resident reported that 
her identity has been stolen and her accounts have been 
compromised. During the Norwell investigation, the vic- 
tim stated an order was placed on Amazon, totaling around 
$4,400, however she did not place the order and she could 
not tell what was ordered due to the suspect changing her 
account settings and blocking access. She was, however, 
able to confirm the purchase and the delivery location as 
being a UPS access point in Quincy. 

Detective Dooley contacted UPS and learned the pack- 

age was scheduled to be shipped to the Corner Food Shop 
on West Street in Quincy. To make it easier for UPS cus- 
tomers, different small nejghborhood businesses allow 
UPS shipments to be delivered to their store while being 
tracked. The customer can show an ID and then sign for 
their package. 

The package was set to be delivered on Jan. 31st, so De- 
tective Landry spoke with an employee of the Corner Food 
Shop to inform her of what could transpire. She checked 
the status of the package on the store’s tracking software 
which showed it as “Inbound.” 

Detective Dooley contacted UPS Security to delay the 

shipment and to swap the original package and its con- 
tents, by copying the shipping label and putting a “blank” 
package back into rotation to be delivered, allowing for 
the unauthorized purchase to be returned to Amazon. This 
way the victim’s account could be credited the purchase 
amount. 

On Feb. Ist, UPS Security informed Detective Landry 
the package would have yellow happy birthday wrapping 
paper on a cardboard box. She was able to send the detec- 
tive photos of the package to show the shipping label, the 
victim’s name and the contents of the box. She added the 
package was set to be delivered today around 2 or 3 p.m. 

Detective Landry then spoke with the owners of the 
store and asked them to call him when the package was 

delivered by UPS and again when someone came to pick 
it up. They also verified that someone would have to show 
an ID, with the name of the Norwell victim in order to pick 
up that particular package. 

At approximately 3 p.m., a store employee called De- 
tective Landry stating a female was in the store attempting 
to pick up the package. Detective Landry called Detective

Detective Dooley located the 
suspect vehicle parked on a sidé 
street in the area of the store. 
A female got out of the vehicle 
and walked toward the store 
alone.

Once at the station, the female suspect was asked if 
she was willing to talk about this incident. She stated she 
would give us all the information on the driver and that 
she had never been arrested before.

Her cell phone was 
seized in an attempt to secure a search warrant to extract 


the data from the phone to identify the male party who Ms. . 


Brown was in contact with during this crime, if he even 
existed. From the information provided by Ms. Brown, 
Detective Landry was able to confirm that the three Rhode 
Island driver’s license matched that of the information pro- 
vided on the packages that were to be picked up.

forgery of MV documents, providing her picture to forge 
and possessing four driver’s license as true, with different 
names, but Constance Brown’s picture on each.

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Former Resident Pens First Novel 
‘Decoding The Phoenix’ Author 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

A former Quincy resi- 
dent’s debut novel — the first 
of a planned trilogy featur- 
ing a protagonist who seeks 
to unravel of web of secrets 
— is now available in stores. 

Micah Dean, who writes 
under the penname MD 
Tchaves, released his novel 
“Decoding the Phoenix” in 
2017. He plans to release 
the second novel in the se- 
ries this summer, with the 
third book due out in 2019. 

Dean, 34, lived in Quin- 
cy from 2014 to 2015, and 
resided in Braintree before 
that. He grew up in New 
York and now lives on Long 
Island where he runs the 
logistics department for a 
start-up company. 

Dean, in a phone inter- 
view, said he first came up 
for the idea of “Decoding 
the Phoenix” more than a 
decade ago. 

“T came up with the idea 
for it like 10 years ago,” he 
recalled. “I scribbled a cou- 
ple ideas down and didn’t 


do much.” 

Dean began research: for 
the novel while living in 
Braintree. After moving to 
Quincy, he said he wrote the 
227-page paperback in two 
weeks, then spent about two 
years editing the novel. 

“Decoding the Phoenix” 
tells the story of Graham 
Newsdon, a functioning al- 
coholic and student at Har- 
vard Medical School who 
receives a mysterious email 
from his late brother, a Navy 
Seal. Graham sets out — with 
the assistance of his long- 
term girlfriend, his Mensan 
best friend and childhood 
best female friend — to break 
the code behind the complex 
cryptogram, which he soon 
discovers is charged with the 
potential to unhinge the very 
control that certain govern- 
ment officials are intent, at 
all costs, on maintaining.

of the story, as opposed to 
watching it from a distance 
like a play. 

“I did that for a reason; 
I was trying to bridge the 
gap between the protago- 
nist and the story,” he said. 
“Tt makes the character a lot 
more sympathetic.” 

-The story takes place 
in the Boston area; Dean 
placed the story in Boston 
because he was inspired to 
write the novel while living 
in the region. 

The novel is available on 
Amazon and at Barnes_and 
Noble, among other retail- 
ers: the book has a received 
a warm reception from read- 


’ ers; 


“Everyone that reads it 
loves it. It’s a fast-paced 
thriller. There is no dog and 
pony show,” Dean said, as 
the book features a quick in- 
troduction to its key charac- 
ters before delving into: the 
main story. 

When he first started 
writing “Decoding _ the 
Phoenix,’ Dean said the 
story was contained to a sin- 
gle novel, with no sequels 


planned. But, upon finishing 
the book, he liked the char- 
acters and story so much 
he changed the ending and 
made plans foratrilogy. 

“It was going to be one 
story, but I fell in love with 
the characters and the sto- 
ryline,” Dean said. “I went 
back and edited the ending 
to be more of a cliffhanger.” 

Dean said he had written 
the first five chapters of the 
second novel in the series, 
“Decoding the Phoenix: 
Hand To God,” by the end of 
January and is able to com- 
plete a chapter or two each 
week. He said the second 
novel would feature a house 
on Quincy’s Summer Street, 
where Dean lived while he 
resided in the city. 

While the story that be- 
gan in “Decoding the Phoe- 
nix” will come to its conclu- 
sion in the third novel, Dean 
said some of the main char- 
acters could be featured in 
additional novels that take 
place outside the trilogy. 

“IT would like to have 
these characters go on as 
long as I can,” he said.

drowsiness. Federal esti- 
mates indicate drowsiness is 
a factor in only one to two 


~ percent of crashes.

drivers sleep less than the 
recommended minimum of 
seven hours daily. In a re- 
cent related AAA Founda- 


tion survey, nearly all driv- 


ers (96 percent) say they 
view drowsy driving as a 
serious threat to their safety 
and a completely unaccept- 
able behavior. However, 29 
percent admitted to driving 
-when they were so tired 
they had a hard time keep- 
ing their eyes open at some 
point in the past month. 

_ “As many Americans 
struggle to balance their 


busy schedules, missing a 


few hours of sleep each day 
can often seem harmless,” 
said Maguire. “But miss- 
ing just two to three hours 
of sleep can more than qua- 
druple your risk for a crash, 
which is the equivalent of 


driving drunk.” 


Knowing “the warning 
signs of drowsiness can 
help drivers avoid dozing 
off behind the wheel. The 
most common symptoms 
include: 

¢ Having trouble keeping 
your eyes open 

¢ Drifting from your lane 

¢ Not remembering the 
last few miles driven 

Drivers however should 
hot rely on their bodies to 
provide warning signs for 
drowsiness and should in- 
stead prioritize getting at 
least seven hours of sleep 
before hitting the road. 

“Don’t be fooled, the 
only antidote for drowsi- 


ness is sleep,’ Maguire 
said. “Short term tactics like 
drinking coffee, singing, 


rolling down the window 
will not work. Your body’s 
need for sleep will eventu- 
ally override your brain’s at- 
tempts to stay awake.” 

AAA recommends that 
drivers: 

¢ Travel at times of the 
day when they are normally 
awake 

¢ Avoid heavy foods 

¢ Avoid medications that 
cause drowsiness or other 
impairment 

_ For longer trips, drivers 

should: 

¢ Schedule a break ev- 
ery two hours or every 100 
miles 

* Travel with an alert pas- 
senger and take turns driv- 
ing 


¢ Do not underestimate .

Washington Doll --- While 
Valentine’s Day is always 
Feb. 14, President’s Day 
can be any one of seven 
dates, the third Monday 
in February closest to 
the 20th. In 1885 George 
Washington’s birthday, 
Feb. 22, was made a na- 


- tional holiday. But in 1971, 
Congress decided that in- - 


stead of celebrating the 
real birthdays of President 
Washington and President 
Abraham Lincoln (Feb. 


12), there would a Monday © 


celebration for both. Why 
Monday? To give every- 
one a three-day weekend 
away from work. Feb. 20 
was chosen because it was 
between the two real birth- 
days. 

President Washington lived 
in the days before cameras, 


-so.he was. remembered in 


designs for silhouettes, 
paintings, prints, medals, 
cameos, glass patterns, 
toys, Staffordshire  fig- 
ures to keep on the mantel 
and even drapery. fabrics. 
Most of the memorabilia 
was copied from the few 
famous paintings of the 
president, images that 
still are used. A President 
Washington doll made af- 
ter 1880 looks like Wash- 
ington in his presidential 
years. The doll is made of . 
cloth with pressed and oil- 
painted features, and gray 
hair worn in a ponytail. His 
eyes are blue. The doll is 
dressed in a silk suit with 
a lace jabot and wears a tri- 
corn hat, black stockings 


--‘and shoes with buckles. 


The costume is a familiar 
one. 

The doll probably was not 
made for a young child, 


but as a part of the 1889 


centennial celebration of 
Washington’s _inaugura- 
tion. It was made by Mar- 
tha Jenks Chase, who start- 
ed making portrait dolls in

her backyard about 1880. 
A 25-inch tall Chase Wash- 
ington doll sold in 2016 at 
a Theriault’s auction in Las 
Vegas for $3,080.

lose federal funding if they 
were using a racist symbol. 

Yacubian said that the 
Department of Justice 
opined the mascot was not 
racist. 

This past December, the 
Citywide PTO sent a letter 
to School Supt. Dr. Rich- 
ard DeCristofaro, saying 
the parent group had taken 
a stand against the Yakoo 
mascot and asked the dis- 
trict to hold discussions 
about the perception of the 
symbol. 

“Today, we have a more 
informed understanding 
of what is appropriate for 


a learning environment,” 


the letter stated. “While of- 
fensive, but, legal should 
not be the standard for our 
district. In order for Quincy 
Public Schools to be a dis- 
trict where students and 
their needs are a priority, we 
must insure that all our mes- 
saging and actions are true 
to this mission. We at the 
Citywide PTO believe the 
current North Quincy High 
mascot does not live up to 
this ideal.” 


Yacubian said the same 
teacher aligned with the 
Citywide PTO and again 
brought up the controversy. 

“All of a sudden, it’s back 
here,” he said.

Yacubian said a recent 
online poll showed a major- 
ity were in favor of keeping 
the mascot. 

“There were 1,300 hits 
supporting the Yakoo,” he 
said. 

According to Yacubian, a 
representative from the Har- 
vard University of Native 
American Studies told him 
that “there is no problem 
with the symbol.” 

Yacubian said the rep- 
resentative spoke to North 
Quincy High students and 
told them that “Indians — I 
use the word Indians be- 
cause that’s what she said 
- love seeing Indians using 
their symbols.” 

He said that the repre- 
sentative told the students 
that if you take the symbols 
away, “you will forget us but 
as long as they are up, you'll 
remember who we are and 
what we are.” 

Yacubian also said that 
Annette Bradley, the daugh- 
ter of former Quincy vet- 
erans agent Hank Bradley, 
volunteered at an Arizona 
Native American reserva- 
tion where there are Sioux 
and Navajo peoples living. 
According to Yacubian, 
Annette polled the Native 
Americans and they favored 
the Yakoo. 

“They wanted the Yakoo 
for their school on the reser- 
vation,” he said. 

Yacubian noted that in 
discussions with Wampano- 
ags, they had no issue with 
the mascot. 

He also noted that Brain- 
tree High School’s Wamps 
symbol and the North Quin- 
cy Apaches have not been 
criticized. 

Yacubian said that after 
the Chernobyl nuclear plant 
accident in Russia in the 
1980s, many children came 
to the United States. He said 
he and his late brother, Ar- 
thur, met some at the airport 
and presented them with Ya- 
koo T-shirts, toothbrushes 
and tote bags.

Russia, people will see and 
know they have been to 
America,” he said. 

Yacubian said when the 
Yakoo turned 50 in 2007, he 
and his brother celebrated 
the occasion at North Quin- 
cy High School. 

“We had a party with the 
kids,” he said. 

Yacubian said the North 
Quincy High students re- 
spect the Yakoo. 

“The Yakoo is the only 
thing they don’t graffiti,” he 
said. 

Yacubian noted that at 
this past Thanksgiving foot- 
ball game between North 
Quincy and Quincy High, 
was the first time there was 
no “Mr. Yakoo.” 

“It’s the first time they 
didn’t vote for Mr. Yakoo,” 
he said. “It’s an honor to be 
voted Mr. Yakoo.” 

Yacubian said that there 
are other more important is- 
sues for school officials to 
deal with than the Yakoo. 

“You folks should be 
talking about new schools, 

budgets, the curriculum, but 
now we have the Yakoo,” he 


said. “I take seriously what’s 
going on.The least problem 
that you should have is the 
little Yakoo. I understand 
they (opponents) give all the 
reasons why (they are op- 
posed), but I think there is 
an agenda somewhere.” | 
Committee member Paul 
Bregoli concurred with Ya- 
cubian and denounced the 
move to retire the mascot. 
“What you’ve done for 
children in this city is amaz- 
ing,” said Bregoli. “A lot 
of people like to tear down 
consistently what you built 


up.” 
Bregoli continued, “I too 
am a proud Red Raider. I am 


bothered by the assault on a

athletic field. It is what the 
kids want.

Bregoli said that the 
teacher Yacubian referred

Mayor Thomas Koch ex- 
pressed appreciation to Ya- 
cubian who, along with his 
late brother have been bene- 
factors to the school system. 
The $400,000 scholarship 
trust was established in 
2004 for graduating seniors 
from both high schools. 

In addition to establish- 


ing the scholarship fund, the 
Yacubians have contributed 
to families in need, boost- 
er clubs and other district 
needs. 

“There have been count- 
less times of generosity and 
they never wanted notori- 
ety,” Koch said. “Whatever 
the need, they reached out. 
We offer our deepest grati- 
tude for your generosity and 
your goodness for this com- 
munity of ours.” 

Koch noted that Yacubian 
in a perfect example of real- 
izing the American dream.

House Passes Bill To Provide 
Consumer Protections Against Data Breaches 


The Mascathu secs 
House of Representatives 
voted unanimously last 
week to advance House Bill 
4232, An Act removing fees 
for security freezes and dis- 
closures of consumer credit 
reports. 

The bill, originally 
H134 sponsored by Chair- 
woman Jennifer Benson 
(D-Lunenburg), removes 
all fees for consumers who 
elect to place, lift, or remove 
a credit freeze from a con- 

sumer reporting agency and 
updates current laws to ad- 
dress modern technological 


processes. 
The Joint Committee 
on Consumer Protection 


and Professional Licensure 
spent the months since the 
Equifax data breach went 
public in September 2017 
iooking closely at the com- 
plex topic of data security 


and consumer protections 
before bringing it to the 


House floor Feb. 14. 


“I am proud to see the 
House of Representatives 
vote to protect Massachu- 
setts residents from data 
breaches and modernize 
our current laws,” said state 
Rep. Tackey Chan (D-Quin- 
cy), House Chairperson 
of the Joint Committee on 
Consumer Protection and 
Professional Licensure. 

“Following numerous 


high-profile breaches over 


the last year, this legislation 
is urgently needed to ensure 
that consumers have more 
control over their credit pro- 
tections. This is an-issue that 
impacts every individual, 
organization and business 
in the Commonwealth, and 
I am grateful for. the valu- 
able input from so many 
stakeholders, | committee 


members, and colleagues 
throughout this process to 
ensure that we produced the 
best possible policy for our 
residents,” Chan said. 

With the input of the 
Massachusetts Attorney 
General’s Office, the Of- 
fice of Consumer Affairs 
and Business Regulation, 


the three consumer report- 


ing agencies (Equifax, Ex- 
perian, and TransUnion), 


leading business advocacy. 


associations, and security 
experts, the committee ex- 
panded the bill to include 
a comprehensive update to 
the existing Chapters 93 and 
93H of Massachusetts Gen- 
eral Laws. : 

In addition to providing 
free credit freezes, H4232 
updates laws to reflect the 
addition of electronic and 
verbal communication pro- 
cedures for consumer’s in- 


teractions with consumer re- 


porting agencies. It requires 
_ consent from consumers for 


access to a consumer credit 


" report, as well as faster ac- 


tion on the part of consumer 
reporting agencies when a 
consumer elects to place, 
lift, or remove a security 
freeze. If a request is made 
electronically or by phone, 
action must be taken within 
15 minutes of receiving a re- 
quest, and if by mail, within 
3 days of receipt. The bill 
also includes protections for 
minors and incapacitated 


‘persons, for whom parents 


or guardians will be able to 
place a credit freeze in order 
to protect them from iden- 
tity theft. 

Massachusetts. will be- 
come the fifth U.S. state to 
allow free credit freezes for 
all residents, regardless of 
whether a data breach has 
transpired.

I cooked today’s recipe on Sunday when 
I had my family over, and although I have 
had it in my column before I thought it 
would be nice to print it again. 

When cooking this on Sunday I had for- 
gotten how delicious the combination of 
white vinegar and rosemary is and how it 
really enhances the flavor of the chicken. 


Pre-heat oven to 350 degrees and 
lightly grease a 10 x 14 baking pan 


RECIPE 


6 to 8 chicken thighs or drum sticks (I 
used bone-in chicken for more flavor) 

1 tablespoon of Rosemary 

Salt and pepper to taste 

1 cup of vinegar mixed with either 


cup of water or chicken stock 

3 potatoes, cut in pieces for baking 

2 sweet potatoes, also cut up in small 
pieces for baking 

1 small onion, finely chopped 


Season chicken with salt and pepper. 

In a bowl take the cut up potatoes and 
onions and coat them with the olive oil, salt 
and pepper. Place chicken and all the ingre- 
dients in the lightly greased baking pan. 

Sprinkle as much rosemary as you would 
like on the top of the chicken. 

Cover with vinegar, water or stock and 
bake uncovered for 40 minutes; by this time 
the chicken should be done. 

Potatoes take longer to cook so remove 
the chicken and place in a covered dish and 
set aside. Then set the oven to 425 degrees 

and cook the potatoes until they are lightly 
browned and crispy. 


Chia Seeds And Fomegzamste Parfait

Chia seeds are tiny black seeds from the 
plant Salvia Hispania which is related to the 
mint. Chia is the ancient Mayan word for 
“strength” and was an important food for 

the Aztecs and the Mayans. 
These seeds make a wonderful addition 
to anyone’s diet, especially those who are 
health conscious. Chia seeds are loaded 
with antioxidants, fiber (11 grams per serv- 
ing, almost all of the carbohydrates in chia 
seeds are fiber. This gives them the ability 
to absorb 10-12 times their weight in wa- 
ter.), healthy fats (they contain more omega 
3’s than a serving of salmon, gram for gram 
but they do not supply DHA, which salmon 
does), calcium, manganese, magnesium, 

and phosphorus. 

Pomegranates have been known as a 
symbol of health, vitality, and fertility for 
centuries. They are not only quite remark- 
able looking, but taste delicious and make a 
wonderful juice. 

A compound found caty i in pomegran- 
ates called punicalagin is shown to benefit 
the heart and blood vessels. Punicalagin is 
the major component responsible for pome- 
granate’s antioxidant and health benefits. It 
not only lowers cholesterol, but also low- 
ers blood pressure and increases the speed 
at which heart blockages (atherosclerosis) 
melt away. 

Another interesting fact is that pome- 
granate juice contains phytochemical com- 
pounds that stimulate serotonin and estro- 
gen receptors, therefore maybe improving 
symptoms of depression as well as increas- 
ing bone mass in lab animals. 


_ Sheep’s milk yogurt has 48 percent 
more protein than cow’s milk and twice as 
much calcium, it is also higher in important 
vitamins and minerals and contain more of 
the important probiotic cultures. It’s-small- 
er fat globules make it more digestible and 
the lactose is converted into lactic acid, so 
many with lactose intolerance can digest 
this far better. (same with goat milk yogurt, 
but I am not a fan of the taste) Sheep are 
also not give growth hormones. 


Here is a recipe for a parfait adapted from 
Bon Appetite using all three of these ingre- 
dients that you can make the night before 
and have for a healthy breakfast or — 


% cup pomegranate juice (I like POM 
brand juice) 

2 tablespoons chia seeds 

1 cup sheep’s-milk yogurt (I use Old

Simply mix seeds and juice in a contain- 
er and refrigerate overnight.

Healthy, Tasty Foods 
On School Lunch Menu

Tofu fried rice, chicken 
waffles and shamrock lep- 
rechaun shakes are among 


_ the new tasty and nutritious 


lunch offerings for students 
in Quincy’s public schools. 

The district’s nutrition 
director, Sara Dufour and 
assistant nutrition director, 


Sarah Ginn outlined their 


plans for the food services 
program during the Feb. 7 
school committee meeting. 
Dufour, a registered dieti- 
cian who has a restaurant 
background, and Ginn, a 
former executive chef in 
Philadelphia and afterschool 
cooking program volunteer, 
are bringing their culinary 
experiences to the city’s 
school lunch program. 

Dufour, who is in her 
second year as nutrition di- 
rector, oversees the district’s 
food services department, 
trains and manages staff, and 
keeps up with the latest state 
nutrition regulations that 
have been ramped up over 
the past several years. The 
state audits districts’ lunch 
programs to make sure they 
are in compliance. 

“The state nutrition reg- 
ulations have gotten very 
strict and they’re constantly 
overseeing us, making sure 
we are doing all the things 
we are supposed to be do- 
ing for each of the meals the 
children eat every day,” she 
said. 

One of Ginn’s first. proj- 
ects when she became assis- 
tant director in July was to 
create a new online recipe 
database for each education- 
al level and related nutrition 
requirements. 

“We make sure we serve 
a certain numbers of veg- 
etables each week and grain 
components, meat compo- 
nents,” she said. “It’s really 
important that the meals are 
uniform across all of our 
schools.” 

The database also tracks 
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food allergies and carbohy- 
drates. 

“When the nurses call us, 
we know exactly what’s in 


. everything and when we do 


get audited, we will know 
that we’re following all the 
rules,” Ginn said. 

Parents can requested a 
PDF from the database that 
lists all food ingredients. 

Ginn also holds chef 
tasting events for students 
and introduced several new 
foods on the lunch menu, a 


couple of which she provid- " 


ed school committee mem- 
bers with samples — sham- 
rock leprechaun shakes and 
tofu fried rice. 

The shamrock shake 
contains spinach “which is a 
good way for students to get 
their serving of vegetables,” 
said Dufour. 

Also on the menu this 
year, Ginn said, are chicken 
waffles (“Which are super 
popular, so popular across 
Massachusetts there is waf- 
fle shortages.”) and cheese 
and turkey pepperoni cal- 
zones “made from scratch 
every Monday.” 

“The (cafeteria) ladies 
are trying new fillings with 


vegetables and stuff like 


that,” 
zones. 
Ginn explained that she 
is drying to shake up the 
menu a bit. 
““We’re trying to get cre- 
ative and get the kids excited 


Ginn said of the cal- 


about trying different types 


of foods than what they’re 
used to,” she said. “A lot of 
these kids actually eat foods 
like this at home so when 
they get to school it’s not 
all that new. to them. Some- 
times we underestimate kids 
and what they are willing to 

Dufour said the state 
regulations require five food 


. groups - grains, milk, veg- 


etables, fruit and meat and 
two alternatives, tofu and 
yogurt. 


“When a child comes 
through the cafeteria. serv- 
ing line, they have to mye 
access to these five eroups 
she said. 

Dufour said students in 
certain grades are required 
to be served particular 
amounts of each category. 


Each ‘student. has to .take 
three components and one 


has to be fruit or vegetable. 


“So they can’t have their 


pizza and count the tomato 
sauce as a veggie; they have 
to have carrots or a salad on 
there as well,” she said. 
Dufour said the state 
audits the district’s food 
serving, procurement and 
finances. She noted the state 


_ requires districts to purchase 


American produce and gro- 
ceries. — 

“Every food item your 
child is getting on their plate 
is from an American farmer 
or products from American 
factories,” she said. 

Dufour said the district 
has signed on to the Nutris- 
lice app program that shows 
the daily lunch menu. She 
said parents can download 
the free app on their smart- 
phone and check the lunch 
offered each morning before 
their child heads to school. 
The app lists calories, fat, 
protein and sodium levels of 
the lunch. 

“You can pick the meal 
and it will tell you the nutri- 
tional values,” she said. “We 
have to follow strict guide- 
lines on sodium and calories 
at each grade level.” 

Dufour added that the app 
allows nurses to track calo- 
ries for diabetic students. 

Traveling salad bars will 
be introduced this year. Du- 
four explained sliced veg- 
etables and fruits would be 
served from the bars that 


‘ will travel from school to

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Hot Tea And The Increased Risk Of Esophageal Cancer 
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A Message From Ruth Jones, Director Of Nursing, Quincy Health Department

Tea lovers who consume 

their daily cup scalding hot 

are increasing their chance 

of having esophageal cancer 

if they also drink alcohol ev-’ 
ery day or if they smoke, say 

researchers. 

Esophageal cancer is the 
eighth most common cancer 
in the world and is often fa- 
tal, killing approximately 
400,000 people every year. 
It is usually caused by recur- 
rent injury to the esophagus 


due to smoke, alcohol, acid © 


reflux, and possibly hot liq- 
uids. 
Alarge study, which mon- 

itored more than 450,000 
people in China for 9 years, 
provides an indication ‘of a 
relationship between drink- 
ing hot tea every day, regular 
drinking and smoking, and 
a higher risk of esophageal 
cancer. During a median 
follow-up of 9.2 years, 1731 
cases of esophageal cancer 
were reported in 1106 men 
and 625 women. The analy~ 
sis included 456,155 _par- 


ticipants aged 30 to 79 years 
who did not have a history 
of cancer. At the initiation 
of the study, participants 
reported the temperature at 
which they drank tea in ad- 
dition to some of their other 
behaviors, including drink- 
ing alcohol and smoking. 
All were enrolled between 
2004 and 2008 from five 
urban and five rural regions 
of China. The study, led by 
Canging Yu, PhD, of Peking 
University Health Science 
Center in Beijing, China, 
was published online Febru- 
ary 5, 2018 in the Annals of 
Internal Medicine. 

Results showed that the 
risk of esophageal cancer 
was 5 times higher in peo- 
ple who drank very hot tea 
and also drank more than 15 
grams of alcohol, a standard 
sized alcoholic drink, every 
day compared with those 
who drank tea less than once 
a week and had fewer than 15 
grams of alcohol daily. Data 
also pointed out that the risk 
for esophageal cancer was 
doubled in those who drank

The dona- 
tion will go towards imple- 
menting a behavioral health 
telephone referral service in. 
Milton for residents seeking 
help for themselves or oth- 
ers who may be struggling 
with mental health or sub- 
stance misuse issues. 

According to Laurie Still- 
man, director of MSAPC, 
the referral service, called 
“Interface,” is a program of 
William James College and 
is used by numerous mu- 
nicipalities throughout the 
state. The referral service is 
staffed by trained clinicians 
who conduct an assessment 
over the phone. Based on the 
caller’s specific needs, In- 
terface clinicians will search 
their database of screened 
mental health and/or sub- 
stance misuse outpatient 
counselors for a_ suitable 
match and provide a referral 
to a local provider. 

“We often hear from town 
residents that they: do not 
know where to turn to get 
help for either themselves 
or a loved one with a men- 
tal health or substance mis- 
use problem,” said Caroline 
Kinsella, BSW, RN, director 
of the Milton Department of 


Health. “Based on the suc- 


‘cess of the Interface Pro- - 


gram in other communities, 
we believe the program will 
be of great value to Milton 
residents and the schools.” 

Kinsella and Stillman 
said they expect the Inter- 
face Program to be ready 
for use by Milton residents 
by. May. 

BID-Milton __ President 
and CEO, Rich Fernandez, 
emphasized the hospital’s 
commitment to helping to 
address the health priorities 
of the local area. The hos- 
pital undertook a compre- 
hensive Community Health. 
Needs Assessment in 2016 
which showed that behav- 
ioral- health problems and 
lack of treatment resources 
were a_ significant health 
problem in the greater Mil- 
ton area. Bas 

“The need for additional 
education and treatment re- 
sources for behavioral health 
issues have been well docu- 
mented,” Fernandez said. 
“The Interface Program will 
be a significant step forward 
in helping to address this 
public health problem in 
Milton.” 

e $4,000 donation to 

e MSAPC was through 
BID-Milton’s Community 
Benefits Program. The hos- 
pital maintains a robust pro- 
gram which provides health- 


piping hot tea each day and 
smoked tobacco, compared 
with nonsmokers who drank 
tea only occasionally. 

The findings demon- 
strated a noticeable increase 
in esophageal cancer risk 
associated with a combina- 
tion of high-temperature tea 
drinking, excessive alcohol 
consumption, and tobacco 
smoking. Researchers sug- 
gest that abstaining from hot 
tea might be beneficial for 
preventing esophageal can- 
cer in persons who drink al- 
cohol excessively or smoke. 

The study reveals that the 
rate of esophageal cancer is 
mounting globally, particu- 
larly in men in less devel- 
oped countries. In China, 
where the rate of esophageal 
cancer is among the highest 
in the world, men who drink 
tea often smoke and drink 
alcohol. Scientists now feel 
that tea lovers who take 
their daily cup.scalding hot 
are exponentially . increas- 
ing their risk for esophageal 
cancer if they also drink al- 
cohol every day or if they 
smoke. 

Although the study 
showed no enhan¢ed risk for 


esophageal cancer in par- 
ticipants who drank only tea 
every day, whether it was 
scalding or not, the study 
authors give emphasis to 
the fact that chronic thermal 
injury to the esophageal mu- 
cosa may initiate carcino- 
genesis. Irritating the lining 
of the esophagus could set 
in motion increased inflam- 
mation and more rapid turn- 
over of the cells. Previous 
research conducted has sug- 
gested that damage to the 
epithelium impairs barrier 
function, thereby amplifying 
the risk from other factors, 
such as excessive alcohol 
consumption and smoking. 
The International Agen- 
cy for Research on Cancer 
recently classified drinking 
beverages hotter than 65° C 
(149° F) as “probably car- 
cinogenic to humans,” the 
researchers point out. Sub- 
sequently, by adding alco- 
hol consumption and smok- 
ing to the mix considerably 
complicates the connection 
between tea drinking and the 
risk of esophageal cancer. 
‘Researchers note that 
the theory that drinking very 
hot beverages _may cause 
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esophageal cancer has been 
around since the 1930s. De- 
spite this study’s rigorous 
design and careful analysis, 
its results are observational 
and scientists agree that ad- 
ditional prospective stud- 
ies are warranted. They 
warn that until further data 


‘is established, these results 


should be interpreted cau- 
tiously. They note that tea 
lovers who are concerned 
about cancer risk don’t have 
to give up one of the world’s 
most accepted beverages. 

Perhaps it would be pru- 
dent that those who drink 
hot beverages often should 
be judicious and wait for 
the liquid to cool a bit first. 
However, the results of 
this study should not cause 
people to abandon their fa- 
vorite brew. Most. people, 
they point out drink their tea 
and coffee at a temperature 
that seems unlikely to cause 
cancer. 

To date, studies have pro- 
vided little evidence of risk 
to health from hot drinks 
consumed at temperatures 
less than 65° C, and typical- 
ly in the United States, cof- 
fee is consumed at around 
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60° C (140° F). 

It is worth mention- 
ing that tea also has many 
health benefits. According 
to a 2009 study in the jour- 
nal Nature Reviews Cancer, 
components of tea leaves 
have been shown to have 
antioxidant properties and 
may protect against other 
types of cancers, particular- 
ly colon and prostate cancer. 
So tea drinkers who don’t 
smoke or drink alcohol ex- 
cessively probably idon’t 
need to switch to a differ- 
ent beverage anytime in the 
near future. :
